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M.PAIN’S SCHEMES IN EGYPT 


THE DIPLOMATIC QUARREL THEY 
ARE LIKELY TO PROVOKE. 
FALSE STORIES INTENDED TO LEAD THE EN- 

GLISH INTO DANGER IN THE DESERT— 
PAIN’S “ADVENTUROUS CAREER. 
Special Dispatch by Cable from Our Own 
Correspondent. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The official news in 
London to-day that there is a Frenchman 
in the Mahdi’s camp who has organized a 
secret service by which he obtains from 
the French colony in Cairo news of all of 
Gen. Wolseley’s movements and of the En- 
glish doings in general, has created much 
indignation everywhere here. The atti- 
tude of the French in Egypt has been a 
hostile one from the start, but the present 
discovery is something that has been 
wholly unlooked for and is likely to pro- 
voke a diplomatic quarrel between France 
and England. 

The Frenchman in question, M. Olivier 
Pain, is 32 years old and a journalistic ad- 
Venturer who was a leading character in 
the Commune. He was sent to New-Cale- 
donia along with other Communists, but 
escaped with Rochefort and went then to 
Turkey, ostensibly as a correspondent, but 
really as an adventurer. He was at Plevna 
when the siege of Plevna was begun, and 
he acted as Osman Pasha’s private secre- 
tary. After the fall of Plevna M. Pain, 
then a prisoner, was offered by the Rus- 
sians to the French Embassy, but it so 
happened that an attaché at the Embassy 
had known Pain in the days immediately 
following the Commune, and the Embassy 
accordingly declined to recognize him as a 
French citizen. He was therefore sent to 
a Russian prison. After his release, in due 
time, he returned to Paris, where he 
worked forsome years, off and on, as a 
journalist. With great daring and on his 
own responsibility, it is said, he made the 
journey alone to the Mahdi’s camp, where 
he had a warm reception as a French sub- 
ject and sympathizer. 

In the present delicate state of the rela- 
tions between England and France the 
questions arising out of M. Pain’s conduct, 
concerning which Gen. Wolseley is very 
indignant, are likely to prove extremely 
interesting, and it is probable that there 
will be an immediate revival of angry 
words between the newspapers of Paris 
and those of London. The idea that the 
recently circulated stories of sickness in 
the Mahdi’s camp and of a general disrup- 
tion of his forces, which have reached 
Gen. Wolseley, huve been managed by M. 
Pain asa decoy scheme by which the En- 
glish might be ied into an unsupported ad- 
vance of the camel corps across the desert 
from Ambukol to Shendy, is excessively 
disquieting to the English mind. 

Mr. Wilfrid Blunt has written a letter in 
which he says the Peace Association is cer- 
tain that if the proper authority should 
be given it, it could negotiate a safe con- 
duct for Gen. Gordon and the Khartoum 
garrison to Dongola. He says the associa- 
tion could aiso secure the general pacifica- 
tion of the Upper Nile region and avoid 
the necessity of an expedition to that 
quarter. The present movement in the 
Soudan, he says, is identical with that 
under Arabi Pasha and is equally amen- 
gble to overtures of peace. 








THE GREAT TRIAL AT LEIPSIC. 
QSEMAREKABLE BEARING OF REINSDORF, THE 
CHIEF OF THE PRISONERS. 
Lerpsic, Dec. 18.—The most remarkable 
feature of the trial of the eight anarchists for 
the attempt to kill the Emperor and others at 
Niederwald is that each of the prisoners, with 
the exception of Reinsdorf, tries to put the bur- 
den of blame on s .mebody besides. himself. 
Reinsdorf, indeed, distinguishes himself from his 
companions by the greater manliness of spirit 
which he manifests. He has the courage of 


his opinions, and tries rather to shield 
his accomplices than to roll upon _ their 
shoulders the biame which he _ himself 
should pear. He is a man of much 
force of character, of great kindness of heart, 
and is remarkably gentle toward women and 
children. In concluding kis harangue yester- 
day, Reinsdorf said he knew that he risked his 
own life. But if he died he died as a martyr, 
in obedience to the Scriptural command: * Be 
ye faithful even unto death.” The Public Prose- 
ecutor demanded that Reinsdorf’s words should 
be taken down, im order to form the basis for a 
fresh charge against him of inciting to murder. 
Yo this charge Reinsdorf was asked whether he 
pleaded guilty or not guilty. Drawing himself 
up to his full height, the man answered: “I 
have nothing further to say. Deal with me as 
you please.” 

The question of capital punishment in the cases 
of Kuechler and Rupsch bangs upon the proof 
of the ignition of the fuse and its extinction 
without their intervention. Soellner pleads 
that be was drunk at the time he gave the 
money to Rupsch. He has the best chance of 
acquittal. The witness Palm stated that the fuse 
in the drain pipe became damp, end thus the ex- 
plosion wus prevented. Puaim said Kuechler had 
made contradictory statements to him regarding 
the affair. He told Paim first that he went to 
Niederwald with Rupsch to disturb the proces- 
sion, and atterward he said he went to frustrate 
the murderous attempt. Experts state that one 
and a half to two pounds of dynamite were 
found in the drain. 

In the trial to-day Schiebeck, of Eberfeld, 
deposed that Reinsdorf boasted that be would do 
a deed that would make ali Germany talk of 
him. The counsel for the defense will begin 
their speeches to-morrow, and judgment is ex- 
pected to be pronounced on Monday. 


THE LONDON DYNAMITE OUTRAGE. 
JHE BRIDGE DAMAGED MORE THAN AT FIRST 
REPORTED. 

Lonpon, Dec. 18.—-Col. Majendie, Chief 
of the Department of Explosives, says in his re- 
port about the explosion at London Bridge that 
the dynamite was probably suspended to the 
grating over the sewer hole at the base of the 
pier. The force of the explosion was much 
greater than was supposed at first. Several 


stones were badly shifted and the joints opened. 
The curbstone at the bottom of the sewer was 
pulverized. A diver found fissures in the pier 
extending six feet into the bed of the river, into 
some ot which he could thrust his hand to 
the wrist. The damage to the bridge, how- 
ever, is merely superficial, and the 
strength of the structure remains unaffected. 
Near the base of cach one of the piers of 
the bridge is an arched iron-barred orifice. 
On each side and toward the top of the ori- 
fice in the second pier trom the Surrey shore 
a nail was found driven into the masonry. The 
block of granite at the left of the orifice had 
been forced inward fully an inch.. The cracks in 
the granite do not extend far below the surface. 

The municipal authorities of London have of- 
fered £5,000 reward for the discovery of the 
nuthbors of the bridge explosion. 


Dusurn, Dec. 18.—The United Ireland 
says: * The English exhibit admirable patience 
under the sensciess and wicked frights to which 
they are subjected. But the police direct the 
dynamite conspiracy and pay for the explosions.” 

Lonvox, Dec. 19.—The researches yester- 
dav into the explosion caused a sensation, as the 
disclosures showed that the outrage was planned 
with an amount of coolness, determination, and 
foresight hitherto uncredited to the terrorists. 
Everything proves that the participators in 
the plot must have remained beneath the 
bridge 2a quarter of an_ bour despite the 
swittness of the current. The work was pros- 
acuted with immense difficuity, but the deep 
shadows were suificient to prevent detec- 
tion. it 1s believed that 2 chemical fuse 
was uscd to ignite the explosive, giving 
the conspirators tirac to escape to Jand, and 
eatch the tidai train for Paris. The keeper of 
the tavern at which the three suspected men 
took refreshmerxits describes the tallest of them, 
who was evidently the leader, as a free and 
easy, intelligent man. He vaid the bill at 
the tavern, but objected to taking drink on 
board the boat. It is noteworthy that the 
tide on Saturduy was the lowest that it had been 
for the past few months, or will be until 
Spring; also that the hour selected was when 
the tide was iowest, proving that the plot was 
nurefully elaborated. It is proposed to use a 
submarine electric light to enable the diver to 
yxamine the extent of damage to the bridge.

The police re- 
cently, while trying to dissolve a Socialist meet- 
ing, Were resisted and beaten, and the mob ufter- 
ward fought in the street. The police were 
reinforced and succeeded in arresting a number 
of the rioters, 


NEUTRALITY OF THE CONGO. 

Lonpon, Dec. 18.—Mr. Henry M. Stanley 
has written a letter in reference to Congo mat- 
ters, in which he points out the urgent necessity 
of settling the neutralization of the Congo coun- 
try, of determining definitely its frontier and of 
bringing about a generat recognition of the 
African International Association before the 
conference now in session at Berlin shall have 
concluded its labors. If these problems shall not 
be settled, he thinks the Congo will only prove 


a tempting bait to France and Portugal. He 
thinks that England should propose to Germany 
that inasinuch as the association cannot make 
war, therefore war shall not be made against the 
association. Ifthe conference disbands before 
these great questions shall have been settled, 
then farewell to the Congo basinanda long good 
night to its development. 


BERLIN, Dec. 18.—The session of the 
Congo conference to-day lasted four and a haif 
hours. Dr. Busch, the German Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, presided in the absence of 
Count von Hatzfeldt, who is now reported to be 
ili with typhoid fever. The statutes relating to 
navigation on tbe Congo and Niger Rivers were 
substantially adopted, with the exception of a 
few secondary points, which will be considered 
by the committee on Friday. The delegates 
will do their utmost to complete their labors be- 
fore Christmas,

Lonpbon, Dec. 18.—It is announced that 
the Bishop of Lincoln will resign his See in the 
Spring on account of ill-health. 

The Court of Appeal has granted a rule nisi for 
a new trial in the case of Mr. Charles Bradlaugh, 
who was found guilty of illegally voting in the 
House of Commons. 

Among the goods arriving at Dover to-day 
from the Continent the police discovered a tin 
case filled with 200 pounds of dynamite. The 
case was furnished with a false label. 

A dispatch from Turin says that there was no 
foundation for the rumor current yesterday 
that Louis Kossuth was dead. On the other 
hand, tne venerable patriot isin excellent health. 

The court has refused the application to re- 
strain the agents of the New-Orleans Exhibition 


from taking the Great Eastern steamship to 
New-Orleans. The applicant for the injunction 
had proposed terms of purchase for the vessel, 
but the contract had not been concluded. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Rhein, Capt. 
Jiingst, from Bremen, for New-York, has re- 
turned toSouthampton. She was in collision off 
the Lizard last night with the steamer York, and 
two iron plates in her bow are stovein. The 
— resumed her voyage to New-York to- 
night. 

Reports have been received that the Grand 
Duchess Sergius, of Russia, has asked the Czar 
to concede her a divorce from the Grand Duke 
on the ground that the latter continues to main- 
tain his mistress. 

Nothing is known at the Foreign Office in 
regard to the report circulated in America that 
Earl Granville is correspondieg with the author- 
ities in Washington in relation to the Nicararua 
treaty, and the report is not believed. Earl 
Granville is awaiting important mail dispatches 
“egg Mr. West, British Ambassador at Washing- 

on. 


VIENNA, Dec. 18.—The Bourse was unset- 
tled to-day in consequence of the disappearance 
of Lucas Jauner, the Director of the securities 
department of the Lower Austrian Discount 
Bank, and the discovery by the police, on exam- 
ing his coffers, of a deficit of 2,059,860 floris, 
(about $1,000,000.) At the Jast examination of 
the bank's effects,on Nov. 1%, everything was 
right. A reward of 2,000 florins ($1,000) has been 
offered for the capture of Jauner. It is rumored 
that he has committed suicide. Heinrich Kuf- 
tier, a broker, has been arrested for suspected 
complicity with Jauner. The latter had dis- 
counted bad bills of Kuffler’s to the amount of 
1,000,000 florins. 


BomBay, Dec. 18.—The Marquis of Ripon, 
the retiring Governor-General of India, to-day 
made a state entry into this city. Thestreetsfor 
six miles were thronged with people and deco- 
rated with flags. Bunds of music were stationed 
at frequent intervals. Three thousand cot- 
ton operatives followed in procession. Sev- 
enty-five addresses were made in honor 
of the occasion. The Marquis of Ri- 
pon made an exhaustive specch in reply, 
defending the policy he had pursued during his 
administration. Hesaid he was leaving India in 
a tranquil and prosperous condition and loyal to 
the home Government. The country, he said, 
was better guarded against famine than ever be- 
fore. Atthe conclusion of his remarks enthu- 
siastic cheers were given for Queen Victoria and 
the Marquis of Ripon. The city was brilliantly 
illuminated in the evening, when there were nu- 
merous torchlight processions. 

DuBLtin, Dec. 18.—The Bishop of Meath 
has been elected Archbishop of Dublin, to fill 
the vacancy caused by the recent resignation of 
Archbishop Trench. 


BERLIN, Dec. 18.—The Reichstag con- 
firmed the election of the President and Vice- 
Presidents of that body for the whole session 
and then adjourned until Jan. 8. 

LisBon, Dec. 18.—Advices from Loanda 
state that the Germans in Angra Pequefia are 
organizing an administration. It is stated that 
England appears inclined to abandon the Wal- 
fisch Bay settlement. The Germans were ex- 
tremely friendly to the officers of the Portuguese 
corvette Rainha de Portugal. 


Paris, Dec. 18.—Mr. Levi P. Morton, the 
American Minister, entertained this evening the 
Ambassadors from Engiand, Russia, and Aus- 
tria, and other people of distinction. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Count de 
Lanjuinais, member for Morbihan, accused the 
Leit of voting for the budget of three milliards 
without having a quorum. This produced a 
scene of much excitement. M. Delafosse, mem- 
ber for Calvados, gave notice that he intended to 
submit an interpellation concerning the nego- 
tiations with Egypt. An otlicial decree has been 
issued creating a fourth regiment of Algerian 
sharpshooters and doubling the Foreign Legion. 

The Council General of the Seine has adopted 
a proposal requesting the Chambers to reject the 
a gag increase of duties on foreign corn and 
cattie.

A VETERAN METHODIST DEAD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—The half a cent- 
ury term of ministerial service of the Rev. Henry 
Colclazer was terminated by death this morning. 
Mr. Colclazer, who died at his house, No. 2,205 
Bainbridge-street, was 75 years old and one of 
the oldest Pastors in the Methodist Church. 
He was born in Alexandria, Va., and was 
admitted to the Ohio Methodist Episcopal 
Conference in 1828. Upon his removal to Michi- 
gap he was concerned in the tounding of the 
University of Michigan. it was in Ann Arbor, 
in 1889, that Mr. Colclazer introduced, at 
the dedication of a new church, the first 
instrumental music ever heard in a West- 
ern Methodist place of worship. The 
innovation so horrified several fathers 
of the church that the matter was brought up 
in Conference, which finally supported Mr. Col- 
clazer. In this city he filledthe pulpits of the 
Wharton-Street, Ebenezer, Union, und other 
churches.3 Mr. Colclazer marricd the daughter of 
Gov. Hicks, of Maryland, in 1751. The funeral 
services will be beld at Mr. Coiclazer’s late home 
to-morrow afternoon.

TRYING TO EXTRADITE A SWINDLER.

ORPHANS’ LIVES IN PERIL 


BURNING OF THE BROOKLYN 
CATHOLIC ASYLUM. 

ONE OF THE SISTERS KILLED, TWO BOYS 
INJURED, AND DAMAGE AMOUNTING TO 
ABOUT $300,000 CAUSED. 

St. John’s Home, the Roman Catholic 
orphan asylum for boys, at St. Mark’s-place and 
Albany-avenue, in Brook!yn, was almost entirely 
destroyed by fire yesterday afternoon. The main 
building is of stone. There isan additional build- 
ing of brick, separated by a space of some six 
feetfrom the main structure. The ground floor 
of this small structure was used as a drying 
room. The two floors above were fitted up for 
hospital purposes, where some 60 boys, suffering 
with minor ills, were given attendance. It was 
in this small building that the fire started, how, 
no one seems able to tell or conjecture. 

As little Sala Powderly was returning to her 
home, opposite the asylum, from school, about 3 
o’clock, she saw smoke issuing from the brick 
building. In alarm she called her mother. 
Scarcely had she called when flames burst forth 
from every window of the first floor. At 
the same moment George Trish and 
Patrick Dorsey, standing across the street, 
saw the flames and ran into the asylum grounds 
by the Albany-avenue gate. As they got within 
the grounds they saw at the windows of the up- 
per story of the small building a number of 
boys who had been under treatment in the in- 
firmary. The boys were gesticulating wildly for 
aid and shrieking with fear. The men procureda 
ladder from the new addition to the asylum being 
constructed in the rear, and rescued the boys, 
who had been driven on the cornice by the 
fiames. The other children meanwhile had been 
directed to the street by Sister Mary Josephine 
(Brady) and Sister Antonio. Sister Josephine 
remained up stairs and her retreat was cut off by 
the fierce bluze. 

Meanwhile an alarm had been sent out, but, 
owing to the storm, the firemen were somewhat 
slow in arriving upon the scene. When they did 
the hose was at once attached to the few hy- 
drants in the vicinity and streams at once forced 
upon the fire. As Engine Company No. 14 
reached the asylum Foreman McGroaty 
noticed upon the cornice of the en- 
gine room a woman clad in the garb 
ot a Sister, resting with her back upon the slant 
of the mansard roof. The flames were too fierce 
to allow of any attempt to rescue her, except 
from the roof of the main building, separated 
from the smaller structure by a passageway six 
feet in width. He climbed upon the cornice 
of the main building, directly opposite the 
Sister, and swung his heavy coat across 
to her, calling upon her to swing her- 
self across by it. She did so, but her 
grasp was too feeble, and after a brief struggle 
she fell to the ground, a distance of 40 feet, strik- 
ing upon her face and shoulder. When she was 

icked up it was discovered that she was Sister 

Mary Josephine. She was taken to St. Mary’s 

Hospital, where she died at6o’clock. She was 

36 years old. 

When the alarm was first given Sister Superior 
de Chautelle, with the assistance of the 30 Sisters 
and 17 attendants in the institution, had led the 
remainder of the children, about 700 in number, 
ranging from 18 months to 14 years in age, 
to the street in safety, clad only in 
their school garments, some with slates 
in hand, some with primers. They were 
sent to asylums, private houses, police 
stations and places near by. Three hundred 
went to the Orphan Asylum of the Church Fund. 
Sixty of the younger children were massed on 
the fioor of a neighboring cur stable. Under 
rough blankets and covering, late last night, 
they cuddled together like sardines and slept 
the sleep of the innocent. All were taken 
out safely with the exception of two boys. 
John McGuire, 10 years old, jumped from the 
third-story window, and when taken to St. 
Mary's Hospital was found to be suffering from 
a contusion of the scalp. John Ryan,9 years old, 
slid down the fire escape from the third story, 
dropped when about 15 feet fram the ground, 
and injured himself slightly. The only other 
accident was to Fireman George McKane, ot No. 
3 Truck, who siipped and rolled from a ladder 
while fighting the tire in the front building, and 
was painfully, though not seriously, injured. 

By tbis time the fire had leaped across the pas- 
sage between the buildings and had eaten its 
way into the chapel of the main building on the 
second floor. Thesupply of water was apparent- 
ly inadequate, and the driving wind dashed the 
streams from the engine into Niagara-like spray, 
which, freezing, enveloped the firemen and 
spectators in an icy coat of mail. Try as they 
would, the firemen could do little or nothing to 
stay the progress of the flames, which, fanned by 
the fierce wind, ate their way through the —— 
into the school rooms in the front. The wooden 
mansard roof running over the entire building 
and the massive wooden tower directly over the 
entrance were burning fiercely. At 7:30 o’clock 
the tire was at its height. The furious wind, 
which had veered, had driven the flames 
through the chapel into the priests’ reception, 
board, and cluss rooms in the front, and through 
the windows the flames were shooting forth. 
The firemen worked to confine the fire to the 
west wing and front of the building, and in this 
they succeeded. In the east wing was stored a 
number of valuable paintings, which were taken 
out in safety. Though this portion of the build- 
ing was undamaged by fire it was thoroughly 
dernched, and its contents were ruined by water 
and smoke. 

The institution known as St. John’s Home for 
Boys was one of the leading Roman Catholic 
charitable institutions of Brooklyn. It had a 
frontage of 170 feet and depth of 210, was built 
of freestone, three stories in height, surmounted 
by a high mansard roof. Its erection was begun 
in 1868, and it was first occupied in 1870. The 
cost off the building was upward ef $200,000 and 
the loss by the fire will be in the vicinity of 
$300,000, upon which there is an insurance of 

200,000, mostiy in foreign companies. There 

were fire escapes on the inside courts, but be- 

yond this there were no appliances for safety or 
the extinguishing of a possible fire. The insti- 
tution was founded in 1829, its first President 
having been Peter Turner. I[n 1832 he was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. J. 8. Moore. The society was in- 
corporated May 6, 1834, under the title of “* The 
Roinan Catholic Orphan Soviety in the village 
of Brooklyn.” It bas occupied several locations, 
first at No. 188 Jay-street, thence to the building 
in Congress-street, known as St. Paul’s Indus- 
trial School. In 1858 it was removed to the cor- 
ner of Willoughby and Bedford avenues. That 
building was burned on the morning of 

Nov. 9, 1862. It was then known as 

the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum for 

Boys, and the building had been erected at an 

expense of $25,000. he fire was discovered 

about 2 o’clock in the morning, and was 
caused by the overheating of a flue lead- 
ing from one of the _ furnaces. Two 
children became bewildered in the smoke 
and, wandering up to the fifth story, there died. 

The 246 other children in the building werc taken 

out uninjured. The institution was then, as 

now, owned by the Roman Catholic Orphan 

Asylum Association, of which Bishop Loughlin 

is President, and James M. Shanahan manager 

of the institution. 


FATAL EXPLOSION OF CHEMICALS. 

AvGustra, Ga., Dec. 18.—An explosion of 
chemicals occurred in the wholesale drug store 
of Lamar & Co.,in this city, thisafternoon. A 
chemical mixture containing eight ounces of 
chlorate of potash was being compounded in a 
mortar by a colored boy, William Holt, under 
the direction of the chemist of the establish- 
ment. The latter stepped across the store for 
some needed articie, and the explosion occurred 
before he had got 20 feet from the mortar. It is 
supposed that the boy, contrary to directions, 
epee the mixture, causing the explosion. 

olt was terribly mangled, and died in an hour. 
A negro who was sweeping 10 feet distant and 
the chemist were both knocked down by the 
concussion. The former received several severe 
tlesh wounds from broken pieces of the mortar; 
the chemist was not injured. Every window in 
the store was shattered. The damage is esti- 
mated at $1,000. 








FIGHTING FOR A CRIMINAL. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Dec. 18.—Argument 
in an interesting case was heard by Gov. Patti- 
son this afternoon. One Patrick Norton was 
wanted in the western part of this State to an- 
swer foracrime committed there, and as he at 
the time was residing at Orieans, N. Y., an ap- 
plication was mado to Gov. Pattison for a requi- 
sition. This was refused, the crime allegea not 
being considered sufficientiy high. The prose- 
cutor in the case, one Welsh, then had Norton 
kidnaped and brought to Pennsylvania. Gov. 
Cleveland then asked that Gov. Pattison dis- 
charge Norton from custody. and the hearing 
this afternoon was to acquaint the Governor 
with the whole history of the case. Both sides 
of the question were argued by counsel. The 
Governor reserved his decision. 





PARDONED BY THE GOVERNOR. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The Governor 
has pardoned Charles C. Bates, who was con- 
victed in Delaware County of the crime of 
bigamy, and was sentenced on Dec. 13, 1882, to 
imprisonment in the State Reformatory.

AN OUTRAGE IN ITHACA. 


A MINISTER ARRESTED BECAUSE HE VOTED 
FOR CLEVELAND. 

IrHaca, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The people of 
this locality are very much excited to-night over 
the arrest of the Rey. Robert T. Jones, Pastor of 
the Park Baptist Church here, upon the charge 
of having voted illegally at the recent Presi- 
dential election. This Fall Mr. Jones took part 
in an independent Republican rally indorsing 
Mr. Cleveland, and addressed the meeting in his 
modest but earnest way. This action of the 
clergyman gave great offense to sundry poli- 
ticians here, and threats were freely made at 
that time that the minister's vote would be chal- 
lenged. When Mr. Jones offered his vote on 
Nov. 4 he was chalienged by a so-called ‘‘detect- 
ive” named H.N. Humiston. Mr. Jones, how- 
ever, took the general oath, and his ballot, 
thus sworn in, was accepted by the_ elec- 
tion board. Last evening a Degaty United 
States Marshal served upon the _ minister 
a warrant of arrest, charging him with having 
voted illegally at the recent Presidential elec- 
tion, and requiring him to appear to-day before 
United States Commissioner Adams, at Auburn, 
to answer to the charge. Mr. Jones was allowed 
to remain with his family last night on condi- 
tion that his friends here would be responsible 
tor his appearance at the train this morning, and 
thus escaped the further indignity of having a 
jailor’s key turned on him. He attended a 
prayer meeting at his church the same evening, 
and much sympathy was expressed for him by 
his congregation. 

Mr. Jones went to Auburn this morning, and 
Was accompanied by several of the prominent 
citizens of this place. On being arraigned 
there his case was referred to District Attorney 
Martin I. Townsend, of ‘Troy, for his 
decision in the matter, and it is not believed that 
any further steps will be taken inthecase. In- 
deed, the action at Auburn to-day is regarded as 
a virtual acquittal of Mr, Jones, and a very con- 
venient way of escape ot the ‘ pothouse’’ poli- 
tician who caused his arrest. The whole thing is 
regarded here as the worst species of bulldozing 
and intimidation, and the feeling to-night 
among the leading and influential citizens of 
Ithaca, irrespective of party, is one of great in- 
dignation against the parties who are carrying 
on this persecution. The arrestof Mr. Jones is 
regarded as an infamous outrage, all the moreso 
because it is perpetrated not only upona re- 
spected citizen of the town, but a minister of the 
Gospel. 

A curious feature of the case is that the war- 
rant was issued by United States Commissioner 
Adams, of Auburn, and not by Commissioner 
Van Cleef, of this place. Itis not believed here 
that Van Cleef would have granted the warrant 
for the arrest of Mr. Jones, knowing as he does 
the high character of the accused and the ques- 
tivnable character of the accusers. 

To-night an indignation meeting was held 
here, attended by citizens of both parties, at 
which resolutions were adopted condemning 
Mr. Jones’s arrest, sympathizing with him and 
his family, and asking that proceedings be insti- 
tuted against the movers in this ** dastardly out- 
rage. 





SUSQUEHANNA’S BIG ROBBERY. 


THE SUPPOSED LEADER OF THE GANG OF 
THIEVES ARRESTED. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Dec. 18.—Detective 
Robert Pinkerton yesterday captured George A. 
Proctor, the supposed leader of the gang who, 
about the middle of June, 1883, abstracted from 
the vaults of the United States Express Com- 
pany at Susquehanna, Penn., a package contain- 
ing between $20,000 and $40,000. The money 
was sent by the Marine Bank of New-York 
to the First National of Susquehanna, for 
use in paying the men at the shops 
in that town. When or how it was taken has 


remained a mystery, and it was thought that 
the men who had *“* worked” the vault had es- 
caped with their booty. The job was evidently 
done by skeleton keys, as no trace of violence 
was discovered in the morning and nothing was 
in any wuy displaced. A package similar in ap- 
pearance to the one containing the money was 
left, and it was thought for some time that the 
echang had been made while the cash was en route 
from New-York. Proctor, who had been em- 
ployed at the time the robbery occurred as fore- 
man of the boiler shop at Susquehanna, resigned 
his position and went to Canada. It was sus- 
pected that he had been connected with the 
affair, but he could not be taken on the proofs 
at hand from Canada. He was let alone and 
finally came over to Whitehall, N. Y., 
where he was known to have a_ ticket 
for Europe. He was then arrested and 
brought via the Albany Road to this city, 
and thence taken to Montrose, the county seat, 
where he was, after an examination, incarcer- 
uted in jail. From the facts now brought to 
light it is claimed that other men will be ar- 
rested, and 1t is also intimated that they are em- 
ployes of the Erie Railroad. The Pinkerton men 
seem confident that they have ‘*‘a dead sure 
thing”’ on this mysterious, puzzling case. Proctor 
is well known along the Erie Koad as an expert 
on locks. 





WATER FOR PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—There is a good 
deal of excitement in this town over the water 
supply, on account of the pollution of the 
Schuylkill by mill owners and others. Under an 
act of the Legislature passed in 1874 and a 
charter which was granted yesterday, the South 
Mountain Water Company proposes to provide 
the city with water from a point in Berks 
County, where the source of their supply will be 
anumber of small streams, taking their rise in 
the range of hills after which the county is 
named. The nominal stock is $100,000. The 
actual amount which the incorporators are 
ready to spend to bring the scheme to an actual- 
ity is $15,000,000. The names of the capitalists 
who back the company are W. W. Maris, 
of the firm of Maris & Smith; Ivan 
Prowhutain, of the tankers and Merchants’ 
Telegraph Company; N. H. Smith, also of this 
city; E.B. Dorsey, of New-York, and John B. 
Scott, of Newark. The charter grants exclusive 
right to the company to give the city its water 
supply with the restrictive provision that the 
municipality itself can purchase the works and 
franchise of the company. Mr. Prowhatain said 
to-day: ‘* The thing wiil come before the Coun- 
cils soon; it is manifest that the city on account 
of legal prohibitions cannot raise the money to 
start a newsupply itself. We propose to bring the 
water to Chestnut Hill and let the city distribute 
it from there at a price below the present cost. 
It will take three years to finish the works.” 





A BAD SEXTET BROKEN UP. 

Cuicaeo, Dec. 18.—Three young men— 
George Kellogg, Samuel Jones, and Burt Mat- 
thews—all under 20 years of age and sons of 
wealthy residents of the west side, were arrested 
yesterday and arraigned before Justice White 
to-day charged with disorderly conduct. The 
first named was charged, also, with abduction. 
The complainant, Alfa Carpenter, aged 17 years, 
was arrested yesterday, on complaint of her 
aunt and uncle, Mr. and Mrs. Felthousen, 
with whom she _ lives. She says she 
met young Kellogg some time ago, and 
by im was introduced to Jones 
and Matthews. Alfa‘s relatives forbid her going 
with Kellowg, and the latter was told to keep 
away trom the house. The youngsters met on 
the outside, however, and the girl states that 
Kellogg accomplished her ruin. She was a pupil 
atthe Jackson school, and she introduced two 
young schoolmates to her trio of beaus. It is 
alleged that the delectable young sextet thus 
formed had been in the habit of indul- 
ging in disgraceful orgies at the resi- 
dences of their parents while. the old 
toiks were absent. This state of affairs was dis- 
covered by Alfa’s relatives, hence the arrest. 
The two girls, whose names are withheld, are 
aiso to be arrested. Alfa was sent to the Indus- 
trial School at Evanston. The boys, who allege 
blackmail, guve bail through their parents to 
appear on Saturday for a bearing. 





SEARCHING FOR CAPT. HOWGATE. 

Oman, Neb., Dec. 18.—Officers Springers 
and Bassett, of the United States Secret Service, 
are here looking for Capt. Howgate, the defauit- 
ing Signal Service Officer. They have been'trail- 
ing him through Nebraska for some weeks past, 
kuowing Nellie Burrill, his paramour, is at pres- 
ent in De Witt, in this State. Heis thought to be 
near her. Parties claiming to know Howgate 
say they saw him 1n Nebraska City three weeks 
ago. The officers came here because Howgate 
has distant relatives at Fort Omaha, but they 
got no trace of him there. The officers con- 
tidently believe that Howgate is in one of the 
Missouri River towns in this State. They will 
prosecute the search here until conclusive evi- 
dence is had of his presence e!sewhere. They say 
that his financial resources are nearly exhausted, 
and think the friend: who have so often assisted 
him will soon abandon him, and therefore are 
led to believe that his capture is not tar distant. 





THE SOUTHERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

Norroik, Va., Dec. 18.—The injunction 
suit against the Southern Telegraph Company 
will be heard in the United States court here to- 
morrow. Gen. Mahone, who first took action, is 
represented by Gen. 8. IF. Butier and Congress- 
man Wise. A iumber company with claims of 
$250,000 brings a separate action. ‘The telegraph 
company is represented hy G. Bradley Johnso 
and others, and toscve Conkling is also expect 
to appear ior them. 








‘EN, ARTHUR'S DIPLOMACY

THE FOUR NEW TREATIES AND 
THEIR PROSPECTS. 
SENATORS DISGUSTED BY THE PUBLICA- 
TION OF THEIR SECRETS—THE PRESI- 

DENT’S FOREIGN POLICY A SURPRISE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The men about 
Washington who have been in the habit of ex- 
pressing admiration for Blaine as a man with a 
brilhant foreign policy are amazed to discover 
in President Arthur a diplomatist much bolder 
and more comprehensive than their defeated 
favorite. While Blaine was careering anxiously 
across the country from Maine to Michigan in 
search of votes as a conspicuously brilliant can- 
didate, the President and his Secretary of State, 
enjoying the late Summer and early Fail 
at Raritan, appear to have been _per- 
fecting a series of treaties, the construction of 
which demanded close acquaintance with the 
feelings of several nations of people. They are 
now coming rapidly to light, so rapidly and 
strangely in view of the extraordinary precau- 
tions taken by the Senate to keep them secret 
that the Senate in executive session to-day 
scolded itself very energetically for its leaki- 
ness. Senators who will not talk about the pro- 
visions of any of the treaties, or give an opinion 
as to whether they ought to be ratitied or re- 
jected, chafe under the restrictions imposed 
upon them by what they plainly regard as av 
unnecessary and obsolete custom. 

Among members of the House of Representa- 
tives who are bound by no rule prohibiting 
them from discussing treaties, the conventions 
published do not command as much at- 
tention as they deserve, or as they will ung ues- 
tionably get lateron. The proposition in the 
Nicaragua treaty that the United States shall 
make a loan of $4,000,000 to Nicaragua is spoken 
of as an entirely novel one in American politics, 
but it gratifies the Representatives to find that 
House legislation will be necessary before the 
treaty can become operative. To raise 
this money it is supposed an_ issue of 
bonds will be asked for. <A proposition to lend 
money to a foreign nation wiil be so new a ques- 
tion that it willinvite a great deal of financial 
wisdom from Congressional orators. It is looked 
upon by many as simply a diplomatic way of 
characterizing a purchase price for a concession, 
and may lead men who make up their minds to 
oppose the treaty and who will see in sucha 
loan the promise of extenaed life to the national 
banks to denounce it. 

Owing to the enforced silence on the part of 
Senators, it is difficult to ascertain from them 
whether the treaties are to be approved, reject- 
ed, orneglected. The impression obtained by in- 
timate friends of Senators, from casual remarks 
dropped by them, is that the principal objection 
to the long list of important treaties is, that they 
are unloaded by an outgoing upon an incoming 
Administration, that can know nothing about 
the policy that brought theminto shape. Unless 
a change of feeling should take place soon the 
chance of the ratification of any of the treaties 
is regarded as poor. An extra session of the 
Senate might dispose of the treaties after Mr. 
Cleveland has badtime and opportunity to ex- 
amine them and has taken the advice of his Cab- 
inet upon them, but it is regarded as extremely 
probable that all of the treaties—Mexican, 
Spanish, Nicaraguan, and Dominican—will have 
to stand or fall by the action of the Forty-ninth 
rather the Forty-eighth Congress. 

As the naval officers selected by Mr. Chandler 
to resurvey the route of the Nicaragua Canal are 
under orders to sailon Saturday, Mr, Vest was 
not pleased when Mr. Hale prevented him from 
trying to stop the expedition to-day. Very soon 
atter fhe Senate wascalled to order Mr. Vest 
otfered a resolution to the effect that such an 
expedition as that proposed could not be sent 
out by the Secretary of the Navy without ex- 
press authority from Congress, and directing the 
Secretary not to entorce his orders on the sub- 
ject until Congress had taken some definite action 
inthe matter. Mr. Hale promptly objected to 
immediate consideration of the resolution, and 
it was therefore laid over, despite Mr. Vest’s 
plea that no time should be lost. The Missouri 
Senator will have an opportunity to call up the 
resolution to-morrow, when he will probably 
express his views of Mr. Chandler’s ofders in 
plain language. 

A large model of Capt. Eads’s proposed ship 
railway was put up in the Naval Committee 
room to-day. Its projectors will interest as 
many Senators as possible in the railway proj- 
ect inthe hope ot preventing favorable consid- 
eration of the canal scheme. 

ESR TE 
WHAT THE RAG IMPORTERS WANT. 

Several representatives of the importers 
of rags and manufacturers of paper of New- 
York and Boston, including Senator Warner 
Millerand Congressmen Russell and Whiting, 
ealled upon Secretary McCulloch to-day and 
talked with him informally about the proposed 
Treasury order concerning the disinfection of all 
imported rags. The visitors spoke of the magni- 
tude of the interests involved and of the injus- 
tice that might be done if rag importers were 
obliged to disinfect their goods by a patented 
process. Mr. McCulloch expressed his wish to 
prevent the importation of contagious diseuses 
into this country, and his desire to do so without 
doing any unnecessary injury to any business. 
The visitors left with the understanding that they 
would present to the Secretary their views in 
writing. This will be done to-morrow. The 
committee will recommend three amendments 
to the proposed regulations. They will ask that 
its provisions be not applied toold rags now 
atloat, that a clause be inserted permitting disin- 
fection by any other process than the four 
methods proposed, provided the process is satis- 
factory to the Treasury Department, and that 
the Government station agents at the principal 
foreign ports whence rags are shipped are to su- 
pervise the disinfection. The committee holds 
that the disinfection can be done much more 
cheaply before shipment than on arrival here, 
and the Secretary will be assured that no objec- 
tions will be raised to doing it abroad. Secre- 
tary McCulloch is not disposed to be unreasona- 
ble in his requirements, and the rag and paper 
men believe that the matter will be settled with- 
out any friction.

CONGRESSMEN IN PERIL. 

After the adjournment of Congress this 
afternoon a number of Senators and Representa- 
tives boarded a street car at the Capitol to ride 
down Capitol Hill, and had a very exciting trip. 
Owing to the fact that the pavements were very 
slippery from the snow, the cars were run 
down the hill without horses, and the car 
upon which the Congressmen were, in 
going down, attained too great velocity 
and, becoming unmanageble, ran into another 
car ahead of it. Vhe shock of the collision 
threw down several of the Congressmen, and 
one of them, Representative Hemphill, of South 
Carolina, was stunned, and had to be taken home 
in a carriage. Mr. Leedom, Sergeant-at-Arms, 
was also injured, being cut in the face. 

Rat Ee: 

ONLY ONE VOTE AGAINST M’CULLOCH. 

Senator Riddieberger’s protracted argu- 
ment against the confirmation of Secretary 
McCulloch was concluded to-day in anexecutive 
session of the Senate, and a vote was taken. 


Fifty Senators voted yea, and one—Riddleberger 
—voted no. This is the most conspicuous in- 
stance of failure to convince that has come to 
the notice of the Senate. If there was ever any 
opposition to Mr. McCulloch on the Democratic 
side it is probable that it was destroyed by Mr. 
Riddleberger’s speech. If the nomination had 
been put to a vote immediately after it was 
reported it is believed that four or five Senators 
would have voted against him. 





ANOTHER CABINET CANDIDATE. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 19.—It is under- 
stood that the friends of ex-Gov. James D. Por- 
ter, in Tennessee and several other States North 
and South, are making a strong effort to secure 


his selection as memberof President Cleveland's 
Cabinet. Gov. Porter stands very high in the 
estimation of all who know him. He was nomi- 
nated for Governor several years ago, and was 
elected by about the largest vote cver received 
by a Gubernatorial candidate in this State. 
During the agitation of the State debt ques- 
tion he took high ground in faver ot its 
settlement at a figure satisfactory to the credit- 
ors, but was unsuccessful on account of the 
repudiation sentiment which prevailed. A 
delegare to the National Democratic Convention 
four vears ago, he wrote the piank deciaring 
for “the maintenance of the public fait». State 
and national.’’? Two years ago he was elected 
President. of tho Nashville, Chattancoga and St. 
Louis Railway. He retired from the position 
several months ago. 





A MANUFACTURER DISAPPEARS. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The village of 
Fayetteville, 10 miles east of Syracuse, is ex- 
cited over the mysterious disappearance of 
Robert Crause, of the firm of Beard & Crause, 
aper manufacturers ‘at that place. Mr. Crause 
eft hishome Tuesday morning last, ostensibly 
for his piace of business, saying that he would 
be home to dinner at noon. Since that time 
nothing has been sevn or hexrdof him. He is a 
cousin of the wealthy Ceaure of this city, und is 
Possessed Of Considerabic vroverty, 











EVARTS AGAINST MORTON, 


PROGRESS OF THE SENATORIAL AND SPEAK- 
ERSHIP CONTESTS, 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The tea 
party at Senator Arkell’s was not so largely at- 
tended as was expected, though it cannot be con- 
sidered a failure on that account. Gen. ‘‘ Nehe- 
miah” M. Curtis came down from St. Lawrence 
County, and George F. Erwin accompanied him 
as far as Utica. There Mr. Erwin received 
a telegram that his mother was dying, and 
he was compolied to return home. The 


two Saratoga members, Briggs and Grippen, 
came along, acccompanied by the Deputy Sher- 
iff of the county, F. Carpenter, and the Surro- 
gate, E.S H. Peters. Wesley Barnes, of Essex, 
and Thomas Liddle, of Montgomery, ac- 
companied by John Kellogg, were the other 
Assemblymen who appeared on the scene. 
Letters were received trom some of the other 
members from the Fourth Judiciai District ex- 
pressing their inability to be present. Sen- 
ator Arkell’s purpose, as_ he explained, 
was not to secure pledges for Will- 
iam M. Evarts, but to urge upon the 
conferrees the necessity of ascertaining the sen- 
timent in their various counties before pledging 
themselves to anybody for United States Sen- 
ator. The conference developed the fact that of 
those present, with the exception of Briggs and 
Gen. Curtis, none of them were pledged, and 
would not be likely to be until they had heard 
the views of their constituents expressed. With 
native modesty Briggs declared: ‘ Well, I’m 
all right. I’ve only made two pledges—one to Er- 
win, tor Speaker, and the other to Chickering, for 
Clerk.”’ Mr. Briggs is also as clearly for Morton 
as he is for either of these two gentlemen. Gen. 
Curtis said thut Leslie W. Russell would be his 
first choice. If Mr. Russell should leave the field 
he might conclude to support Mr. Evarts, for 
there was a strong feeling of admiration for that 
gentleman in St. Lawrence County. That the 
General is a bona fide candidate for Speaker 
the tea party ascertained before it broke 
up. A feeling which is described as “kindly in 
the extreme” for Mr. Evarts is shared by Messrs. 
Grippen, Barnes, Curtis, and Tuck, of St. Law- 
rence; Liddle, of this county, and Berry, of Ful- 
ton and Hamilton. The Fourth Judicial District 
contains 13 Republican members of the Legisla- 
ture, including Senator Arkell. The friends of 
Mr. Evarts believe that two-thirds of this num- 
ber will eventually be found enlisted under the 
Evarts standard. 

It is supposed from one or two incidents that 
have come under general notice to-day that the 
agents of the Morton canvass labored to prevent 
a fullconference. Ex-Senator Walter Rockwell, 
of Warren, hurried south from Glens Falls ona 
morning train to intercept the two Saratoga 
members. Rockwell is a Morton man, for rea- 
sons best known to himself. He endeuvored to 
dissuade the Saratogians from attending the 
conference, and failing in that, he used this 
argument: “Now, you hold on. You will find that 
you are much more valuable in January than 
you arein December. Don’t pledge yourselves 
to Mr. Evarts. Mr. Morton is the man for the 
party tosupport. Just before the day of elec- 
tion he contributed $25,000 toward the expenses 
of the election in New-York city. The party 
owes him a great debt of gratitude.”?” Much as 
the members otf the Morton-Erwin combination 
endeavored to dissembie the fact, the canvasses 
of these two candidates for Senator and Speaker 
are absolutely dovetailed one upon the other. 
Their p!ans are piain enough. The Speaker must 
first be elected. With committeeships and clerk- 
ships in his gift, the way is paved for a more 
easy recognition of Mr. Morton’s claims to the 
Senatorship. The real hunt is now being made 
for Assemblymen who will support Mr. Erwin. 
Tom Platt is very indignant that the Evarts 
boom should be pushed, and he calls its projectors 
“a lot of asses.”?> The country districts have 
not fully awakened to the _ fact’ that 
Mr. Platt is seeking to _ re-establish his 
power in the party. The _ friends of 
Mr. Evarts regard his efforts with a great deal of 
distrust, and shake their heads ominously. The 
impression is growing that many of the Senators 
and Assemblymen have been *‘ taken up into 
the mountain” and asked to bebold the beauties, 
to say nothing of the riches of the Morton can- 
vass. The members of the lobby have certainly 
scented something, even ifthe members of the 
Legislature have not. With hardly an exception 
they are outspoken tor Mr. Morton. They expect 
to transact business at the old stand as usual 
this Winter. The fact cannot be ignored that 
the mention of Mr. Morton’s name is invariably 
coupled with the term *“* boodle.”” The triends of 
William T. O'Neil, Walter Howe, Walter 8&. 
Hubbell, and Gen. Curtis may be depended upon 
to combine against the Morton-Erwin combina- 
tion. Correspondence to accomplish this has 
already passed between these gentlemen. 
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TROUBLE AT THE EXPOSITION. 


RESIGNATION OF ONE OF THE CHIEFS DE- 
MANDED BY EXHIBITORS, 

NEw-ORLEANS, Dec. 18.—This has been 
the coldest day of the season, the ther- 
mometer falling to 36°. The visitors to the Ex- 
position were very few, and those who were 
there shivered around the steam pipes. Slow 
progress was made in unpacking exhibits, the 
attention of exhibitors being called off to the 
matters of a more exciting character. 

While the exhibitors are unanimous in ex- 
pressing faith in the success of the Exposition, 
they have long expressed dissatisfaction at the 
conduct of Chief of Installation Muilen. They 
claim as their greatest grievance that Mr. Mul- 
len has been dilatory in making allotments ot 
space and handling exhibits, entailing great and 
unnecessary loss of time and money; that many 
of them have not yet been provided with cards 
of admission, and, in short, that Chief Mullen 
has been derelict in the discharge of his duty. 
This discontent to-day found expression in an 
indignation meeting, at which the following was 
adopted: 

The Exhibitors’ Association, a majority of whose 
members are representatives of the largest exhibits at 
this or any other world’s exposition, and who, since 
the organization of their association, have indorsed 
the Bonrd of Management of this exposition ata full 
meeting at their hendquarters, to-duy pussed the foul- 
lowing with but one dissenting voice: 

Whereas, There is not to be found a man present 
who has received courtesy or justice atthe hands of 
Chief of Installation Mullen; and 

Whereas, We believe that our interefts and the in- 
terests of this Exposition are jeopardized by his con- 
tinuance In said office, 

Resolved, That we respectfully demand of the Board 
of Managementthat he be removed, andthata man 
acceptable to the management and the exhibitors be 
instaled in his stead. With the full assurance that 
this association will act in barmony with the manage- 
ment to make this exposition an ultimate success, and 
believing the removal requested to be essential to the 
sume, we instruct our President. the Hon. C. 8. Burt, 
to submit this to the President and the Board of Man- 
agement at their meeting this afternoon. 

The exhibitors declare that unless their de- 
mand is complied with they will cover up their 
exhibits. The association numbers in all over 
700 members. 

Most of the executive officers of the exposition 
were interviewed to-night by THE TrMEs’s cor- 
respondent. Mr. Wrightman, who acts at pres- 
ent as the Director-General’s secretary, said he 
would not take Mullen’s place on any considera- 
tion. Mullen’s lack of courtesy is generally ac- 
knowledged, and the feeling seems to be that if 
the exhibitors insist on it he must go. The sal- 
ary of the office is $5, The Board of Manage- 
ment have been in continuous session all the 
afternoon and evening, and now, at 9 o’clock, 
they are holding a conference with the heads of 
departments at the executive office on the 
grounds. Thereis arumor that Mullen has re- 
signed. The Committee of Exhibitors have for- 
mully appeared before the board and presented 
their demand for Mullen’s resignation. There 
is much excitement over the dispute and uni- 
versal regret that it should have occurred. There 
are over 3,000 individual exhibitors in addition 
to those in charge of collective exhibits, and no 
matter what the result of the present trouble 
may be, the success of the exposition as a whole 
cannot be seriously affected. 
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BUSINESS DEPRESSION IN CANADA. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Dec. 18.—The Novem- 
ber statement, showing the condition of the 
Canadian banks acting under the Dominion 
charter, bears unmistakable evidence of the de- 
pressed state of trade, although the harvest was 
probably the largest ever gathered in Canada. 
The bank circulation was only $33,600,000, being 
much lower than for several years past at this 
season of the year. <A satisfactory feature of 
the statement is a contraction of pubtie dis- 
counts, which have been reduced from $157,000,000 
in November, 1882, to $145,000,000 in November 
last. An indication of hard times is the with- 
drawal of Geposits of the working classes. In 
November, 1882, the banks held $97,000,000 of 
public deposits, which have been now reduced to 
$90,000,000. Another very unsatisfactory feature 
of the bank statement is the large increase that 
is taking place every month in overdue debts. 
During Jast month the banks’ assets under this 
heading increased 10 per cent.

CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED 


DR. FORDYCE BARKER UPHELD 
BY BROTHER PHYSICIANS. 

THE INDIGNANT MEMBERS OF THE ACADEMY 
OF MEDICINE CALLING FOR THE CEN< 
SURE OR EXPULSION OF HIS ACCUSERS. 

Indignant voices were raised in the New- 
York Academy of Medicine last night, and re- 
peated calls were made for the expulsion of six 
well-known members who had formulated, but 
failed to substantiate, the grave charge of per- 
jury against Dr. B. Fordyce Barker, President of 
the Academy. The meeting was one of the 
largest and most earnest ever held by this or- 
ganisatiun, the spacious lecture room being 
crowded. An expected report from the Com< 
mittee on Ethics, giving the result of its investi< 
gation of a series of charges presented to th¢ 
Academy on Nov. 21, was the cause of this un<« 
usually large attendance. 

The charges accused Dr. Fordyce Barker of 
having violated an article of the by-laws of the 
Academy by committing an act which unfavor- 
ably affected the character of the medical pro< 
fession. The specifications set forth that Dr. 
Barker had on different occasions declared false- 
ly that ne was a graduate of the Ecole de Medi- 
cine in Paris, France, and that he had inscribed 
that declaration in the Signature Book of the 
Academy with his own hand on or about Jan. 4, 
1854, or at some date later. Furthermore, that 
in practicing medicine, after making such @ 
false affirmation, the accused had violated the 
laws of this State, and was amenable to punish< 
ment for perjury. The charges were signed by 
Dr. Edward S. F. Arnold, Dr. Nathan Bozeman, 
Dr. Austin Flint, Jr., Dr. S. S. Purple, Dr. C. S. 
Wood, and Dr. William Young. 

The existence of these charges was kept ag 
quiet as vossible by the members of the Acad« 
emy, but they have formed an exciting theme of 
Private conversation among the professional 
brethren. Dr. Austin Flint, Jr., has been re< 
garded as the leading spirit in the attack on Dr< 
Barker, and the friends of the last-named gen 


tleman have, as a general thing, regarded the 
attack asa new phase of the bitter fight between 
the new code and the old code physicians. About 
two-thirds of the members of the Academy, in< 
cluding Dr. Barker, are new code men, and Dr.« 
Flint is the recognized leader of the old code 
faction. Some of Dr. Barker’s friends have not 
hesitated to ascribe motives of professional jeal< 
ousy to thesix physicians who signed the chargese 

Applause greeted Dr. Barker last evening when 
he stepped up to the President’s desk and calleg 
the meeting to order, Only one of his accusers, 
Dr. 8. 8. Purple, was present, and he said not a 
word during the entire session. Some routine 
business was disposed of, and Dr. Barker resigned 
the chair to Vice-President Robert F. Weir, M. 
D., who stated that the report of the Committee 
on Ethics, concerning the charges against Dr, 
Barker, was ready for presentation. There was 
a buzz of excitement, and Dr. Andrew H. Smith, 
Chairman of the committee, arose to read the re- 
port. Dr. W. T. White suggested that the news- 
paper reporters be excluded, but the meeting was 
almost unanimously opposed to such a proceed- 
ing. Dr. Smith then read the report, which was, 
quitel ong, including a statement of the evidence 
offered for and against the charges. It ap- 
peared from letters written from Paris to Dr. 
Austin Flint, Jr., and others in this city, that the 
name of Fordyce Barker cannot be found in the 
records of the Ecole de Medicine. One letter 
stated that it was not possible for anv man 
to have been a graduate of that institution with- 
out his name apvearing somewhere in the 
records. With reference to Dr. Barker’s alleged 
entry of his name in the signature book, Dr.} 
Smith remarked that that particular entry; 
looked as though it had been altered. There; 
were indications that some words and dates had) 
been erased and other words and dates written 
in a different kind of ink. Furthermore, Dr. 
Barker could not have made the entry in 1854, 
for the book was not in existence until 1862. Dr.’ 
Smith read the following: 

The defense of Dr. Barker consists of a clear and dis- 
passionate statement in which the following points are. 
maintained : 

That in 1845, at the suggestion of friends in Paris, 
who were members of the Faculty, he underwent ex- 
aminations in a number of depurtments with the imten- 
tion of taking a degree from the scloo!l of Medicine. 
That his studies and exuminutions were interrupted by 
his being calied home on account of the alarming ill- 
ness of his wife’s mother. ‘That while awaiting a steam- 
er in which to return he received a letter from Prof. 
Orfila, Denn of the Faculty, informing him that & 
diploma would be granted to him at some date in the 
near future, and that he replied to this note stating the 
necessity for his immediate return home, and relin« 
quishing his claim to the diploma, as be coulda not com- 
ply with the necessary conditions. 

That 16 years after, in 1861, not having in the mean- 
time heard anything about the diploma, he was dining 
in Paris with Mr. Trousseau, in company with the 
Ministerof Public Instruction. when Trousseau pub- 
licly referred to his(Mr. Barker’s) being a zraduate of 
Paris. Then heimmediately disclaimed the title, and 
related the facts abcve stated, upon which Trousseau 
affirmed that he knew thata diploma had been made 
out for Dr. Barker, as he himself had taken a special 
interest in it, and that the diploma must be some- 
where in the Depurtment of the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction, and he appealed to that officer, who 
was then present, to have it searched for. That 
a few days later, returning from a temporary absence 
from Paris, he tound at his hote! aroll addressed to M. 
Trousseau. and marked as coming from the Mivister 
of Public Instruction, and which contained his dip] oma 
from the School of Medicine in Paris, dated in 1545. 
That on his return home, on the evening of his arri'val 
in New-York, he showed thisidiploma to a number of 
his friends gathered at his house to welcome him, two 
ot whom ure still living and remember the occurrence. 
That some years later it was discovered that tig 
diploma, with all his diplomas received prior to 1862, 
was lost, presumably on the occasion of his removal 
from Union-p!ace to his house in Madison-avenue- 

In his statement before the committee Dr. 
Barker referred to the charges against him ag 
having long been used by his enemies as “a stab 
in the dark.” He could not have been guilty of 
such stupendous idiocy as to make the false rep- 
resentations of which he had been accused. He 
narrated the circumstances of his obtaining the 
Paris degree as stated substantially by the 
committee’s report. Dr. Barker stated thatin 
1859 he received a diploma from the Royal Med- 
ical Society of Greece,and for many years hé 
regarded his French and_his Greek dipiomas as 
two notable curiosities. In 1876 he bad some com- 
pany at his house, and asked his wife to get the 
two diplomas to show their friends. She was 
unable to find them, and subsequent searches 
disclosed the disagreeable fact that both docu- 
ments were lost. He removed from his old home 
in Union-place to his present residence in Mad- 
ison-avenue 1n 1862, aud he thought the diplomas 
must have been lost then. Recollecting that he 
had shown the Paris diploma :‘to several friends 
immediately atter his return from_ Europe in 
1862, Dr. Barker wrote to Dr, Fdwin H. Davis and 
Dr. R. Ogden Doremus, after these charges were 
preferred against him, asking them if they 
remembered his having shown the Paris ¢Ciplo- 
mas to them. Both of the distinguished phy- 
sicians replied that they did distinctly remember 
having seen the Paris diploma, and each detailed 
various circumstances under which they saw 
the document in 1862. Both Dr. Davis and Dr. 
Doremus aliuded to the fact that, in the conver- 
sations that occurred when the diploma was dis- 
layed, Dr. Barker said that he really did not 
cnow what to do with the French document. 
Dr. Doremus wrote that he recollected having 
tacetiously suggested that Dr. Barker have the 
diploma framed and ict him have 1t to hang on 
his garden gate. 

When the two letters were read enthusiastic 
appluuse swept through the room, and it was 
repeated when Dr. Smith stated that the com- 
mittee had unanimously decided that the charges 
had not been sustained. The members of the 
committee, besides Dr. Smith, are Drs. V. P. 
Gibney, C. A. Leale, H. EB. Crampton, andC. D. 
Varley. A majority of them are new code men, 
The report was adopted without u dissenting 
vote. 

br. J. W. House createda stir by demanding 
theappointment of a committee of three to in- 
vestigate whether the signature book had been 
tampered with. The meeting promptly ordered 
that such a committee be appointed. 

Dr. G.C. Peters moved that a vote of censure 
be passed on the men who had formulated the 
charges. He regarded their conduct as indecent 
and unjustifiable. 

Dr. b. B. St. John Roosa thought that a vote 
of censure would not go far enough, and he 
moved that the six accusers of the President be 
asked for their resignations as members of the 
Academy. Dr. Porter asked if that would not 
be equivalent to an expulsion, and Dr. Roosa re- 
plied that it would amount te that. Two or 
three voices said, ** That’s what we want to do.” 
Dr. Wiley did not believe in expelling the entire 
six, but he wanted to expel the leading spirit. 
(A voice, ** Dr. Aystin Fiint, Jr.) Five of Dr. 
Barker’s accusers, be said, were children in the 
hands of the one leading spirit. 

By this time the excitement had become ine 
tense, and two or three members shouted: “ No, 
no, don’t make any exceptions; expel them ail!” 
Dr. A. Jacobi said he would votre te censure the 
President’s accusers, but not to expel them. 
They had made a serious mistake, it was true, 
but everybody had a right to make mistakes, 
He did not want the old and tre new code ques- 
tion to come up again. 

A voice--Oh, that is because you are a candi- 
date for President. 

Dr. T. R. Pooiey wanted the six men expelled 
without any ifs or ands. They had disgraced the 
Academy and themselves, and they ought to vo 
out. Dr. Hunter and Prof. J. C. Daiton coun. 
seled moderation and hoped the matter would 
be dropped without further trouble. The Pro- 
fessor said that had the committee reported ade 
versely to Dr. Barker it wouid bave been a burn. 
ing disgrace. 

Dr. M. H. Henry asked if there were any of 
the President’s accusers inthe room, There was 
ho answer, wihougsh Dr. Purpie sata few feet 
away. Jace speaker said that he wished the ac 





rr 
cusers were all there, for he would then speak 
his mind _ more freely than he cared to in their 
absence. He denounced the charges as infamous 
rumors and slanders, and said that nothing could 
justify “‘the giant of this out: and those 
with him” in what they had done. They all de- 
served expulsion, and there was not another as- 
sociation or club in the city that would not have 
expelled them under the same circumstances. 
Dr. Henry said that Austin Flint, Jr., was at 
the bottom of the trouble.

The discussion was waxing warm, and the | 


temper of the meeting was apparently in favor 
of radical measures. Dr. Barker, however, asked 
that the matter be dropped. He was satistied to 
rest upon the report of the committee. His 
wishes were respected, and all motions pending 
were laid on the table and tne meeting ad- 
journed.

WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 
oe ieee 
fALLING OFF IN THE SPRING CROP—WINTER 
SHIPMENTS DECREASING. 

St. Paurt, Minn., Dec. 18.—As to the 
probable acreage of Spring wheat in Dakota 
next year P. B. Smith, Manager of the Northern 
Pacific Elevator Company, of Fargo, says that 
from careful investigation in all partsof Dakota 
he is convinced that the decrease in acreage will 
be fully 20 per cent. In the newly settled por- 
tions there will be very little decline, as the 
farmers in those localities are not in position to 
zo into stock raising or to buy other grain for 
seed, and will be compelled to grow wheat. 


Ground broken for the first time will be 
sown to wheat, but the decrease in the older 
portions of the Territory will much more than 
offset that, and the net decrease will be as stated. 
The low price of wheat this year is one reason 
for the decrease. Many farmers have become 
discouraged, and instead of plowing their land 
last Fall have let it lie, and will not touch it next 
Spring. Wheat cannot be raised at a profit and 
sold at 50 cents per bushel. Another reason is 
that in the older counties continuous ercps of 
wheat for many years have exhausted the soil! to 
a great extent, andit must be given arestof a 
year or two, 

Mr. Smith says fully 85 per cent. of the wheat 
on the line of the Northern Pacific Railroad has 
already been sold. At the beginning of the ship- 
ping season his company estimated the crop 
tributary to their elevators to be 5,000,000 bush- 
els. Upto last Saturday night 4,250,00) bushels 
had been received, and there is not more than 
1,000,000 bushels to come, if that much. Receipts 
have fallen off during the past week fully 75 per 
eent. The average daily receipts on the line of 
the Northern Pacific are now 12,900 bushels, 
against 50,000 bushels a week ago. Its elevators 
are pretty well filled up. and the shipments 
from now till Spring will be mainly from 
the stores already on hand. The lowest 
estimates of the crop movement in the Red 
River Valley is 75 per cent., leaving 25 per cent. 
still in the farmers’ hands. The Ked River Ele- 
vator Company and the Pittsburg and Hulburt 
Elevator Company handle most of the wheat in 
the valley, and their estimates agree in their 
statement. Mr. Hubbard, manager of the millers’ 
association, says that fully three-fourths of the 
crop in Dakota and Northern Minnesoto has been 
sold. A gentleman on the Minneapolis "Change 
yesterday stated that on Jast Saturday 389 empty 
ears were uncailed for on the Manitoba Road, 
while the week before the demand could not be 
supplied. Mr. Porter, of the Pratt Elevator 
Companys, says farmers’ deliveries on the Hast- 
ings and Dakota and Iowa and Minnesota Roads 
have dropped off over 50 per cent. in the last 
few days. In the James River Valley, in Da- 
kota, tully 75 per cent. of the crop has been sold. 
{In the southern portions of Dakota and Minne- 
3ota a much jess proportion has been disposed 
of. In some localities the movement has amount- 
ed to practically nothing. Farmers refuse to 
sell at present prices, and unless there is a_ fresh 
advance the amount marketed during the Winter 
will be very small. 





TROUBLES OF BUSINESS MEN.

November, 1880, he surprised his creditors b 
failing, and settled for 30 cents on the dollar. 
few months ago he began to do some jobbing in 
cigars for Eastern firms, and his Chicago crea- 
itors feared that these speculations‘would ruin 
him, so they refused to give him credit. He then 
began to buy goods in the East, and his heaviest 
creditors are inthe East. His assets amount to 
$13,000, and his liabilities are figured at $30,000. 
His store was closed. 

WHetLinc, West Va., Dec. 18.—Wilson 
& Beardsley, proprietors of the Biggs Flouring 
Mill at Huntington, assigned yesterday on ac- 
count of the failures of some small concerns in 
the Great Kanawha Valley, and because of ina- 
bitity to collect debts. Liabilities, $35,000; as- 
sets, $5,000. 

CrocKETT, Texas, Dec. 18.—An attach- 
ment amounting to $12,000 was levied to-day on 
the stock of Collins & Douglass, groceries and 
dry goods. The failure is due to short crops and 
inability to make collections. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 18.—The Belmont 
Clothing House, at Woonsocket, a branch of a 
house of the same name in Boston, owned by 
Samuel Pinkofski, has failed, without prefer- 
ences.

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DRIVING SNOW AND WIND 


THE FIRST REAL TOUCH OF WIN- 
TER THIS SEASON. 


THE LONG-PROMISED COLD WAVE SWEEPS 


OVER THE CITY—ALAVY SNOWSTORMS 
REPORTED FROM THE FAR WEST. 

Disagreeable as it was to people com- 
pelled to be out of doors, New-York smiled 
cheerfully as it turned up its coat collar to the 
first dose of normal Winter weather yesterday. 
The remarkably Autuimna!-like December was 
very pleasant to all and particularly comforta- 
ble for the poor, but the cruakers’ chorus of a 
*orceen Christmas” and the prevalence of diph- 
theria had created some feeling of anxiety for 
the public health. The storm which happened 
along yesterday had been predicted by the Sig- 
nal Service men and people with rheuinatic feet 
for more than a week. [t kept coming along all 
the time, but it came very slowly. Men coming 
down to business in the morning paid some at- 
tention to Hudnut’s bie thermometer, which 
had been greatly neglectea since the warm 
weather. At o’clock it registered 27° above 
zero, but by noon the mercury had dropped 
gradually to 19°. Ten minutes after, a light snow 
began to fall. At4o’clock Hudnut’s thermom- 
eter was down to 17°. Jt remained at the same 
figure until 9 o'clock last night, when it began to 
sink again. The Governinent figures taken on 
the roof of the Equitable Building, which were 
materially lower than those taken in the street, 
had the thermometer down to 16.2° above zero at 
7 o’clock last night, the lowest point reached be- 
fore midnight. The ‘“*cold wave” flag was kept 
outdoors all day. 

The snow fell slowly until 1 o’clock, but soon 
after that a cold northwest wind swept it 
through the streets at the rate of 15 miles an 
hour. Down town the walking was very slip- 
pery and disagreeable. By 3 o’clock the surface 
of the streets was covered. John J. \cuinn, of 
One Hundred and 'Twenty-fifth-street, dragged 
out his sleigh and hurried off to ** Gabe” Case’s 
for the quart bottle of wine offered as an annual 
prize. Johnny Murphy, the’ professional driver, 
was with him. On Seventh-avenue they met 
William Green, who had also started for the 
wine. It was a breakneck race over the hard 
mud and thin snow, but Quinn arrived at the 
hotel about dusk and pulled the cork out of the 
bottle before Green got there. Charles Heb- 
bard, the first man to arrive from below Fifty- 
ninth-street, won a two-quart bottle of wine. 

Small boys made the pavements more im- 
passable by making ‘slides’? trom 6 to 60 feet 
long. Careful people took to the roadway. 
Miid asit was the snowstorm had a backward 
eifect on Christmas shopping. In the afternoon 
there were very few ladies on the street. Horse- 
car travel was not seriously interfered with. 
The evening mails on the northern roads came 
in anywhere from three-quarters of an hour 
to an hour and a half late, which was attributa- 
ble, principally, to the heavy snowstorm of 
Wednesday night inthe upper part of the State 
and the increased velocity of the wind. By 9 
o’clock last night the snow had ceased filling in 
this city, and the shovel and broom brigade were 
turned loose on the pavements. 

According to the Signal Service reports a light 
snowstorm seems to have principally followed 
the coast from Cape Hatteras to Sandy Hook. 
In the interior of Virginia and in Southern 
Maryland and Delaware everything was snowed 
under. In Richmond and Baltimore the ther- 
mometer kept constantly falling with the snow. 
Visitors at the New-Orleans Exposition had a 
cloudy, disagreeable day, with the thermometer 
at 36° above zero, the coldest day of the year 
there sofar. The cold wave in some parts of the 
West and Northwest abated buteJittle. In Chi- 
cago people’s ears tingled at 15° below zero, and 
the lake shore was blocked with ice. St. Paul 
housekeepers kept up their fires with acold 
wind blowing and the thermometerat 30° be- 
low. All portions of Oregon have been visited 
by the heaviest snowstorm in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitants. Railroad travel is 
blocked in all directions, and through trains 
from California have been unable to make head- 
way against the driving storm. The heaviest 
snow fell on the lines of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, where, in some places, the 
rails were hidden by drifts six feet deep. The 
temperature in Eastern Oregon ranges from ° 
to 20° above. Inthe Willamette Vulley it is only 
a little below freezing. The telegraph wires are 
useless, with the exception of a single wire over 
the Northern Pacific Railroad from Portland to 
St. Paul. A dispatch from Portland last night 
said that no trains had arrived there since Mon- 
day night, and that none were expected to ar- 
rive to-day. In Kansas and in Michigan consid- 
erable snow fell, 

In Albany yesterday the thermometer regis- 
tered about the same as it did in this city. Buf- 
falo was a little colder. In Boston the tempera- 
ture fell 14° in 24 hours. In Indiana and Wis- 
consin it remained below zero ull day. Helena, 
Montana, away up in the Rocky Mountains, was 
sufiering at 25° below. The soldiers at Fort 
Garry were a little more comfortable at 5° high- 
er. At the summit of Mount Washington the 
temperature was only 10° below.

YOUNG GEORGE PEABODY’S DEATH 
—_—__——- 
A BELIEF THAT HE ORIGINALLY INTENDED 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 

NEwsBuRG, Dec. 18.—The death of George 
Peabody, the 15-year old son of George H. Pea- 
body, of No. 118 East Eighteenth-street, New- 
York, which occurred at Cobb’s Institute, under 
peculiar circumstances, on the 7th inst., is cre- 
ating considerable comment in the village of 
Cornwall-on-the-Hudson. Learning that one of 
the students of the school, whose home is in New- 
York, was in Newburg, a Times reporter called 
on him to-day. The young man was an intimate 
friend of young Peabody. He said: 

“Peabody was a lad of very excitable tem- 
perament, and was often picked upon by 
the other scholars. On _ several occasions, 
when annoyed in this way in the gymna- 
sium connected with the school, he exhibited 
strong symptoms of insanity. He would throw 
himself upon the floor, and kick and writhe like 
a contortionist, yelling and using the most pro- 
fane language. So uncontrollable would he be- 
come that even the teachers were afraid to go 
near him. These spells would last but a short 
time, but after they had passed over he would 


become sullen, and would have continued melan- 
cholia for several days at atime. On the day of 
the alleged accident—Friday, Dec. 5,—however, 
young Peabody was in excellent spirits, and dur- 
ing the afternoon went down to the village of 
Cornwall, a distance of two miles or more. One 
of the students of Cobb’s school met him on his 
return about 4 o’clock, but it seems he did not 
then return to the school building. Champlain’s 
Pond, in which it is asserted he received his 
fatal injuries, is situated alongside the mountain 
road leading from the village, and about a half 
mile from the school, which is near the top of 


old Storm King. The height from the roadway: 


to the water is about six feet. The water pipe 
which heis said to have struck is of iron, about 
two inches in diameter, and is ashort distance 
beneath the surface of the water. It conducts 
the water from the pond to the Mountain House. 
half a mile further down the mountainside. The 
first intimation of the accident to young Pea- 
body had at the school was about 6 o’clock P. 
M., when he entered the hall, and, meeting Mr. 
Cobb’s coachman, fell fainting in his arms. 
The boy’s head was bare, his clothes were 
covered with mud and blood, and were 
soaking wet. The coachman noticed a deep 
gash in young Peabody’s throat, about six 
inches in length, and extending from the side 
across the windpipe. Seeing this he immediate- 
ly conveyed him to a room, where he was placed 
in bed, and Dr. Vail, of Cornwall, was sum- 
moned. The doctor, I understood, was com- 
pelled to make 13 stitches in closing up the 
wound. It wasaragged cut. as though it had 
been made with a dull knife, and it required 
several slashes. During Friday night, and in 
fact up to the time of his death, which occurred 
on Sunday, Peabody was out of his mind most 
of the time. and talked and acted in a wild man- 
ner. Aninvestigation of the bank of the pond 
the next morning showed where he had strug- 
gled in getting out of the water, and, al- 
though I did not see it myself, it 
was said clots of blood were mixed 
with the dirt and mud. His hat was also found 
floating in the water. The road which passes 
the pond is wide and level, and it would hardly 
be possible for a sober person to accidentally 
fall from it into the water. The impression of 
many of the students, from the surrounding cir- 
cumstances, is that young Peabody deliberately 
jumped into the pond for the purpose of self-de- 
struction, but, being a good swimmer, after re- 
ceiving the cut in his throat, he changed his 
mind and managed to get out again. Others ad- 
vance that the theory that had he received the 
wound at the time he fell into the water he 
would have become so weak from the loss of 
blood that be would have been unable to 
have walked the distance from the pond to the 
schoolhouse. They therefore contend that he 
cut his throat with a pocket knife before enter- 
ing the school yard. These are the facts as I 
learn them from the students and from my own 
observation. Dr. Vail, in making out bis cer- 
tificate of death, claimed that Peabody had 
caught cold in the wound, and that death resulted 
from capiliary bronchitis.” 

This is the story generally believed among the 
scholars, but Coroner Young has determined to 
investigate the case, and for that purpose he 
lodged a complaint against Dr. Vail with the 
District Attorney of Orange County for d:spos- 
ing of the body, which was sent to his parents 
for interment without an inquest being held. 


A YOUNG DEFAULTER SENTENCED. 
—_—~—~+—_—— 
TWENTY-ONE MONTHS IN PRISON FOR 
BREACH OF TRUST. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—Thomas P. Ma- 
cauley, the cierkin the Fidelity Trust Company's 
employ who was indicted for the theft from the 
company’s vault of 10 one-thousand-dollar 
bonds of the Lehigh Valley Raiiroad, pleaded 
guilty to the charge in Judge Finletter’s Court 
of Quarter Sessions. The bonds had been taken 
by the clerk and deposited, six of them as mar- 
gin with Koons & Tunis, brokers, through whom 
he had been carrying on speculative transac- 
tions in stocks. He confessed the larceny to 
Vice-President Gist, of the company, and the re- 
maining bonds were in his closet when the con- 
fession was made and were found there. Of the 
six bonds left with the brokers three were sold 
by Macauley’s order before the theft was ac- 
knowledged. The brokers, however, purchased 
them back from the persons to whom they had 
been sold and returned the six to the trust 
company. 

Macauley entered the company’s employ asa 
boy. He was bright aud was rapidly advanced. 
His salary was $1,000.a year. He had learned 
conveyancing and earned from $500 to $600 a 
year more out of the business he did for persons 
interested in the estates of which the trust 
company had charge. He began speculating in 
2 small way, but became so_boid that he fre- 
quently carried from 1,000 to 1,500 shares of stock, 
He recently began selling the market short, and 
was caught in a tight place by the rise in Jersey 
Central, and took the bonds to relieve himself. 
If his speculations had not been interrupted by 
the accidental detection of the theft, they would 
have resulted in a profit, itis said, of $18,000. as 
he got short of stocks just before the recent 
break. 

Before imposing sentence the court asked the 
prisoner whether he had anything tosay. “I 
have nothing to say,”’ answered Macauley in a 
shamefaced way. ‘I had no intention of keep- 
ing the bonds. J expected to return them.” The 
court sentenced him to an imprisonment of 21 
months. Inentering judgment the Judge said: 
* Yours was a position of great trust. The safety 
of the money and valuables deposited in the in- 
stitution in which you were employed depends 
on the fidelity of those who administer the 
trust. Therefore your act not only involves the 
confidence of the public in others, but is likely 
to make all persons doubt the safety of such 
an institution. In addition to that your act was 
likely to involve your fellow-clerks, There is in 
this case nothing to extenuate the offense. It 
was an offense against every one with whom you 
were brought in official contact. Isay nothing 
about the fact that it might involve the respecta- 
ble people to whom you sold or pledged the prop- 
erty. Whiie | commiserate your position I cer- 
tainly must do my duty in giving you a punish-

G. W. BLAGDEN, D. D. 

The Rev. G. W. Blagden, D. D., formerly 
one of the most prominent clergymen of Boston, 
and for 36 years Pastor of the historical Old 
South Church of that city, died suddenly at the 
residence of his son-in-law, Edward C. Sampson, 
No. 10 West Forty-cighth-street, this city, on 
Wednesday afternoon, of heart disease. He 
leaves four sons, three of whom are in business 
in this city and one in Chicago, and one daugh- 
ter. The body was removed to Boston last night, 
and funeral services will be held in Old South 
Church to-morrow, after which the interment 
will be made in the Mount Auburn Cemetery. 

Dr. Blagden was born in Washington, District 
of Columbia, Oct. 3, 1802, and his boyhood was 


assed in that city. Hecame North to study at 

ale, from which institution he was graduated 
in 1823. Hethen entered the Andover Theolog- 
ical Seminary, where he took. the full course, 
and was graduated in 1826, He was ordained a 
Congregational minister in Brighton, Mass., 
Dec. 26,1827, and at once took charge of the 
church in that place, remaining there until 1830, 


when he was called tothe pulpit of the Salem-. 


Street Congregational Church, in Boston. Here 
he develope great powers as a_ pulpit 
orator and the church grew and prospered under 
his ministrations. On Sept. 28, 1836, Dr. Blagden 
was called to the pulpit of the Old South Chureh. 
Here he found an ample field for the display of 
his powers as a preacher, and he speedily became 
recognized as one of the most eloquent and in- 
fluential of the public speakers of Massachusetts. 
He found no time to write or publish books, 
although he occasionally wrote for the journals 
of his denomination and published a few of his 
best sermons. He was devoted to his parish, and 
labored hard in its interests, both spiritual and 
temporal. Hewasa man of great amiability of 
character, social, friendly, and cordial with all 
with whom he was brought into contact. He 
continued to preach regularly until 1872, when 
he was forced by old age to retire from active 


‘work in the church after a continuous labor of 


45 years. He was made Pastor Emeritus, and 
remained in Boston until two years ago, when he 
came to this city to live with his married daugh- 
ter. Dr. Blagden was a brother-in-law of the 
late Wendell Phillips. 


JOHN M. BRUCE. 
John M. Bruce, a metal merchant, of No. 
190 Water-street, was found dead in his bed yes- 


.ternay morning, having died during the night of 
neuralgia of the heart. He was in the sixty- 


sixth year of hisage. He left his place of busi- 
ness late Wednesday afternoon hale and hearty. 
He had been collecting Christmas presents all 
day for his grandchildren, who were to spend 
the holidays with him at his residence, No. 12 
East Forty-first-street, and was in especially 
genial spirits. He leaves a widow, a son, anda 
daughter. 

Mr. Bruce was born at No. 190 Water-strect, 
where the warehouse of Bruce & Cook now 
stands. He was the son of James M. Bruce, who 
began the business of a tinner at that place over 
70 yearsago. Young Lruce received an ordinary 
common school education, andat theage of 16 
entered his father’s store. He was very active, 
and through him his father began importing the 
heavy plate used in the business, a step in which 
one firm had already taken the initiative. <At 
21 he was taken into the firm, which became Jonn 
M. Bruce & Son. A few yearsafterward he mar- 
ried Miss Randolph, of New-Orleans. His two 
other brothers entered the business, and the firm 
took the name of John M. Bruce & Sons, 
which became John Bruce’s Sons 20 years 
later, when the old entleman _i retired. 
In 1856 Mr. J. C. Cook, who had been 
in the house since 1848, became a partner, and 
the firm again changed to its present name— 
Bruce & Cook. Mr. Bruce had a fine place in 
Yonkers, but for several years he and his wife 
had been living in East Forty-first-street with 
their daughter, who is the wife ot Prof. A. S. 
Bickmore, of the Museum of Natural History. 
His only son, John M. Bruce, is Pastor of the 
Baptist church in Hudson. Mr. Bruce was a 
Director of the Market National Bank and a 
Trustee of the Bowery Savings Bank. He wasa 
Deacon of the Central Baptist Church, in Forty- 
second-street, and was interested in all the be- 
nevolent and religious operations of that denom- 
ination. He aidedin founding the Baptist Home 
for the Aged and Infirm, and his widow is now 
President of that institution. During the war 
his firm encouraged a young German broker 
who had been educated for a soldier to raise a 
regiment, and aided in equipping it. The regi- 
ment was known as the regiment of the New- 
York metal men,

MURDERED B es :HREE WOMEN.

In the Lower Pyrenees, at the little vil- 
lage of Lanne, three women have just been con- 
demned for a singular crime. They conspired 
together and murdered a man named Joseph 
Larras. The unfortunate victim was 58 years 
old and in feeble health, but was nevertheless 
inured to toil; and he had amassed about 1,800f., 
which he always carried about with him in a 
leather belt. This peculiarity was known to 
all his neighbors, and they even joked with him 
about itattimes. Oneday he lent a certain sum 
of money to atavern keeper, a woman of evil 
repute, named Madeleine Langlot. She was al- 
ready deeply in debt to others and finding her- 
self on the point of becoming bankrupt resolved 
to free herself from her obligation toward him 
by murder. : 

Larras had often demanded the repayment of 
the sum which she owed him. Once when he 
visited her for the first time with this object, she 
cordially invited him to stay to dinner. He ac- 
cepted, but hardly had he finished eating when 
he feit intolerable pains in the stomach. His 
hostess had tried to poison him with arsenic. 
Several packages of the drug were afterward 
found in her house. Larras was compelled to 
keep to his bed for six days. Mme. Langlot re- 
solved after this failure toassassinate Larras and 
torob him of hissavings. Her first desigu was 
to get him to act as guide upon a pious pilgrim- 
age into Spain which she proposed to make, that 
being his native country. She associated with 
herself two other vicious women named Goussé- 
barthe and Candalot. Larras refused to accom- 
pany them, but sent word to Madeleine that she 
must pay her debt. The next morning he went 
to her house. She was unable to pay him and he 
told ber he would come again in the afternoon. 
Madeleine immediately informed her accom- 
plices, and even sought to obtain the assistance 
of one Oscanson, but he refused ‘to take part in 
the crime, although he was cowardly enough to 
abstain from any attempt to prevent it when a 
word from him would have sufficed. 

Mme. Langiot prepared ropes to strangle and 
bind her victim, and she and the two other 
women drank plentifully of liquors. At 3:30, her 
eldest daughter, who had been placed on the 
watch at the door, told her the Spaniard was ap- 
proaching. Mme. Langlot then put her younger 
child into the girl’s arms and ordered her to go 
fora walk. Larras had no sooner entered the 
tavern than Madeleine sprang upon him. while 
Candalot fastened the door on the inside behind 
him. They both then dragged him into a cham- 
ber. Dame Goussébarthe held his legs and 
Dame Candalot his arms, while Madeleine 
strangled him with arope. When he no longer 
gave a sign of life, Madeleme took his belt and 
handed Sof. to one of her accomplices and 25f. to 
the other. ‘The rest she kept. 

A neighbor who had seen Larras enter the tav- 
ern, and heard some cries, became suspicious on 
finding that he did not come out. He made a 
circuit of the house, and looking in at a window 
espied the corpse lying on the toor of the bed- 
chamber. The authorities were notifted, and at 
11 o’clock in the evening the gendarmerie came. 
Larras’s body was discovered after a long search 
under the mattress of a bed on which the young 
child of the woman Langlot was sleeping. 1t 
had been placed in a sack. The three murder- 
esses confessed their crime, each one endeavor- 
ing, of course, to throw the heaviest responsi- 
bility upon the others. Mme. Langlot was sen- 
tenced to hard labor for life, and both the others 
to the same penance for 20 years. They listened 
to the judgment without evincing the least emo- 
tion.

SOUTH AMERICA’S WAR CLOUD. 


NO FIGHTING PROBABLE AT PRESENT— 
CAUSES OF THE TROUBLE. 

A dispatch ‘from Baltimore, printed in 
yesterday’s Timrs, reported Capt. Forbes, of the 
bark Albemarle, which arrived at Baltimore on 
Tuesday from Rio Janeiro, as saying there were 
rumors at Rio when he left of an impending war 
between Brazil and the Argentine Republic. Mr. 
A. J. Lamoureux, the editor of the Rio News. 
arrived in this city a'few days ago and is stop- 
ping at the Metropolitan Hotel. He was seen 
yesterday by a Timms reporter, and the sub- 
joined statement of the situation in South'Amer- 
ica was obtained from him. Mr. Lamoureux has 
lived in Rio nearly seven years. He:is by birth 
and education a North American, and his news- 

aper is now the chief newspaper published at 


a in the English language. Mr. Lamoureux 
said: 


“The statements of Capt. Forbes regarding 
the present relations between Brazil and the Ar- 
gentine Republic are quite true, but, at the 
same time, the probabilities are Sere, ageinet 
war, at least for some time to come. I left Rio 
on Nov. 18, six days after Capt. Forbes’s depart- 


ure, and, although there were a great many- 


rumors afloat regarding the possibilities of war, 
the position was vractically unchanged. The 
latest rumor was to the effect that the Argentine 
Minister had demanded his passports, but this, 
like the others, was due to fie excited state of 
the public mind rather than to any knowledge 
of the actual relations between that gentleman 
and the Brazilian Governmenti So far as the 
ay cmelpeiey for war are concerned it is well 

nown that both countries are making every et- 
fort to put their land and naval forces on a better 
footing. The Argentine Republic has {been ac- 
quiring war material for some years past, and is 
said to be now well provided with the best of 
breech-loading guns and rifies. It has also one 
powerful ironclad, the Almirante Brown, which, 
however, labors under the great disadvantage of 
not being able to enter into any of the Argen- 
tine ports, except, possibly, one or two of the 
new and unimportant ports of the South. The 
Jand forces, Iam informed, have been consider- 
ably increased, and are largely composed of for- 
eigners, but I doubt whether their strength is 
more than one-tenth the number stated. It may 
be, however, that the 120,000 stated includes the 
National Guard, which is nothing more than a 
militia organization. Brazil also has such a 
force, but the only visible part of it are the 
Lieutenant-Colonels, who are always strongly 
reinforced and brought prominently into notice 
on the eve of every general election. The Bra- 
zilian Guarda Nacional has no effective organi- 
zation except on paper, and consequently is 
never called out for drill. In the Argentine 
Republic, however, I am informed that all 
through the provinces the militia is called out 
for drill and firing practice almost every Sun- 


ay. 

“In Brazil the military spirit is much weaker, 
and the country is less prepared for war. Dur- 
ing the last three or four months, however, 
there has been a very decided change. The new 
ironclad just finished in England for the Brazil- 
ian navy—the Riachuelo—was hurried forward, 
recruiting was begun,and great activity was 
manifested in the arsenals. NRecruiting was car- 
ried on by means of the ** press gang,’ and ac- 
cording to the latest mail advices it is still being 
carried on, although the Government officially 
disclaims all connection with it. It is explained 
by military officers that this recruiting is merely 
to fillup the ranks of the regular army to its 
normayfstrength—about 33,000. The Riachuelo is 
probably one of the strongest ironclads afloat, 
and will be more than a match for the Almirante 
Brown, but in other respects Brazil is badly 
equipped for war. Her army is composed of 
the worst men in the Empire, and is defectively 
armed, poorly disciplined and officered. In the 
event of a war the advantages will unquestion- 
ably be with the Argentines at first, but in the 
end the superior strength and resources of Bra- 
zil will probably give her the victory. 

* The immediate cause of the present difficulty 
isa boundary dispute, the Argentines claiming 
a piece of territory on the Parana frontier 
which clearly belongs to Brazil. The former 
have made haste to seize the territory, and have 
even gone so far as to send military engineers 
for long distances into Brazilian territory for the 
purpose of making topographical maps and ac- 
quiring information regarding population and 
resources. These overt acts have at last roused 
Brazil toa sense of her danger, and hence her 
present military activity. Ido not think, how- 
ever, that war is at all probable for the present. 
Both countries overestimated each other’s 
strength, and are therefore afraid of each 
other, Neither of them is in a good financial 
condition, and neither is strong enough at home 
to take the risks of a closely contested war. The 
real cause of the antagonism between them is 
the little Republic of Uruguay—the “sick man” 
of South America. Both countries want Monte- 
video and will fight to secure the prize. The 
civil distensions in Uruguay may lead to outside 
intervention at any moment, and that meansa 
bitter struggle between Braziland the Argentine 
Republic. For the present, however, war is 
highly improbable. Both countries will defer 
the settlement of this Misiones boundary ques- 
tion to some future time.” 





HOCKING VALLEY TROUBLES. 


A CALL FOR TROOPS R&M"USED BY 


GOVERNO. 


CotumEus, Ohio, Dee. 18: —The continued 
lawlessness in the Hocking Valley by a few des- 
perate characters has been such as to alarm the 
citizens and property holders in Nelsonville, who 


called upon the Sheriff for protection. To-day 
the Sheriff of Athens County telegraphed the 
Governor for two companies of troops, which 
the Governor declined to furnish, giving as a 
reason that he did not believe that the civil au- 
thorities were unable to cope with the evil. In 
oflicial circles there is a feeling that the Sheriff 
has not acted with consistency during the strike; 
that when hoppers were being burned and bands 
of incendiaries and rioters were roaming about 
the country setting fire to property and shoot- 
ing at peaceable citizens; when, in a word, there 
was some ground for calling out the troops, he 
refused to ask for them. and that now, when the 
lawlessness is confined to a few scoundrels who 
operate within the municipal boundaries and 
ought to be within the control of the civil au- 
thorities, he hastens to ask for State aid. The 
weather is intensely cold, and even shouid the 
troops be orcered out much suffering from cold 
would follow.

SHOT IN A DANCE HOUSE. 

Alice Anderson, a white woman, 20 years 
old, who is married to a colored man named 
Henry Anderson and who lives with him at No. 176 
Thompson-street, was taken to the Mercer-street 


police station at 11:30 o’clock Jast night by her 
husband and another colored man in acoupé. She 
was suffering from 2 dangerous _pistol-shot 
wound in theright thigh, which she had re- 
ceived in some mysterious manner while 
in the dance house of Frank Stevenson, 
at No. 151 Bleecker street. The woman 
told Sergt. Douglas that she went into 
the place shortly after 11 o’clock last night to 
look for her husband. She walked through the 
barroom, which is in front of the dance hall, and 
was just about to enter the hall when she heard 
a pistol shotand felt astinging pain. The dancers 
fled from the saloonin fear of a raid by the po- 
lice. The woman asserted that she did not know 
who had shot her,and she believed that the 
shooting must have been accidental. She was 
driven to St. Vincent’s Hospital, accompanied 
by ber husband. There she was examined 
by House Surgeon Larkin, who found that 
The bullet had passed within a quarter of aninch 
of the femoralartery. It is feared that in its 
passage it may have grazed an artery. in which 
case the wound may prove fatal. 

Patrolman MacNevin, of the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct, who was on duty in Bleecker-street, was 
not informed of the shooting until some time 
after it occurred, and was unable to obtain any 
information about the affair. Stevenson, the 
proprietor of the resort, was shot in the neck 
while standing in front of his establishment 
last Summer, and the police failed to fathom 
the mystery in that case. It is not known 
that there is any connection between the 
two cases, but the coincidence was the subject 
of comment among those who frequent the 
saloon last night. Capt. Brogan has ordered a 
strict investigation by his detectives. No ar- 
rests have been made.

In the Times of the 9th inst. is published, under 
the caption ‘* Quotations on St. John Furnished 
by People Who Watched the Market During the 
a gn,’ what purports to be a special dis- 
patch from Washington, Dec. 8&8 in which, 
among otner things, it is said: 

** Bach day the gentlemen who have intheir

the public an insight into the facts. There is 
stilla great disinclination to make statements 
over theirown names, but it is probable this 
will disappear in a day or two and the whole 
truth be made known.” 

In answer to which I have only to say that I 
have no personal acquaintance with either Mr. 
Cleveland or Mr. Hendricks, or any member of 
the National Democratic Committee. Nor did [ 
ever have any transaction, communication, or 
understanding, either directly or indirectly, 
with either of said gentlemen. or any member of 
said committee, or any person claiming to act 
for or in any way te represent the Democratic 
Party, either State or National, in relation to 
the campaign just closed, or any other subject 
whatever. Nor did the Democratic Party, so far 
as I know, ever attempt to communicate with 
me. 

It isfurther stated that '' the committce [Re-

HOW THE CINCINNATI ELECTION 
WAS CONDUCTED, 
TESTIMONY SHOWING THAT PENSION BU- 
REAU OFFICERS ACTED AS DEPUTY MAR- 
SHALS—THE USE OF BULLDOG PISTOLS, 

WasHIncGrox, Dec. 18. — Commissioner 
Clark, cf the Pension Bureau, was examined to- 
day by the House committee investigating the 
conduct of Marshal Wright in the Ohio election. 
He had heard rumors that the employes of that 
bureau acted as Deputy Marshals, but he 
was uot ofiicially informed of such action. 
Some of these empioyes, he had heard, 
were Special Examiners of the bureau. 
Mr. Clark read an official letter, written 
Oct. 20, by Mr. Dudley, to the Secretary of the 
Interior, in which the former said he had been 
absent 41 days, but had returned to duty. “TI 
was Acting Commissioner,” said Mr. Clark, 
“during Mr. Dudiey’s absence, and continued to 
act until Iwas appointed to the office. While 
Mr. Dudley says he was on duty I was not aware 
of it.” Mr. Clark was requested to prepare q 
tabulated statement showing the number of pen- 
sion employes absent from the city at the time 
of the election, and the number who were resi- 
denis of Ohio. 

A. W. Hicks,a gray-haired and gray-bearded 
man, afficted with deafness, and 82 years of age, 
was cailed asa witness. He said he had no home, 
but had “ lived about the city for 10 or 12 years.” 
He continued: ** 1] was challenged while voting 
by a man well acquainted with me. ‘he street 
was full of Deputy Marshals, colored and white. 
Some of these were riding in buggies and were 
well dressed. Others were rough-looking and 
used bad language. I never sawsuch an election 
in Cincinnati, and have seen a good many elec- 
tions since “38. That in °40 was pretty rough, 
but only fists were used then. These Deputy 
Marshals ‘were armed with English bulldog 
pistols, and I heard one say, holding the revolver 
in his hand, ‘ Every time I touch the trigger its 
sure fire.’ On Fourth-street a colored man was 
shot by another colored man who wore a badge. 
The tolks standing around said he was shot 
because he was going to vote the Democratic 
ticket.” Mr. Hicks said further that he saw 
colored men about the polls on election day 
whom he bad seen on a trainin Kentucky a few 
days before. 

J. W. Donnelly, a clerk in the Interior Depart- 
ment, said: ** [ wasin Cincinnati on Oct. 14 and 
saw persons, two from Washington and one 
from St. Louis, whom I knew and who were act- 
ing as Deputy Marshals. 1 was a Deputy Mar- 
shal myself, but I never made a claim for serv- 
ices, nor did I exercise any authority. I doubted 
my right to accept tbe appointment as Deputy 
Marshal, but was told if I wanted to keep from 
being arrested I had better be sworn in, as I had 
been published as being a repeater. I was re- 
eae to go to Cincinnati by a gentleman of 

Yashington and while there did clerical work for 
Wright. Mr. Rathbone gave me the names of 
five men from Chicago, whom I arrested and 
kept under arrest until after the polls closed. 
They said two men in Cincinnati had agreed to 
pay their fare to and from Chicago, and to pay 
them $15 each to vote. I took the arrested per- 
sons and tried to find the two men, but they 
were not to be found.” 

‘““How were the five men to vote?” asked Mr. 
Stewart. 

“The Democratic ticket,”’ replied the witness. 

Mr. Donnelly said that his expenses to and 
from Cincinnati and at that city, amounting to 
about $75, had been paid by Mr. Cavanaugh, 
ex-Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. B. C. Wright, an Examiner in the Pension 
Oflice, and J. M. Wright, a clerk in the Treasury 
Department, were examined. They said they 
were appointed Deputy Marshals, but rendered 
ao service. W.T. Ford, the oldest clerk in con- 
sinuous service in the Pension Bureau, was 
salled, but knew nothing of the action of Dep- 
uty Marshais at Cincinnati. 

G. W. McElfresh, a detective of this city, said 
ae went to Cincinnati “to spot repeaters,” a 
selegram from Mr. Dudley to Mr. McPherson 
having been received requesting that he be sent. 
He said he “saw no repeaters to spot.” He fur- 
ther said that ‘“‘gentlemer seemed to be making 
their reports to Mr. Rathbone.” 


CE RESD 
GEN. SWAIM AS A WITNESS. 
HE. TELLS THE STORY OF HIS ALLEGED 
WRONGS AT THE HANDS OF BATEMAN & CO, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Gen. Swaim took 
she stand to-day to testify in his own behalf, 
After narrating his military experience he said 
that the paper presented to him by Bateman & 
Co. in the Fall of 1883, as the Antrim claim, pur- 
chased by him, did not represent the claim 
which he had authorized them to purchase for 
him. As tothe copper mining stock, Bateman 
had obtained from him a check for $1,000 with 
which to purchase stock in the copper mining 
company on _ representations that many 
prominent men, among them Senators Sher- 
man, Windom, and Ferry, were con- 
cerned in it, and that the stock was 
worth in the market $1 a share, while he 
(Swaim) was to be let in on the “ground floor,” 
to purchase it at 40 cents per share. He also 
testified that upon subsequent inquiry he found 
that the mine which was to be operated by 


the company had no foundation, and told 
Mr. teman so, and the latter finally 
told him that the company had fallen through. 
He then narrated the history of the “ due bill” 
transaction. Hesaid that when he met Mr. J. 
Stanley Brown in Bateman’s office to release 
him from the loan of $5,000, Mr. Bateman was 
very anxious to return the money on the terms 
on which Brown had had it, namely, 6 per cent. 
interest and 10 per cent. of the profits made by 
him. He left the $5,000 temporarily with the 
pank, but refused tu accede to Mr. Bateman’s 
request on the ground that to do so would make 
him a partner in the firm. He took 
Bateman’s due bill for the amount left 
with the firm, and told them he would give 
chem ample notice when he wanted the money. 
He left the city for the Westsoon after this 
transaction, and on his return Bateman came to 
see him, and was very urgent that the $5,000 
should be lent to him for two or three years on 
the same conditions that Brown had it, but that 
he (witness) refused to let him have it on those 
terms, but consented to let the money remain 
with him and allow the interest on it to be cred- 
ited on his (Swaim’s) account. He testified that 
purchases and sales of stocks on his account ap- 

eared on the consolidated statement furnished 

im by Bateman which he had not authorized, 
and of which he had not been informed at the 
time the transactions are said to have oc- 
curred. He testified to his transfer of the 
due bill to Bright, Humphrey & Co., and 
that he had requested them to bring suit upon 
it, saying that he did not wish to enter suit in 
bis own name because of the position he occu- 
_— in the army. He added that when he made 

he transfer he didit in the hope that when Bate- 
mun found that the due bill was transferred into 
other hands and was to be pushed that he might 
make some proposition for a settlement or 
would consent to arbitration. 

Gen. Swaim then testified that he had heard 
that Bateman was crooked in his transactions. 
Mr. Thomas M. Nichol had spoken to him, he 
said, about Bateman’s method ot keeping bocks; 
so had ex-Goy. Pound, of Wisconsin. He said 
that Mr. Nichol told him that Bateman would 
not even allow his partner in New-York to see 
his books, and that Bateman had attempted to 
blackmail his earlier New-York partners; that 
Bateman had become indebted to these partners 
and when he saw that the debt was being pushed 
had threatened them that he would expose some 
of their transactions to the Stock Exchange.

TO BE PUNISHED FOR ARSON. 
Se San 
A CLEVELAND DRUGGIST WHO FIRED HIS 
STORE FOR INSURANCE MONEY. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 18.—Judge Jones's 
court room wes crowded to-day to hear the de- 
cision on the motion fora new trial in the case 
of Ricnard Newton, charged with arson. During 
the incendiary fires in the }umber districts last 
Summer, and while the people were greatly 
alarmed at the boldness of the incendiaries, 
Newton's drug store, situated in a thickly popu- 
lated district, was discovered to be on fire early 
in the morning. The flames were extinguished, 
andafew daysafter Newton was arrested for 


arson. He was found ecuilty after a long trial, 
and since that every effort possible has been made 
to save him from the penitentiary. He is a mem- 
ber of one of the most prominent families. The 
Judge’s decision was a thorough review of all 
the points connected with the case, he having 
inspected the premises before deciding the ques- 
tion. He had no doubt whatever that the fire 
was the work of an incendiary, for there were 
shavings, boards, and other inflammable articles 
in the cellar, all of which were saturated with 
benzine, and besides there were jugs and jars of 
that article standing near. The Judge was posi- 
tive that no outsider coula have got into the 
cellar and out again after preparing for 
the fire. There was no evidence’ that 
any outsiders had a motive to do the 
work, though there was sufficient evidence to 
show that the proprietors hada motive for do- 
ingso. They had brought the stock, which was 
shown to be worth about $3,000, from Paines- 
ville a short time before, where a losing business 
had been conducted. The firm were ancially 
embarrassed, as was shown by the ag#ignment 
filed a shert time afterward. There was an in- 
surance of $6,000 on the stock. Taking all 
these things into consideration, the Judge stated 
it was clear to him that the fire had been 
started by some one interested in the store. 
Newton had a two-thirds interest in the busi- 
ness. It was shown that he had purchased tur- 
pentine a few days before, and everything point- 
ed directly to himas the perpetrator of the deed. 
The motion for a new trial was denied. He will 
probably get five years’ imprisonment. 








THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The work of the 
Court of Appeals, which will hold the last ses- 
sion of the year to-morrow, continues to move 
behind steadily. Last year 260 cases were left 
over, and several plans of relief were discussed 
by leading members of the Bar, but no action 
was attempted because it was thought that the 


business of the court might in the future de- 
crease or be dispatched more speedily. The ex- 
perience of this year, however, proves that the 
court has more cases than it can possibly handle. 
The calendar for 1884 was the largest in the his- 
tory of the court. It started in Janua- 
ry with 729 cases, and increased to &66. 
Of these 496 will have been argued by to-morrow 
afternoon, leaving 370 to be carried overto next 
year, against 260 last year.

All 
the Judges are hard, earnest workers, so that 
the falling behind is not due to any negligence 
on the part of the court.

A SCOUNDREL PUNISHED. 
Rarrien, N. C., Dec. 18.—At Salisbury 
last Monday afternoon a white man named 
Thomas Hughes, a common laborer, seized a 
little girl and carried her into a back lot, but he 
was quickly detected and captured. He was 
marched to jail and locked up. The affair 
caused indignation among the people, and the 
keeper of the jail, fearing that an attempt 
would be made to mob Hughes, took the pre- 
caution to make him doubly secure from harm 
by putting new locks on the jail doors, The in- 
dignation of the people appeared to be smothered 
for a while, but on Tuesday it revived, and that 
night alarge mob made an assault onthe jail. 
The new locks availed but little against the mob. 
Within a few minutes tbey had effected an en- 
trance to-Hughes's ceil. Hughes was seized by 
the leaders of the mob ana borne from the build- 
ing and out of town. Yesterday morning, as the 
affair became known,a mystery arose as to what 
disposition had been made of Hughes, as no 
traces could be found of him. Later in the day 
it was said by one of the mob that Hughes had 
been tied to a tree and soundly whipped and then 
was given a few hours in which to leave the 
State. This statement is not believed, and there 
is evidence pointing to the fact that Hughes was 
drowned in the Yadkin River. Itisnot probable 
that he will ever be heard of again.

CANADIAN CONSERVATIVES.

The insurgents have been removed to 
Ratones Keys, where they are carefully watched.

LOSSES OF A FISHING FLEE. 
GLOUCESTER, Mass., Dec. 18.—The Cape 
Ann Advertiser’s summary of disasters to the 
Gloucester fishing fleet during the past year 
shows that 16 vessels, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 1,104,and valued at $87,000, have been lost. 


The insurance on these vessels amounted to 
$63,100. One hundred and thirty-one fishermen 
lost their lives, leaving 50 widows and 66 chil- 
dren.

POLICY AND DIPLOMACY.’ 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE—EXPEDIENCY OF 
BUILDING THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Administra- 
tion and the Republican leaders in Congress are 
determined to makea vigorous foreign policy 
their future rallymg cry. They claim that the 
Monroe doctrine is a misnomer. It was orig- 
inated by John Quincy Adams when Mr. 
Monroe’s Secretary of State. They point with 
pride tothe fact that Mr. Seward was not only 
the most vigorous advocate of this policy while 
in the Senate, but of all the Secretaries of State 
asserted it most vigorously, and acted consist- 
ently upon it. That they expect to embarrass 
the Democrats and make the situation perplex- 
ing tothe new Administration is beyond ques- 
tion. Butitis not true thata vigorous foreign 
policy is a sudden device, and was originated 
for merely party purposes. Any one familiar 
with the course of the State Department for a 
number of years past knows that with reference 
to Certral and South American effairs our 
diplomacy has been shaped in accordance 
with the purpose involved in the recently 
concluded Nicaragua Canal treaty. The pub- 
lished correspondence of the State Department 
with the representatives of our Government to 


the various Central American States shows 
this fact clearly. The Bonaparte-Wyse con- 
cession by the Colombian Government, and 
Lesseps’s undertaking the construction of the 
Panama Canal, undoubtedly hastened an em- 
phatic reaftirmation of tne Monroe doctrine and 
the joining of issue with Great Britain in regard 
to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. The United 
States by the treaty of 1846 with New Granada is 
the guarantor. of the neutrality of all lines across 
the Darien Isthmus. Its obligations, while 
firectly in reference to the Panama Railroad, 
subsist with equal force where the canal is fsub- 
stituted for the other line of communication. 
Moreover, the concession to Bonaparte-Wyse 
distinctly recognizes the treaty of 1846 with the 
United States, and the Colombian Government 
to-day, while anxious to have other powers 
join in the guarantee, admits that the North 
American Republic is alone bound to conserve 
her autonomy. 

The argument of those who oppose the build- 
ing of the Nicaraguan Canal by the United 
States is based upon the fact that we have al- 
ready a direct responsibility with respect to 
the Panama Canal. When that great work is com- 
pleted we shall, in common with all the rest of 
the commercial world, reap whatever benefits 
are to be derived theretrom. Wearetheguaran- 
tors of the sovereignty of the United States of 
Coiombia, and our rights, those of the Govern- 
ment as wellas of our citizens, in regard to the 
transit across the isthmus, are provided for un- 
der a treaty which is in full force. The fair con- 
struction of that treaty permits, or will permit 
when the canal is completed, the passage of our 
war ships. Why, then, should we incur a vast 
expenditure to get what we shall have when the 
Panama Canal is built? The circumstances 
have changed greatly since 1822, the date of the 
conception of the Monroe doctrine. They 
have materially changed since 1853, the date 
of Mr. Seward’s speech in the Senate on 
our continental policy. Then we were with- 
out communication with our Pacific coast 
possessions save by toilsome journeys across 
thousands of miles of unsettled country, or by 
Cape Horn. Now, we are not only within speedy 
anc easy reach by different lines reaching to sev- 
eral points on that coast, but we have a larger 
and more vigorous population than any coun- 
try on the eastern shores of the Pacific. We 
have, or can have, by a vastly less expenditure 
than the construction of any ship canal will re- 
quire, all the appliances of defense and offense 
on the Pacific coast that any exigency may re- 
juire. Weare stronger now, and soon will be 
infinitely more powerful, on the Pacific coast 
than any other nation can be. By building the 
Nicaraguan ship canal we become strategically 
weaker than we would be withoutit, Our navy 
would haye to be much greater and would en- 
tail greater yearly expenditure to keep it up to 
tbe reguired standard of efficiency than our 
present situation demands. And it would be a 
useless addition and expense, because, in a mil- 
itary point of view, we would gain nothing. 
The same force which would be required to hold 
and make available the Nicaraguan Canal in 
time of war would enable us to take and use the 
Panama canal. 

So far as the Monroe doctrine is concerned, 
the opponents of the Nicaraguf scheme contend 
that in its true significance it applies to coloniza- 
tion schemes and not to isthmian lines of 
communication. This istrue. The occasion of 
the famous declaration hy President Monroe, in 
his annual message to Congress in December, 
1823, was the supposed intention of certain 
European powers, acting under what was known 
as the Holy Alliance, to regulate the political 
and commercial affairs of the New World, with- 
out regard to the wishes of its inhabitants. At 
that time England was most anxious that the 
United States should co-operate with her in 
securing the independence of the South Amer- 
ican States in revolt against Spain. Mr. Canning, 
Prime Minister of England, in conferring with 
our Minister, Mr. Kush, asked, among other 
things, this question: ‘t Were the great political 
and commercial interests which hang upon the 
destinies of the new continent to be canvassed 
and adjusted in Europe without the co-opera- 
tion, or even the knowledge, of the United 
States?’ Mr. Rush’s dispatches from London 
during the Summer of 1823 caused President 
Monroe and his advisers great concern. The 
President consulted with Jefferson and Madison, 
who strongly advised an emphatic declaration in 
the annual message to Congress on the subjeot 
of European intervention in the political affairs 
of the American Continent. 

It must be borne in mind that the statesmen 
of that period were of one mind in respect to the 
danger to be apprehended from European abso- 
Jutism. The Continental powers were arrayed 
against republicanism, which they looked upon 
as the deadly foe of stable government. There- 
fore they were ready to assist Spain to re-estab- 
lish her authority in South America. and to 
bring back under her yoke all the revolted colo- 
nies. Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, Adams, and 
all the leaders of American thought at that 
period were as suspicious and jealousof England 
as of the rest of the European powers. They 
knew that, for purposes of her own, England 
was willing to see the power of Spainand Portu- 
gal broken, but they knew perfectly well that in 
the general disruption she would get her share 
of the fragments. The dispatches of Mr. Adams 
during this period show how great was the fear 
that Cuba might fall into English hands. His 
instructions to Mr. Nelson, our Minister to Spain, 
might be read now with profit. 

It is too early to form an idea as to what the 
Democratic policy will be on the Nicaraguan 
Canal treaty. This much only is known, a 
good many Democratic Senators voted for the 
appropriation of $250,000 which the President 
asked last Spring wherewith to buy the Menocal 
concession. The whole subject of the Nicara- 
guan Canal scheme was first discussed between 
the Secretary of State and the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. There were after- 
ward days of discussion by the Senate in execu- 
tive session on the same subject. The appropria- 
tion was voted by a large majority. Mr. Freling- 
huysen did not make any special effort to carry 
the measure through the House for reasons 
which 1 have already indicated in my dispatches, 
He never intended to have the canal built under 
the Menocal concession. Moreover, 1 am satis- 
fied that he was not anxious to spend the public 
money to benetit the owners of that concession. 
His object was to test the sentiment of the Sen- 
ate on the canal question, and, as far as possible, 
to commit that body to his project. In this he 
was successful, and thereupon his diplomacy 
with Nicaragua was of the most vigorous charac- 
ter. He is confident that the Senate will ratity 
the canal treaty. Unless the Democratic Sena- 
tors who voted for the canal appropriation last 
session make a change of base now Mr. Freling- 
huysen will be gratified. 

In the House the Democrats generally have 
formulated no views_ upon the questions of 
foreign policy involved in the Spanish commer- 
cial treaty and the Nicaraguan Canal treaty. 
The views of a number of individual members, 
however, are krown. Withont now mentioning 
names, it can be stated with the utmost podtive. 
ness that a great many Democratic Representa- 
tives will favor liberalexpenditures for strength- 
ening our navy, and they will also advocate the 
Nicaraguan Canal scheme. They will, at the 
same time, oppose the Spanish treaty, and upon 
the ground thatitis not in harmony with the 
Monroe doctrine. It is doubtful whether the 
men who assume this novel, but at the same 
time perfectly logical and historically correct, 
ground of opposition to the Spanish treaty will 
bein favor of the Nicaraguan Canal. They are 
rather inclined nowto oppose it, but the exi- 
gencies of politics may bring them around. At 
any rate, the discussions which are inevitable in 
the House soon after the holiday recess will be 
very interesting. The present session of Con- 
gress will not be u dull and uninteresting one. 





AN IMPORTANT POSTAL ORDER. 

Under an order of the Acting Postmas- 
ter-General, on Tuesday, proprietary articles of 
merchandise (not being liquids, poisons, explo- 
sives, or not for other reasons excluded from 
the mails by jaw and by rulings on pages 513 to 
516 in Postal Guide for January, 1884,) may 
now be sent by mail as matter of the fourth 
class, although sealed against inspection, pro- 
vided they are mailed in their original wrappers 
and provided that if also inclosed in other wrap- 
pers, boxes, cr cases, each package so inclosed 
in its simplest mercantile form may be reaa- 
ily examined. This order extends tosuch arti- 
cles as medicines, (dry,) powders, pills, tobacco, 
fancy soaps, and other articles ordinarily put 
up and sold by dealers and manufacturers in 
original packages so closed that their contents 
may not escape. Articles of merchandise not in 
original packages and not ordinarily put up by 
dealers and manufacturers in the manner de- 
scribed above (suchas gloves, jewelry, wearing 
apparel, toys, tools, instruments, cloth, silks 
and similar goods or samples thereof,) are, if 
sealed against inspection, subject to postage at 
letter rates as heretofore.

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ITS ADOPTION RECOMMENDED BY 
THE PRESIDENT. 

THE COMMERCIAL AND POLITICAL ADVAN- 
TAGES OF IT—TEXT OF THE OFFICIAL 
DOCUMENT. 

The text of tho Nicaragua treaty and some 
selections from the President’s message to the Senate 
with regard toit have been printed by the Tribune. 
The President says the negotiation of the treaty was 
entered upon under a conviction that it was impera- 
tively demanded by the present and future political 
and material interests of the United States, ‘For all 
maritime purposes,” he says, “the States upon the 
Pacific are more distant from those upon the Atlantic 
thanif sepurated by either ocean alone. Europe and 
Africa are nearer to New-York and Asia is nearer to 
California than are these two great States to each 
other by sea. Weeks of steam voyage or months 
under sail are consumed in the passage around the 
Horn, with the disadvantage of traversing tem- 
pestuous waters or risking the navigation of the Straits 
of Mugellan. A Nation like ours cannot rest satisfied 
with such a separation of its mutually dependent mem- 
bers.” 

The stipulations of the treaty, the President ob- 
serves, look to the fullest recognition and protection 
of Nicaraguan rights. No territorial acquisition or 
political control beyond their present borders is con- 
templated by the United States. After adverting to 
the commercial advantages which the opening of the 
Nicaragua Canal will bring, the President goes on to 
say that the political effect will be * to unite closer the 
ftates now depending upon railway corporations for 
allcommercial and personal intercourse, and {it will 
not only cheapen the cost of transportation, but wilt 
free individuals from the possibility of unjust discrim- 
ination.” Thecanal, he adds, would be immediately 
remuneratiye. The Nicaragua route must be the inter- 
oceanic highway for the bulk of the world’s trade be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific. ‘‘So strong,” he 
says, ‘‘is this consideration that it offers abundant 
guarantee for the investment to be made, as well as 
for the speedy payment of the loan of $4,000,000 which 
the treaty stipulates shall be madeto Nicaragua for 
the construction of internal improvements to serve as 
aids to the business of the canal.” 

In conclusion, the President suggests that the aid 
rendered by the Nicaragua Canal Company be recog-

TEXT OF THE TREATY. 
From the Tribune. 


Treaty between the United States and the Republic 
of Nicaragua providing for the construction of an in- 
teroceanic canal across the territory of Nicaraqua. 

The Unitea states of America and the Republic of 
Nicaragua, recognizing the importance of an inter- 
oceanic communication across the Isthmus at Nicara- 
gua, which shall bring into close communication the 
ports of North and South America, and shall facilitate 
commerce between Europe and the ports of the Pacitic, 
between the eastern parts of Asia and the Atlantic sea- 
board, and the ports of the United Stateson the Pacific 
and Atlantic, have agreed for this purpose to build a 
canal, and to that end to conclude atreaty, and have 
accordingly named as their respective plenipotentiaries 
the President of the United States, lrederick ‘I’. Fre- 
linghuysen, Secretary of State of the United States of 
America, and the President of Nicaragua, Gen. Joaquin 
Zavala, ex-President of the Republic of Nicaragua 
who, after communicating to each other their full 
powers, found in due and proper form, have agreed 
upon the following articles: 

ARTICLE I.—The canal shall be built by the United 
States of America and owned by them and the R 
a of Nicuragua, and managed as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

ARTICLE _II.—There shall be perpetual alliance be- 
tween the United States of America and the Republic 
of Nicaragua, and the former agree to protect the in- 
tegrity of the territory of the latter. 

ARTICLE I11.—A practicable ship canal for vessels of 
the largest size now commonly used in commerce shall 
be begun by the United States and be prosecuted to 
as speedy conclusion as circumstances ma ge 
subject to the limitation provided in Article XX, of 
this convention. ‘This canal shall follow what may be 
decided to be the most available route from ocean to 
ocean, and the United States, in building the canal, 
shall enjoy the fullest liberty in its construction 
and in its location, and that of its dependencies, 
accessories, and works, as well asin the selection of 
entrance ports, should it be found necessary or desira- 
ble to leave the bed of the San Juan River at any 
point, and to construct a lateral canal. The Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua reserves the right to require the es- 
tablishment of a lock communication for vessels of 6 
feet draft and 160 feet length, between the lower part 
of the river and that part used forthe canals, but the 
Government of Nicaragua will advise the United States 
of its wishes in this regard so soon as work shall be be- 
gun in the river; and itis expressly stipulated that Ni- 
aragua alone shall be responsible for the maintenance 
and operation of this communication and for the navi- 
gable condition of the lower river. 

ARTICLE 1V,—For the purpose of carrying out this 
agreement the Republicof Nicaragua agrees to give 
the United States free use of Lake Nicaragua, to fur- 
nish, free of cost, all the spaces necessary to the con- 
struction, maintenance. use, and enjoyment of the 
canal, and for any probable future enlargement there- 
of, whether these spaces be upon the dry land. inthe 
lakes and upon their? islands, in the rivers and upon 
their islands, or at the ports and roadsteads of the two 
oceans, together with their surrounding and declivities, 
and all thespaces required forthe deposit of material 
from excavations and cuttings, from the overflows aris- 
ing from damsin the rivers, for all deviations of streams 
from their channels, §as well fas for reservoirs, dikes, 
piers, docks, spaces about locks for lghts, beacons, 
storehouses, machine shops, buildings,and for whatever 
other thing necessary, and, In sbort, al! lands, waters, 
and oped within the Republic of Nicaragua required 
for the construction, maintenance, use, and business of 
thecanal, including a railway from one terminal of 
the canal to the other, substantially parallel to and 
near the bank of the canal and along the southern 
shore of I.ake Nicaragua, together with a telegraph 
line, should the United States decide to construct 
either said railway or telegraph line or both, which 
shall be regarded for all purposes of this treaty as part 
of the canal so long as they are maintained. 

ARTICLE V. The work shall be declared one of pub- 
lic utility, and for the purposes of building and operat- 
ing the canal, railway, and telegraph line the Republic 
of Nicaragua undertakes to expropriate lands belong- 
ing to individuals. Any private property and real 
estate actually held by individuals or corporations 
which shall be taken or used by the United States for 
the construction of the canal or its accessories, or for 
their maintenance, shall be so taken upon condemna- 
tion und appraisement of the value of such property, 
andthe Government of the United States will pay to 
the owners thereof the value fixed by a commission of 
assessors, comprising three members, one of whom 
shail be appointed by the President of the United 
States, one by the President of Nicaragua, and 
the third to be chosen by 
The United States or the Board of Man- 
agers hereafter provided for, as the case may 
be, shall have the right to take from the public lands 
of Nicaragua any materials whatever needed for the 
construction, preservation, maintenance, and use of 
the canal and of its ports, dependencies, accessories, 
and equipments. When the materials are taken from 

rivate lands the United “tates, or the said Board of 

Managers. shull enjoy in their use all the'richts the Re- 
public of Nicaragua enjoys by Jaw and usage. Asto 
the contract of the Government of Nicaragua with Mr. 
F. A. Pellas relating to steam navigation, that Govern- 
ment engages that said contract shall not be consid- 
ered applicable to the necessary operations of either 
party to this convention in constructing or oper- 
ating the canal or any part f during 
the time the ocontract has yet to run, this 
exemption to include necessary canal work and 
transportation on Lake Nicaragua and the rivers of the 
republic. Further,the said Government of Nicaragua 
agrees that, should the Government of the United 
States during the periodthe said contract has yet to 
runftind it advisable to purchase the franchise, prop- 
erty, and rights now held by said Pellas by virtue of 
said contract, the said franchise, property, and rights 
shall be expropriated by the same form and under the 
same conditions as are fixed inthis article for the ex- 
propriation of other private property. Should the 
United States, in the construction of the said works, 
find it necessary to occupy any lands belonging tothe 
republic, they shall have the rignt to do so free of 
charge during such temporary occupation, and the 
land so occupied. if sold or otherwise alienated, shall 
be conveyed with the reservation of this temporary 
right of occupation by the United States. 

ARTICLE VI. The United States shall have the 
right throughout the extent of the canal, and of its 
accessories, dependencies, and adjuncts, as well as its 
mouths at both oceans, and in the lake and river which 
the canal route may traverse, and that may be used in 
any manner ip connection with the canal construction, 
to enter upon work of any kind whatsoever deemed 
necessary by the engineers for the construction of a 
safe, effective, durable, and speedy route for the tran- 
sit of vessels.from ocean to ocean without let or hin- 
drance of any kind from the Government or people of 
the'Republic of Nicaragua, and also for theconstruction 
of the suid railway and telegraph line. 

ARTICLE VII. A strip of territory two and one-half 
English miles in width, the middle of the strip to coin- 
cide with the centre line of the canal, and also a strip 
two and one-half miles wide around the southern end 
of the lake where the lake is used as a water course for 
the canal, as well asa striptwo and one-half miles wide 
along the river, where the river is used as a part 
of the cana), shail be set aside for the work 
and owned by the two contracting parties, and 
where the railway and telegraph line afore- 
said may of necessity pass beyond the bounds 
of such strip of land a plot one-balf of a mile in 
width, whose centre line shall coincide with the railway 
outside of the belt reserved for the canal shall also be 
set aside and owned, and all the land in this article re- 
ferred to shall be subject to the agreement hereinbe- 
fore made as to lands, when’owned bythe State or by 
private individuals, necessarily used in the prosecution 
of the work; but the said lands in this article described 
shall not include towns, villages, or cities now in exist- 
ence. In such case, only that part shall be considered 
as embraced in this article us is absolutely essential to 
the economical prosecution or administration of the 
work over these strips. in time of peace, Nicaragua 
shallexercise civil jurisdiction, and its inhabitants 
shall not in any way be considered as impaired in their 
rights as citizens of the republic, 

ARTICLE VIII.—No custom House tolls or other 
taxes or impositions of any sort or kind shall be levied 
by the Government of Nicaragua upon any vessels 
passing the canal, their cargoes, stores, passengers, 
crews, or bagguge, or for unloading, loading, docking, 
or repairing vessels, it being the intent of this agree- 
inent that vessels, their cargoes, and passengers and 
crew shall pass the canal free of any charge other than 
that imposed upon them by the two Governments, in 
their capacities as owners of the work. Nicar- 
agua may, however, provide a police system, 
ulong the line of canal t the. peace 
and to prevent smuggling into her territory, the rea- 
sonable cost of which, as approved from time to time 
by the Board of Managers. shall bea charge upon the 
revenues of the canal. The Board of Managers shall 
have the right to discharge and reload ships in transit, 
at such points as may be convenient, in order to make 
repairs orto lighten the vessel, to ship cargo, by rea- 
son of any cause rendering any of these acts neces- 
sary, or may transship cargo without being subject to 
search, actions, duties, or taxes of any kind, but before 
beginning such operations notice thereof must be 
given to the nearest customs authority. 

» ARTICLE IX.—The Government of the Republic of 
Nicaragua, in conformity with the laws, shall lend its 
protection to the engineers, contractors, agents, em- 
ployes, and iaborers employed in the construction, 
maintenance. and management of the canal and its 
accessories, and they shall be wholly exempt from 
military requisitions and forced loans; but if any such 
persons shal! acquire real estate outside the — 
provided for in Article VLIL. hereof they sball be sub- 
ject to the taxes tixed by Jaw. ‘lhe Government of 
Nicaragua guarantees to the canal and its accessories, 
und to its agents of all classes, security under the laws 
of the country against domestic acts of hostility in 
the same degree us in the case of other inhabitants, 
employing all its powers for their protection. 

ARTICLE X.--All contracts for the construction, 
maintenance, and management of the canal and acces- 
sories may be entorced according to the laws of Nic- 
aragua and the provisions of this convention. 

ARTICLE XI.—The canal and its accessories and de- 
pendencies of every kind shall be exempt in peace and 
in war from every form of taxation pon real or per- 
sonal property acquired in virtue of this convention, 
and from every form of direct or indirect taxation, 
contributions, local taxes or other dues in respect to 


these two jointly. 





the ownership and use of the canal and its accessories, 
or of the buildings or constructions cr equipments or 
appliances appertaining thereto, or to the ports and 
maritime establishments thereof anywhere in the Re- 
public and upon the lands set aside for the purposes 
of the canal and its accessories. The Kepublic of 
Nicaragua binds itself not to estabilsh tonnage dues 
anchorage. light, wharf, or pilot dues, or charges of 
any class whatsoever, upon vessels of whatever kind, or 
yon merchandise, or crews, or passengers, or gold, or 
silver, or diamonds, or anything traversing the canal, 
all such dues being for the benefit of the two Govern- 
ments in their capacity as joint owners and managers 
of the canal and its accessories; but merchandise, 
loaded or unloaded, in any part of the canal or its ac- 
cessories, coming from or destined to Nicaragua and 
intended for sale, shall pay dues for exportation and 
importation fixed by the revenue laws of Nicaragua. 

ARTICLE XII.—All articles necessary for the con- 
struction and repair of the canal and its accessories 
may be imported without duty or tax of any kind being 
laid thereon by the Government of Nicaragua, includ- 
ing such iron, steel, locomotives, cars, telegraph wires 
and instruments, tugs, dredges, and vessels, or other 
things as may at any time be used in the construction, 
improvement, prosecution, or maintenance of the 
work, orin the maintenance or improvement of the 
same after its completion; and during the construction 
of the canal and its accessories all supplies, whether 
personal or otherwise, except tobacco, Viger or wines, 
used by those engaged in the work, shall be free of uny 
customs or other tax; but no such supplies shall be 
permitted to be sold to those not actually engaged in 
tho work, or to be smuggled into or sold in the interior. 
Alt vessels in the service of the canal und its accesso- 
ries, with their equipment and outfit, arriving at any 
port of Nicaragua from any point whatever, shall be 
tree of all duties and port charges. 

ARTICLE XIII,—For and in consideration of }the pre- 
ceding articles, the United States of America agree to 
furnish the money to build the said canal and its acces- 
sories, including, if found advisable, the said railway 
and telegraph lines, together with all docks, locks, ma- 
chine shops, annexes, machinery. feeders, &c., it being 
the intent of this agreement that the United States of 
America shall build and complete the canal.iand every- 
thing appertaining thereto, for the safe and speedy 
passage of the vessels hereinbefore described, and for 
through communication between ocean and ocean, and 
such loading and repairing as may be necessary, at 
their sole cost and without expense to the Government 
of Nicaragua. 

ARTICLE XIV.—The United States shall have ex- 
clusive control of the construction of the canal and 
railway and telegraph line,if the same be built, and 
shall be invested with all the rights and powers neces- 
sary thereto. The management, care, and protection 
of the canal and its accessories, including the said rail- 
way telegraph line, if built under the general supervi- 
sion of the two Governments, shall be intrusted to 
a Board of Managers, which shall consist of six mem- 
bers, three of whom shall be appointed by_the Pres- 
ident ot the United States by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate thereof, should the 
Senate be in session: or, should the Senate not be in 
session, the three members shall be appointed by the 
President subject to confirmation by the Senate at its 
next session, and three by the Republic of Nicaragua. 
Any vacancy which may occur among the members of 
the board appointed bythe President of the United 
States shall be filled by the said President in the man- 
ner provided in the United States for filling of vacant 
Government offices, and any vacancy which muy oc- 
cur among the members of the board apnointed by 
the President of Nicaragua shall be filled by the said 
President in the manner provided in Nicaragua for fill- 
ing vacant Government offices. This hoard shall be 
designated as soon as the cana) 1s ready for traffic, and 
shall determine all questions by a majority vote. ‘I'he 
Chairman ot the board shall _ be one of the 
members appointed by the President of the 
United States, and designated as Chairman 
by him; and incase of a tie the Chairman shall 
have an additional vote. This board shall be intrusted 
with the general executive management of the canal 
and its accessories, including said railway and tele- 
graph line when built, and of all matters relating to the 
maintenance or improvement thereof; shall fix tho 
tolls and | Pathe rules and regulations for the man- 
agement thereof. ‘Their action shall be, however, at all 
times subject to a joint direction by the Presidents of 
the two republics, which they’shall be bound implicitly 
to obey, The said Board of Managers shail have the 
right and power to levy and collect for steamers, 
ships, and vessels of every class entering the ca- 
nal or the ports at the canal entrances, and tor 
passengers, merchandise, and cargo of all kinds, 
transit, navigation, tonnage, light and port dues, 
as well as for towage, storage,’ anchorage, 
wharfage, and hospital dues,and al! other like fees. 
The Government of Nicaragua guarantees the enforce- 
ment of the regulations so adopted by the Board of 
Managers asif issued by the Government of Nicara- 
gua. ‘he tolls hereinbefore provided shall be equal as 
to vessels of the parties hereto and of all nations, ex- 
cept that vessels entirely owned and commanded by 
citizens of either one of the parties to this convention 
and engaged in its coasting may be favored. Nicara- 
guan vessels using a portion only of the canal shall 
pay proportionate tolls, and shall pay notolls where 
the canal shall use any part of an existing navigable 
waterway. 

ARTICLE XV.—The books and affairs of the said 
Board of Managers shall be subject to such inspection 
or examination as the President of either republic 
shall at any time direct. The Board of Managers shall, 
on the first days of January, April, July, and October 
in each and every year make to the President of each 
republic a full and complete report of their transac- 
tions during the preceding quarter. and the President 
of either republic may at any time call upon them for 
such other or further information as he may deem ex- 
pedient. The Board of Managers shall appoint and re- 
move all ofticers engaged upon the canal und its acces- 
sories, including the railway and telegraph line. and 
may make regulations for the appointment and re- 
moval of all subordinate employes. 

ARTICLE X VI.—Al]l the proceeds of the canal and its 
accessories, including said railway and telegraph line, 
shall be applied: 

First—To the maintenance and improvement, if 
found necessary, of the works, inciuding the salaries of 
oo i of Managers and all officers ,and others em- 
ployed. 

Second—The balance shall be paid to the two Govern- 
ments, in the following proportions, viz.: To Nicar- 
agua one-third, and to the United States two-thirds. 
Liquidation of the accounts of the Board of Managers 
and payment of the balances herein prescribed shall be 
effected quarterly on the first days of January, April, 
July, and October in each and every year. 

ARTICLE XVII.—The Government of Nicaragua 
grants tothe United States during the construction of 
the canul and its accessories, and to the Board of 
Managers thereafter, therightto use any of the ports 
of the republic open to commerce as places of refuge 
for the vessels in the service of the canal and its 
accessories, or for any other vessels whatever having 
the right to pass the canal and wishiag to enter any of 
the said ports, and these vessels shallbe free of all 
duties or charges of any kind on the part ofthe Re- 
public of Nicaragua. 

ARTICLE XVIII.—The United States frankly dis- 
avow any intention to in any way seek to impair the in- 
dependent sovereignty of Nicaragua or to aggrandize 
themselves at the expense of that State or of any of 
her sister republics in Central America; but, on the 
contrary, desire to strengthen the power of free re- 
panies on this continent, and to promote and develop 

heir prosperity and independence. Pursuant to this 
wish they have united with Nicaragua in the construc- 
tion of this work, which will be of advantage not only 
to thetwo nations most intimately concerned, but to 
all those with whom they are on terms of friendship. 

ARTICLE XIX.—If, in virtue of any existing treaty 
between the Republic of Nicaragua and a third power, 
privileges or rights are stipulated in favor of such third 
power of aninteroceanic transit way, which may not be 
compatible with the terms of the present convention, 
the Republic of Nicaragua engages to terminate such 
treaty in due form by givingto the said third power 
the stipulated notification within two months fromthe 
date ot the exchange of the notification hereof; and if 
such treaty between Nicaragua and any third power 
contain no termination clause, the Republic of Nica- 
ragua engages to procure its abrogation or modifica- 
tion so as not to coflict with the present compact, and 
the United States will use their good offices, if need be, 
to the end of effecting such abrogation or modification. 

ARTICLE XX.—The United States of America en- 
gage to begin effective work on the canal withintwo 
years from the exchange of ratifications of this treaty, 
and to complete the canal within ten years after begin- 
ning it, in default of which this treaty shall become 
inoperative; Provided, however, That should there 
arise insuperable obstacles to retard the work during 
this time it shall be prolonged in proportionto the 
time lost by reason of such obstacles; and further, if 
at the expiration of the said ten years the canal shall 
not be opened to commerce between the two oceans, 
then, in consideration of the large capital involved in 
the work, and of the good faith and ability shown as 
well as of the difficulties,encountered,’the Republic of 
Nicaragua binds itself to extend this period so far as is 
just and necessary. 

ARTICLE XXI.—Any difficulties between the parties 
hereto shall be submitted to the arbitration of a friend- 
ly power, ifone can be agreed upon, or, failing such 
agreement, each party shall request a friendly nation 
to name an arbitrator, and the arbitrators thus named 
shall select a third; the decision of the arbitrating 
power or a majority of the Board of Arbitrators, asthe 
case may be, shall be final and conclusive. 

ARTICLE XXII.—The United States will aid by their 
good offices, if desired, in securing the union of the 
five Central American Republics under one represent- 
ative government, and, the reorganization of tne said 
republics in one nationality being accomplished, the 
Central American Republics shall have the same rights 
and bear the same obligations as Nicaragua has and 
bears by virtue of this treaty, 

ARTICLE XXIIL.—It appearing that the financial 
condition of Nicaragua is prosperous, that the repub- 
lic is without incumbrance of debt, and that the Gov- 
ernment findsit necessary to finish as soon as possible 
certain railways within the republic, to extend its 
telegraph line, and toimprove the navigation of the 
River San Juan, which enterprises will be of 
aid to the canal and favorable to its speedy 
construction and successtul operation, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States agrees to loan 
to the Government of Nicaragua the sum of 
$4,000,000, to be applied to the above enumerated 
projects. Of this amount $1,000,000 shall be paidin 
the city of Washington within #0 davs after the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this convention, and the 
remaining $3,000,000 in installments of $500,000 each 
every six months thereafter untilthe amount shall 
have been paid, but the failure to pay any of these 
suma from accident or non-action of Congress at the 
exact dates herein specified, such payments being made 
thereafter in good faith, shal] not be held as affecting 
in any way the other engagements of this convention. 

The Governmentof Nicaragua agrees that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States shail be credited with 
and receive the share of Nicaragua in the net revenues 
of the canal, to be applied to the payment of this loan 
until it shall have been entirely extinguished, with the 
interest thereon at three percentum per annum from 
the dates when the several sums shall be received by 
Nicaragua, and the Republic of Nicaragua may vote 
yearly through its Congress un additional sum from 
the general revenues of the republic to be applied to 
the payment of this loanand to aidinits speedy ex- 
tinguishment, and further, the Government of Nica- 
ragua assuming the repayment of said loan, binds itself 
to consider it until extinguished together with the in- 
terests thereon us hereinbefore provided, as alien upon 
all rights of Nicaragua in the canal, its accessories and 
appliances. this lien to continue until the repayment 
of the sum so advanced with the interest, but the re- 
payment is not to be exacted until 10 years after the 
said canal shall have been completed and opened to 
commerce. 

AKTICLE XXIV.—Neither of the parties to this con- 
vention shall sell, assign, or otherwise alienate or suf- 
fer itself to be deprived of its, or any part of its, inter. 
est, right, or property in orto the said canal, railway, 
or telegraph line, should the same be built, or their or 
any other adjuncts or accessories, or any of the works 
orestablishments pertaining thereto without the con- 
sent of the other manifested by legislative enactment. 

ARTICLE XXV.—This treaty is concluded subject to 
ratification by the proper constitutional authority of 
each party hereto and to the legislation by the appro- 
priate legislative bodies of each, which‘is necessary to 
carry it into effect. Itshall be ratified as soon as pos- 
sible, but within two years from this date, and the rati- 
fications thereof shall be exchanged in the city of 
Washington within six months from the approval by 
the said legislative bodies of Nicaragua and of the 
United States of the present treaty. In testimony 
whereof the undersigned plenipotentiaries have here- 
unto affixed their hands xnd seals. Done in duplicate 
in the English and Spanish languages, in Washington, 
this Ist day of December, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand elght hundred and eighty-four.

DOMINICAN RECIPROCITY. 
—_——-2-—— 
ABSTRACT OF THE TREATY AND TEXT OF 


ITS SCHEDULES, 
From Thursday’s Herald, 

The Dominican reciprocity treaty, now await- 
ing ratification by the Senate, was signed at Washing- 
ton on Dec. 4 by Secretary Frelinghuysen and Sefior 
Manuel D. J. Galvin as Plenipotentiaries. 

Article I. provides that the United States shall admit 
to its entry ports duty free all articles named in sched- 
ule A, and shall admit all articles named in schedule B 
at areduction of 25 per cent. from the rates of cus- 
toms duties now fixed or which may hereafter be fixed 
during the continuance in force of the treaty by the 
customs tariff of the United States with respect to the 
articles so enumerated in schedule B. But it is pro- 


vided that the articles named in schedules A and B 
must “ be the growth or manufacture or prrtotice of 
the Dominican Republic,” and must “de carried in 
vessels under the registry and flag of one or the other 
of the contracting parties.”

Article II. relates to police regulations for the pre- 
vention of frauds, &c. Article 1V. provides that no ex- 
port duties shall be levied upon any article included in 
any schedule, and that none of the articles scheduled 
as above shall ** be subject to internal excise or con- 
sumption dues greater than those which are or may be 
imposea upon similar articles’ in the country into 
which they are’ imported. Article V. provides that 
“vessels of either of the contracting parties coming 
directly from any port of one of them with cargo 
wholly the growth, produce, or manufacture of the 
United States or of the Dominican Republic, as the 
case may be. or in ballast, shall pay upon entering any 
port of entry of the other party the same tonnage clear- 
ance and other dues imposed by the Federal or Gen- 
eral Government as are levied upon national vessels 
engaged in the domestic coasting trade and coming di- 
rectly from any port ofthe same country with cargo or 
in ballast; and as to municipal or local dues, such as 
ilotage, port, wharf, and hospital charges and the like. 
Eney shall pay the same _ charges as are levied 
upon national vessels of like point of departure 
and carrying like cargo.” Such vessels shall be 
free to proceed from port to port for tie _—— of 
unloading, but they are forbidden to take in one port 
articles to be delivered in another port of the same 
country. This privilege is reserved for vessels in the 
respective coasting trades of the two countries. Each 
country reserves the right to lay a national tonnage 
tax upon its domestic coasting trade (as neither now 
does,) and, upon the levying of such a tax by either, 
the other may impose a countervailing equivalent 
tax. Article VI. provides that both nations shall treat 
similarly any vessels carrying any cargo not scheduled, 
and going trom the ports of one to the ports of the 
other, either directly, or by way of the ports of a third 
and toreign country when further cargo is shipped. 
That is, the favored treatment stipulated in Articie V. 
shall] not be obligatory in respect of such vessels, but 
they shall be treated, as to tonnage and other shipping 
dues, and as to the customs duties on said cargo of for- 
eign origin, onthe sume footing as such vessels are 
treated by the other nation. Article VII. binds both 
nations to treat similarly as national vessels all ves- 
sels of either nationality coming from foreign coun- 
tries to the ports of the other nationality, without re- 
gard to how such vessels are laden. Article VIII. pro- 
vides that vessels of either nationality touching atthe 
ports of the other without transacting any commerce 
shall be exempt from tonnage, clearance, navigation, 
or port dues and charges. Operations incidental to 
distress, such as provisioning und selling damaged car- 
g0, are not commercial operations. 

‘Article 1X. forbids collection of consular fees upon 
scheduled articles. Article X. declaresthat, in order 
to claim the privileges of American or Dominican 
nationality, vessels must be bona fidé owned exclusive- 
ly by citizens of one.nation or of the other, and their 
officers must: be citizens of one nation or ofthe other. 
No evasion whatever of these requirements for the 
benefit of other vessels or ship owners shall be reco; 
nized; provided, that citizens of the United States may 
serve as officers of Dominican vessels without preju- 
dice to this stipulation. 

Kach nationreserves exclusive fishing privileges in 
its own wuters, according to Article XI. But fish pro- 
cured on the high seas or within the jurisdiction of a 
third power is regarded asthe product of the country 
to which the vessel belongs. According to Article 
XII. “each of the high contracting core binds it 
to axtand to the other reciprocaliy favors and vie

cede to a third power, yiffreely gran’ to su 
thira power, or for an equivalent consideration if 
su power in virtue of & compen- 


anes : 

Article xIP authorizies both nations freely to;c! 
their tariff or navigation laws. But incase of su 
change tne nation prejudiced thereby may denounce 
this convention. and it shall terminate six months from 
the day of such notification regardless of the s<erm 
8 ed below. Article XIV. provides for the arbitra- 
tion of disputes veges fhe construction of the 
treaty or the rights of citizens of either nation. If both 
nations cannot agree upon a single arbitrator, each 
shall nameone. if thetwo so named cannot 
they shall name a chird whose decision shall be final. 

The following is the text of Article XV.: F or mut- 
ual convenience in the intimate commercial transac- 
tions which are hoped for from the present treet? the 
Dominican Government agrees to adopt the dollar of 
the United States as its unit of currency. The stand- 
ard silver dollar of the United States shall be admitted 
to circulation in San Doniingo as a legal tender to the 
amount of $100, and the gold coin of the United States 
as lega! tender any amount. As soon asthe Domin- 
ican Republic shall by law have provided for the re- 
monetization of its currency, the coinage of the na- 
tional Mints of said republic shall be adjusted in 
weight and fineness to such legal tender; andif the 
Government of the Dominican Republic should so re- 
quest, the Government of the United States will cause 
to be struck at its Mints standard silver dollars of the 
United States for circulation in San Domingo from 
such silver bullion as may be presented to it by the 
Dominican Government for that purpose, to an 


amount not exceeding ,000. 

According to Article XVI., the treaty 1s to take effect 
as goon as ratified in legal form, but not until all necese 
sary enabling acts are also passed. Article XVII. pro- 
vides that the convention shall remain in force six 
years from the date of its coming into operation, and 
until either of the coutracting parties shall give notice 
to the other of its wish to terminate the same, and, 
ther, until the expiration of 12 months from the date 


of said notification. 

Each of the contracting parties is at liberty to give 
such notice tothe other at the expirationof the said 
term of seven years or at any time thereafter or before, 
as provided in Article XIII. 


UNION BASEBALL CLUBS.

PRELIMINARY ARRANGEMENTS FOR THB 
COMING SEASON. 

Str. Louis, Dec. 18.—The annual meeting 
of the Union Baseball Association was held to- 
day at the Laclede Hotel in this city. President 
H. V. Lucas was in the chair, and the delegates 
present were: From St. Louis—H. V. Lucas and 
Fred Espenschild; from Cincinnati—Justus 
Thorner, F. B, Wright, and Harry Welden; 
from Milwaukee—Thomas J. Loftus and C. M. 
Kepp; from Kansas City—A, V. McKim and 
T. P. Sullivan, and from Washington—W. 
Warren White. The resignation of the Bal- 
timore Club was accepted, and the pen- 
nant for 1884 awarded tne St. Louis Unions, 
Secretary White being instructed to purchase 
the flag ata cost ot $100. St. Paul and Indian- 
apolis were represented by proxy. The Treas- 
urer’s report showed a deficit of $787, and each 
club was assessed to make up the amount, which 
willinsure the payment of all moneys due um- 


pires. Applications for membership were re- 
ceived from four clubs. The association mem- 
bership is now five, and, so as to allow 
time to look into the eligibility of the 
four clubs, the applications will not 
be acted upon until Jan. 15, at which time the 
association will meet at Milwaukee and hear the 
report of Messrs. Lucas and Thorner, who were 
appointed a committee to investigate the stand- 
= of the clubs who have applied for member- 
sh Pp. One of the four applications will neces- 
sarily be rejected, as a resolution was passed fix- 
ing the membership at eight clubs. The most 
important work of the day was the passage of a 
resolution making each cluk forward to the 
President of the association che stim of $500 as 
a guarantee that it will carry cut all its 
obligations, and in consequence of this the 
President is made to give a bond of $5,000. 
Another resolution passed compels all clubs 
leaving a field before the completion of a game 
to pay $250 into the treasury of the opposing 
club. The seventy-five-dollar ‘guarantee plan 
was done away with, and now the visiting club 
is to receive 80 per cent, of the gate receipts. 

H. V. Lucas was again elected President and 
W. Warren White Secretary. The changes in the 

laying rules will be made at the January meet- 

ng. The President was empowered to employ 
and discharge all umpires, to assess fines, and to 
disburse dues. 

President Lucas, who was seen just after the 
meeting, appeared to be quite enthusiastic over 
the prospects of,the Union Association for the 
coming season. ‘** The outlook was never bright- 
er than at present,” he said. ‘The condition of 
the association’s affairs at the present time is 
much more nee at wo than it was at this time 
last year. Everybody s feeling happy and con- 
fident that the Union’s coming season is going to 
bea brilliant one.”’ 

‘Then you are not going into the League?” 

‘* Not onthe terms which have been published.” 

*“VYouare going to keep the number of clubs 
down to eight ?”’ : 

‘*Yes, and that will enable us to keep only the 
best among those which are applying for ad- 
mission.”’ 

“You have received some telegrams from clubs 
this morning?” 

‘Yes, the St. Paul, Columbus, Indianapolis, 
and a couple of others want to join the associa- 
tion. Their applications were considered by the 
board, but no action was takcn which we would 
like to divulge at present.”

MICHIGAN'S SALT INDUSTRY. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 18.—The annual ree 
port of the State Salt Inspector gives some in- 
teresting facts concerning this important indus- 
try. There are 276 wells in the State from which 
brine is pumped. Most of the wells are sunk to 
a depth of between 1,600 to 2,000 teet. Of the total 
number of wells 240 were found about evenly 
divided between Saginaw and Bay Counties, and 
almost uniformly run in connection with exten- 
sive saw mills, on the Saginaw River, whereby 
a large saving was effected infuel. The average 
annual product of all the wells is 11,492 barrels. 
There are 117 firms engaged in the manufacture 
of salt, operating 101 steam and 271 pan blocks. 
There are besides 4,500 covers for the manufac- 
ture of solar salt. The total manufacturing 
capacity of the wells in operation is 3,875,000 bar- 
rels. The amount of salt actually manufactured 
during the year ending Dec. 1, was 3,252,175 bar- 
rels. At Marine City borings for a well struck a 
solid bed of pure rock salt ata depth of nearly 
2,000 feet. The product from this point finds the 
readiest market on account of its superior 
quality. 











A NEW REPUBLICAN CLUB. 
NyYAOK, Dec. 18.—A permanent Repube 
lican organization has been formed at Haver- 
straw, to be known as the Ira M. Hedges Asso- 
ciation. The following officers have been chosen 
for theensuing year: President—Alonzo Bedell, 


late Republican candidate for member of Assem- 
bly trom Rockland County; Vice-Presidents— 
Hiram Babcock and 16 others; Secretary—Will- 
jam R. Pitts; Assistant Secretary—R. W. Old- 
field; Treasurer—H. M. Wood; Executive Com- 
mittee—Ira M. Hedges and 15 others. The object 
of the organization is the same as that of the 
Young Men’s Republican Club of Nyack—to 
work for the future welfare ot the Republican 
Party and to strengthen the ranks by educatin 
young voters in the principles of the party. Ef- 
forts are being made to form similar clubs in 
other portions of the county, and it is probable 
that the Republicans of Rockland will soon be 
better organized than ever before.

We heartily commend the course taken 
by the State Department in giving out for 
publication the projected treaties with 
Nicaragua and San Domingo. The grave 
questions involved in these treaties are 
for the people of the United States, not 
for the State Department, or even for 
the Senate, to decide They should 
be fully and freely discussed by 
the press and by the public, in 
order that the treaty-making powers 
constituted by our organic law may be 
thoroughly improved by the disposition 
of the people toward them before any 
steps are taken toward their ratification. 
The recent publication of the Spanish 
commercial treaty by THE TIMES was 
vastly annoying to the State Department, 
which is disposed to cling to moldy tradi- 
tions rather than to be guided by the 
dictates of common sense in these mat- 
ters, so it was not unnatural that the 
department should, as it were, seek 
to get square with THE TIMES 
by giving the San Domingo treaty to 
one of THE TIMES’s contemporaries and 
the Nicaragua treaty to another. But of 
this we donot complain. The main thing 
is to get the treaties before the public. 
THE Times has already put the Spanish 
treaty in its grave. The San Domingo 
treaty will find room beside it. The canal 
treaty we propose to discuss from day to 
day, with a view to a full setting forth of 
its advantages and disadvantages. 








The treaty of reciprocity with the Re- 
public of Dominica, or San Domingo, is 
much the same as that relating to Cuba 
and Porto Rico, except that it admits leaf 
tobacco to the United States free and re- 
duces tle duties on manufactured tobacco 
jn cigars or cigarettes only 25 per cent. 
Our total commerce with the island in 
1884 was $2,801,577. Of this $1,533,608 
was imports from San Domingo, and 
$1,267,969 was exports to that coun- 
try. The imports were almost ex- 
clusively sugars, which amounted to 
§1,292,967, or rather more than the 
otal exports. The amount of trade now 
Jone certainly justifies the Administra- 
tion’s claim that there is room for Ameri- 
ran capital ,to develop the commerce of 
the island. A feature of the treaty is the 
agreement by San Domingo to receive the 
standard silver dollar and make it a legal 
tender to the limit of $100. The canny 
Dominicans thus flatter whatever pride 
‘we have in that remarkable coin, without 





incurring the risk of its becoming the 
nuisance to them thai it is to us. 


Gen. HAZEN is an officer of the army 
who finds it very easy to ask for the trial 
of one of his subordinates who did his 
duty, but has obstinately refused to ask 
for the appointment of a court to try 
himself, although urged to do so by 
the Secretary of War. After his disgrace- 
ful lobbying had been exposed, a year and 
a half ago, Secretary LINCOLN informed 
him that if he should not avail him- 
self of an army officer’s privilege and 
ask fora court of inquiry, he, the Secre- 
tary, would ask the President to appoint a 
court to hear the grave charges brought 
against him. But Hazen did not propose 
to put himself before a_ military 
court. He preferred to keep out of 
danger. Now he asks that Lieut. Gar- 
LINGTON shall be tried for disobedience 
of orders and gross neglect of duty. The 
truth is that both HAZEN and GARLINGTON 
were tried, so far as a court of inquiry 
could try them, by the Proteus court. 
That tribunal found that GaRLINGTON had 
displayed *‘ zeal, energy, and efficiency” 
before and after the loss of the vessel, 
and that he had committed one error— 
an error ‘of judgment, committed in 
the exercise of a difficult and unusual 
discretion.” The court said that for this 
error he should not be “held to further 
accountability.” But the same tribunal 
enumerated nine of HaZen’s “‘ grave errors 
and omissions,” and in substance declared 
that the failure of the expedition was due 
to his blunders. For HAZEN to ask now 
that GARLINGTON shall be tried again 
seems the height of impudence. 





It is to be hoped that some way may be 
found of punishing the outrageous misbe- 
havior of Federal officers at the Cincin- 
nati election in October. The evidence 
leaves no doubt that Commissioner Dup- 
LEY’S Deputies were hired, in the first 
place, as an indirect bribe for their own 
votes, and, in the secund place, to lessen 
the Democratic vote as much as possible, 
without much regard to law or justice. 
If Mr. DUDLEY’s efforts had been crowned 
with success in November, as. well 
as in October, he would very like- 
ly have received compensation not 
only for his labors, but for the 
wear and tear of conscience which 
they involved. As he did not finally suc- 
ceed he showed good sense in taking him- 
self out of the way as soon as possible. 
The investigation now in progress is 
worth making for its own sake, but it is 
hard to see what good can result from it 
beyond bringing to light the facts, Ifthe 
expenses of the whole nefarious operation 
could be put upon DUDLEY, such a fine 
would be a proper recognition of his serv- 
ices; but it is unlikely that the House can 
bring about this result. 








It would be quite in the line of the En- 
glish administration of Egyptian affairs if 
Great Britain involved herself in a diplo- 
matic dispute with France over the 
Frenchman alleged to be in the camp of 
the Mahdi and incommunication with the 
French in Cairo. The Frenchman in 
question, it appears, has been heretofore 
disavowed by the representatives of his 
own Government. As there is no reason 
to suppose that France is in any way re- 
sponsible for his present performances, a 
“representation” on the subject in Paris 
would be of about the same value as 
the representation the English press is 
always urging on the United States 
to prevent the explosion of dynamite 
in London, but which no English diplo- 
matist as has yet seen his way to frame. 
The Frenchman in the Mahdi’s camp 
seems to resemble Artemus Ward’s kan- 
garoo in being ‘‘an amoosin’ but unprin- 
cipled little cuss.” He appears to. have 
hoodwinked the eagle eye of Sir GARNET 
WOLSELEY with much adroitness, and to 
have induced that commander to believe 
the most improbable tales about the forces 
of the Mahdi. The deception, though 
painful, is one for which England would 
find great difficulty in recovering dam- 
ages from France. 








THE CANAL TREATY. 


Some of the arguments which, five or 
ten years ago, might have been used with 
great effect against the construction of an 
interoceanic canal on the terms laid 
down in the projected treaty with Nicara- 
gua will now have very little weight with 
the American people. Two things we 
may regard as settled. One is that a 
canal between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific ought to be built. The 
second is that the United States must 
have the control of that canal. This is 
not ‘‘ Jingoism;” this is not a sentiment 
born of alove for a ‘‘ policy of advent- 
ure.” It is simply the outgrowth of a 
feeling which has been gradually strength- 
ening in this Republic ever since the sub- 
ject was agitated that European powers 
have no‘more right or title to a share in 
the control and management of American 
waterways than we have, or have ever 
tried to assert, in the management and 
control of the waterways of the Old 
World. 

The treaty already negotiated between 
the United States and the Republic of 
Nicaragua and now awaiting ratification 
fortunately does not go much beyond the 
assertion of this principle. Now that the 
full text of the treaty is before us, we do 
not see any vital and insurmountable ob- 
jection to its ratification, save only its 
possible relation to our prior treaty ob- 
ligations; and on that point we await 
further advices from the State Depart- 
ment. What are the conditions of the 
treaty? Inthe main these: That the United 
States shall supply the money and Nicar- 
agua the territory for the building of the 
canal, When it is built Nicaragua sets 
apart as pertaining to it a strip of land 
two and one half miles wide, a neu- 
tral territory over which she, neverthe- 
less, is to maintain civil jurisdiction, 
and the inhabitants of which will not 
cease to be citizens of the Republic of 
Nicaragua. This is a very different thing 
from the acquisition by the United States 
of a strip of territory through the heart of 
the Republic of Nicaragua over which our 
Government would have been compelled 
to maintain itr right of sovereignty 
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either by setting up a territorial 
government or military control. To 
any plan involving so wide a depart- 
ure from our traditional policy as is im- 
plied in any scheme for acquiring Nica- 
raguan territory we have felt that fatal 
objections would be made and ought to 
be made by every American citizen capa- 
ble of picturing forth the complications 
and expense likely to arise from any at- 
tempt to carry out a policy so unwise, so 
unnecessary, and so un-American. But 
in acquiring control over the canal it is 
not proposed that we shall acquire Nica- 
raguan territory. The control of the canal 
is secured to us upon other terms, as will 
be seen by consulting the provisions of 
the treaty. We have, in the first place, 
the privilege of building the canal, and as 
we are to pay the cost we should natu- 
rally build such a canal as would best suit 
our purposes and our interests, considered 
in relation to our own trade fand in rela- 
tion to the trade of the world. Then we are 
to have two-thirds.of the tolls, and by the 
terms of the treaty constituting the 
Board of Directors we are to have the 
control of that body. Nicaragua is to 
maintain civil jurisdiction over the strip 
of territory set apart for canal uses, and 
we are to guarantee the inviolability of 
the territory of Nicaragua against all for- 
eign enemies; and in addition we are to 
loan her four millions of dollars at 3 per 
cent, to aid her in building railroads and 
in other internal improvements, 

The burdens and duties we assume in 
this convention are worthy of the most 
serious discussion. We shall incur an 
expense of not less than $100,000,000 in 
building the canal, which means that 
the taxpayers of this country, already 
heavily and outrageously burdened in 
sustaining the monopolies built up under 
our protective tariff, shall pay $20,000,000 
a year for five years for the construction 
account. In addition, we must equip 
our navy with vessels formidable enough 
to make good our guarantee of the 
inviolability of Nicaragua territory, and 
we must advance to Nicaragua 
the sum of $4,000,000 for the loan 
stipulated. It will be necessary 
for the House of Representatives, 
to which is referred the legislation neces- 
sary tothe carrying out of the terms of 
this treaty, to inquire and consider 
whether the tolls to be collected for the 
use of the canal and its indirect commer- 
cial advantages will be sufficient to 
warrant this expenditure of the tax- 
payers’ money. And this is a ques- 
tion which must be considered, not 
asa matter of cheeseparings and candle 
ends, but with a broader view than that 
which is based upon the cent-per-cent idea, 
and with a proper appreciation of the 
present and prospective position of this 
Republic among the commercial nations 
of the earth, and the questions of prece- 
dents to be established and of departures 
from our traditional policy to be taken 
must be weighed in the same broad and 
intelligent spirit. 

We are not indisposed to admit that in 
its express terms the treaty may on care- 
ful analysis be found to be for the ad- 
vantage of the United States in the sordid 
commercial sense as well as in iis bear- 
ings upon the higher destinies of this Re- 
public. But its negotiation and ratifi- 
cation involve one grave question which 
the State Department should have cleared 
up at the time when it gave out the 
treaty for publication. The Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty is a contract which the 
United States of America and Great 
Britain are mutually bound to maintain in 
good faith until it is abrogated. The 
provisions of that treaty concern the 
construction of a canal across Nica- 
ragua. Our Government has contended 
that its terms refer only to a project of a 
canal long since forgotten, and we think 
this construction a reasonable one. But 
so far asthe public knows it has never 
been accepted by Great Britain, and so 
far as the public knows the publication of 
the present treaty with Nicaragua is liable 
at any moment to be followed by a formal 
protest from the British Government, and 
by an accusation that we have violated 
our treaty obligations. The American 
people will be very glad to be assured that 
in this grave matter the State Department 
has not proceeded upon the assumption 
that the views of a friendly nation were 
of no consequence, and they hope to receive 
early information of an understanding 
with the British Foreign Office which will 
relieve our Government of the blame of 
having needlessly broken faith with Great 
Britain. 








THE GERMAN ANARCHISTS. 


The trial of the persons who conspired 
to murder the Emperor of Germany at 
Niederwald has resulted in revelations for 
the most part depressing. The prisoners, 
with one exception, do not appear to be in 
any respect ornaments to human nature. 
They behave on trial very much as we 
should expect O'DONOVAN and the other 
projectors in America of explosions of 
dynamite in London to behave if they 
were actually caught and arraigned on 
evidence of having been connected with 
an explosion by which murder had been 
either done or attempted. They behave, 
that is to say, like so many sneaks, whose 
only care is to avoid the legal consequence 
of their own acts. 

The solitary exception to this rule is 
furnished by the prisoner REINSDORF, and 
a very striking exception it is. REINs- 
pDORF has taken to himself a fuller share 
of the responsibility for the plot than he 
was even taxed with by any of his accom- 
plices, although all of them seem to have 
endeavored to throw upon his shoulders 
their own share of the responsibility. 
REINSDORF accordingly is the only danger- 
ous conspirator in the whole party. No 
Government need apprehend danger from 
cowards who betake themselves to the pro- 
fession of murder without any real inten- 
tion of practicing that art, but merely for 
the purpose of making a disgraceful living 
from the earnings of those who attribute 
their personal discomforts to the miscon- 
duct of public affairs. Most of the most 
prominent Irish conspirators against En- 
gland are of this class, and so it appears are 
most of the German conspirators against 
imperialism. The Russian Nihilists are 
of a very different class. There are trait- 





ors and cowards among them, as among 
all revolutionists. Put the recent history 
of Russia shows that there are never 
lacking Russians who’ believe that by 
murdering the Czar they would be doing 
their country a service, and who eagerly 
hail every opportunity that arises to per- 
form that service, without the hope of 
any other reward than that of an approv- 
ing conscience. When the plots of these 
people are brought to light the plotters go 
resolutely to the scaffold, without at- 
tempting to save themselves at the ex- 
pense of their comrades, and perish in the 
sincere conviction that they are martyrs 
to the cause of their country. 

Now these plotters are really dangerous 
to the objects of their vengeance. A 
man who is willing to take his own life 
in his hand may almost command the life 
of any other man. One of these men is 
REINSDORF, and he is the only one of the 
conspirators on trial at Leipsic whom the 
Imperial Government could not afford 
contemptuously to liberate. He has no 
doubt of the reality of his mission to 
murder the Emperor, nor of the good 
that would result to Germany from the 
success of his mission, 

It seems strange that a man of ordinary 
sense, of more than ordinary force of 
character, and more than ordinary kind- 
ness of heart, should get himself into a 
state of mind in which it seems to him a 
sacred duty to assassinate an old man, a 
little absurd, perhaps, but otherwise quite 
inoffensive, whose misfortune rather than 
whose fault it is that he follows the trade 
of an Emperor. But history is full of 
such contradictions, Such men as REINS- 
DORF, who had worked themselves into 
REINSDOR?’S state of mind, were very com- 
mon in France a century ago. They are 
very common in Russia now. The one thing 
which we can confidently say is proved by 
the appearance of such men is that the 
condition in which they and their fellows 
live is very miserable. They look out 
upon society and see a small number 
of men possessed of superfluous means 
of living, and a large number of men 
possessed of inadequate means of living. 
If they are uneducated men it is not to 
be wondered at that they should jump 
to the conclusion that the wants of the 
many might and should be supplied from 
the excess and luxury of the few. Many 
people, who have never gone even in 
imagination to the length of murder, 
have often wished that they could see 
their way to forcing the rich to take the 
counsel of Lear: 

* Take physic, pomp; 
Expose thyself to feel what wretches feel; 
That thou mayst shake the superfiux to them, 
And show the heavens more just.” 

This condition of mind finds expression 
more or less violent, according to the tem- 
perament of the patient and the actual 
pressure to which he is subjected, but it is 
almost certain to embody itself in some 
scheme of the spoliation of the too-well- 
off classes for the benefit of the classes too 
ill off. Political institutions have less to 
do with the feeling, perhaps, than we 
in this country are apt to suppose. 
With us it is not the President, but 
the millionaire, who is. the object of 
envy and hatred. If our population were 
as crowded as that of a Continental State 
like Prussia, and our burdens as grievous 
as those which come from the necessity of 
maintaining the nation as a fortified 
camp, the intensity of discontent would 
not lack an object. In Germany the head 
of the State is the natural target of this 
resentment, because he is also the symbol 
and representative of the satisfied classes. 
REINSDORF, about whose disinterestedness 
there can be no question, defends himself 
by ‘‘referring in a most vehement man- 
ner to the condition of the working classes.” 
There is no use whatever in explaining to 
a man in this state of mind that econom- 
ically and socially he is all wrong, that 
whatever he does a few men will be rich 
anda great many will be poor, and that 
to kill an Emperor or even an arch-mill- 
ionaire would be an illogical and useless 
proceeding. He wishes to bring home to 
the class which does not suffer the suf- 
ferings of his own class; he regards 
political economy as the cunning work of 
advocates who hold a brief from the 
satisfied classes, and he cherishes a 
vague notion that if nobody had lux- 
uries all men might have comforts, or at 
least necessities. This is a feeling which is 
sure to increase, both,in extent and in in- 
tensity, in all countries, as their popula- 
tion presses harder against the limit of 
subsistence, and it raises a problem which 
every country must meet sooner or later, 
The first step toward meeting it is to rec- 
ognize its existence, and if the classes 
which bear rule in Germany solace them- 
selves with the belief that REINSDORF is 
an isolated lunatic, and that the feeling 
which he expresses will find no dangercus 
mode of expression if he is put out of the 
way, they will make a terrible mistake. 








TORPEDO WARFARE. 


Itis a reasonable deduction from the 
report of the board appointed to exam- 
ine torpedoes designed for our naval war- 
fare that perfection in this matter has yet 
to be reached. 

Of four well-known and promising de- 
vices three are pronounced to be “not 
adapted to naval warfare,” while the 
fourth is ‘‘ not now developed to a point 
adapting it to naval warfare.” Oneisa 
surface torpedo, whose action, says the 
board, is uncertain in moderately rough 
water; indeed, it definitely declares that 
the sub-aqueous type is the proper one. 
Another could not well be arranged for 
firing, owing to its length and the 
possible injury to the vessel employing it, 
through the rearward ejection of products 
of combustion. Still another is cumber- 
some tostow and very awkward to handle. 
Three out of the four are found defective 
in speed, while the fourth has a great 
speed, but one so variable as to cause 
serious trouble in allowing for the change 
of position of a moving object or in firing 
across a current, In two of the torpedoes 
the operating cables are liable to displace- 
ment and fracture, rendering the tor- 
pedo uncontrollable and useless. Two of 
them could be readily seen and avoided 
by an enemy. 

Thus the objections run on. The recital 
of these specimens of them may give some 
notion of what elements the board desires 
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for+ the perfect weapon, and what it 
cannot yet find combined in any one de- 
vice, We learn that this or the other 
torpedo will be the prey of machine guns; 
or has its propeller unprotected; or cannot 
be controlled or launched in a seaway; or 
may be dangerous to operate; or cannot 
be steered with accuracy. Against one 
device we find recorded fifteen distinct ob- 
jections. Of another torpedo, which is 
acknowledged to have simplicity, cheap- 
ness, and speed, we are assured that 
it ‘‘ is fatally defective in accuracy,” and 
that ‘“‘its range is insufficient and very 
variable.” The most favorable of the 
judgments is accorded to the Howell tor- 
pedo, which is credited with “‘ simplicity, 
economy, light weight, ready stowage, 
ease in handling, and great accuracy,” 
and accordingly for this ‘‘further experi- 
ment is recommended.” Yet the speed of 
the Howell torpedo is pronounced to be 
decidedly too low, and its range only 
1,500 feet, so that it is still inadequately 
developed for adaptation to naval warfare. 

These views may at first seem discour- 
aging to the prospects of torpedo warfare. 
But it must be remembered that they are 
the views of a board of critical experts, 
expected to probe for defects and keeping 
the highest standard of efficiency before 
it. All these devices, we may add, 
are credited with embodying ‘“‘ valuable 
features for harbor defense,” although the 
very best of them may need great im- 
provement. Meanwhile every day teaches 
us that torpedoes are absolutely certain to 
play a great part in the warfare of the 
future. We have had a striking example 
of the destructive power of the torpedo 
boat at Foo-Choo, while the experiments 
of the German, French, and English 
navies have established clearly the fact 
that the most powerful ironclad can be 
sunk by a single torpedo explosion. 

The prodigious speed now given to tor- 
pedo vessels makes them doubly formida- 
ble. Their insignificant size as they lie 
low on the water enables them to creep 
on an enemy unperceived until he abso- 
lutely cannot escape the final rush. The 
German manceuvres this year have shown 
that, in spite of the device of watch boats, 
the torpedo vessels cannot be detected, 
even on moderately bright nights, in sea- 
son to be prevented from dashing at their 
selected victim. Precisely the same con- 
clusion had been reached by the French 
squadron experimenting off the coast of 
Algeria. Hence we find Germany arran- 
ging to supply herself with 150 of these 
craft at an expense of only a few million 


| dollars. 


It has been said that the netting which 
big European ironclads are now carrying 
will protect them against movable torpe- 
does. If, however, the projectile torpedo 
from the submarine gun should reach 
them, this netting, as now constructed, 
would prove of no use. In short, we may 
be sure that the torpedo and the torpedo 
vessel will be developed until they prove 
a terror to the most colossal of ironclads. 








VENNOR’S HEIR. 


Mr. VENNOR is unfortunately dead, but 
his almanac still survives. ‘‘ Vennor’s 
Almanac for 1885” has made its appear- 
ance under the editorship of a Mr. WaL- 
TER SMITH, who claims to be the legiti- 
mate heir of VENNOR, and who will carry 
on the prophetical business at the old 
stand, é 

It appears from a brief biography of Mr. 
VENNOR, which is prefixed to the alma- 
nac, that he possessed a peculiar and val- 
uable assortment of bones. We are told 
that during certain explorations in the 
Ottawa region VENNOR’S ‘‘ nervous system 
suffered some derangement, which brought 
on spinal disease. It was this, probably, 
that rendered him extremely susceptible 
to changes of the atmosphere.” We are 
further informed that as a reason for 
making his earlier weather predictions 
‘‘he appealed to nothing more than a 
‘feeling in his bones.’” When Mr. VEn- 
NOR wished to prophesy concerning the 
weather he took counsel with his bones 
and prophesied in accordance with their 
views. 

Now, if Mr. WALTER SMITH is to make 
good his claim to be the heir of VENNOR 
he must prove that he too possesses pro- 
phetic bones. So far as his almanac is 
concerned it gives us no information 
whatever as to Mr. SMITH’s_ bones, 
There can be but one explanation of 
this. Were Mr. SmitH’s bones gifted with 
the power of foretelling the weather 
he would certainly mention the fact. As 
he does not mention it the conclusion 
that his bones are of the ordinary type is 
inevitable. He does not even lay claim 
to any spinal disease, or to a weakened 
nervous system. How, then, can he 
hope to be accepted as a weather prophet ? 
Before he “can expect to be believed he 
must produce his bones, and demonstrate 
that they are nearly if not quite as intel- 
ligent and veracious as were the bones of 
the lamented VENNOR. 

Mr. SMITH, in spite of the obvious weak- 
ness of his claim to be a prophet, does not 
hesitate to prophesy a complete set of 
weather for the entire year. He is, how- 
ever, an eminently cautious prophet, and 
hedges so carefully that he can hardly 
fail to win. For example, he prophesies 
that during the present Winter ‘ mild 
weather will prevail until unusually late.” 
This standing alone would be a risky 
prophecy, but Mr. SmitH hedges by add- 
ing—‘‘ notwithstanding a possible early 
turn of considerable severity, during 
which for a time the prospect will 
be that Winter is setting in un- 
usually early.” Just so. We are to 
have a mild Winter, with a possible turn 
of severe weather. Such a prophecy will 
apply to ninety-nine of every hundred 
Winters, and Mr. SmitH will be justified 
whatever the weather may be. He also 
adds that during the Winter there will be 
‘* open weather, with heavy rains in some 
sections.” Of course there will be, and 
wherever there happens to be ‘open 
weather” it will be open to Mr. SMITH to 
claim that it has happened in the precise 
**section” which he had in mind. 

In January ‘‘a warm wave is likely 
to occur.” When the regular and in- 
evitable January thaw does arrive, let us 
give Mr. SmiTH the credit of having pre- 
dicted it. . February will be for the most 
part ‘‘dry and cold.” and Mr. Smira 





might have added without muca tisk thet 
oranges will not ripen in Canada in the 
open air during February. ‘There will 
be more of the lion than of the iamb in 
March, 1885,” remarks the prophet. This, 
too, isa reasonably safe prediction, since 
March has never contained less than 67 
per cent. of pure meteorological lion for 
the last three centuries. There are to 
becool and warm intervals in April, and 
at some time during the month the weath- 
er will be “‘showery” and “ unsettled.” 
May will be warmer than April, and June 
‘‘ will doubtless end hot, thundery, and 
unsettled.” There may be people who, 
after buying Mr. Smith’s almanac and 
reading these predictions, will feel that 
they have their money’s worth, but most 
people will be apt to think that any one 
could make like predictions without any 
prophetic power whatever. 

Mr. SMITH will find that this sort of 
thing will not do. We may respect his 
honesty in not claiming the possession of 
prophetic bones, but it is impossible to re- 
spect prophecies as timid and common- 
place as those contained in his almanac. * 
VENNOR’S bones may have been untrust- 
worthy, but they were bold. With their 
assistance he would unhesitatingly proph- 
esy a terrible storm to begin at 6:27 A. 
M. on the 3d of February and to last 
until 5:13 P. M. This sort of prophecy 
pleased the public, and those who bought 
his almanac felt that they had their 
money’s worth. 

It is true that, as a rule, VENNoR’s 
prophecies were unfulfilled, but in that 
case he always explained that their failure 
was due to a miscalculation of the ele- 
ments of Jupiter; that at any rate the 
weather had made a desperate effort to 
storm in accordance with his prediction, 
and that on the whole his prophecy had 
been virtually fulfilled. Mr. Smiru, if he 
is to succeed, must show a little of the 
boldness of VENNOR, and he would do 
well to contract a slight spinal disease 
without further delay, and so put his 
bones in training for prophetic work. 








It gives us great pleasure to record the 
fact that the Bridge Trustees have taken 
a step designed to promote the public 
convenience, and apparently without any 
reference to its effect upon the receipts of 
the Union Ferry Company. Weshowed a 
few days ago with what ingenuity and en- 
tire success the time table of the night cars 
—run by locomotive after 1 o’clock—had so 
been arranged as to miss at each tripa 
connection with the Brooklyn horse cars 
running through Fulton-street, leaving the 
passengers to walk home or shiver in the 
vicinity of Sands-street for fifteen min- 
utes while waiting for the next car. The 
criticisms of THE TIMES and other news- 
papers upon this arrangement have had an 
effect upon the bridge management, for 
the night time table has been changed, 
and as acar leaves the New-York end of 
the bridge at 1 o’clock, and at intervals of 
fifteen minutes thereafter until 5 A. M., 
connection is made at Sands-street with 
the horse cars. 








AMUSEMENTS. 


GOUNOD’S “MIRELLA.” 

An Italian version of Gounod’s ‘‘Mireflle,” 
an opera originally produced at the ThéAtre 
Lyrique, in Paris, 20 years back, and which since 
that period has often been performed in Lon- 
don, was made known to a New-York and 
Brooklyn audience at the Academy of Music in 
Brooklyn lastevening. ‘* Mireille’—or ‘ Mirel- 
la,’ as it is now called—was sung,if we are not 
mistaken, in Philadelphia a long whileago. Its 
rendering last night was the first supplied in 
this city and its vicinity. The impression 
wrought by the opera was decidedly favorable. 
Its least striking portions were listened to with 
interest, and its principal incidents elicited 
hearty applause. Some doubt may be enter- 
tained asto whether ‘*Mirella’’ will enjoy the last- 
ing popularity of “Faust; at any rate it ought 
to command a success akin to that of 


“Carmen,” which, among all the novelties 
that have been brought forth within the 
past decade, has met with most favor. If 
the opera does not secure a place in the current 
répertoire, it will be chietly because of its libret- 
to. Gounod’s music is graceful, varied, and 
elaborate, and at some stages of the story the 
composer has been very happily inspired. The 
dramatist’s plot may be brietiy rehearsed. It 
is built upon a poem called * Mireio,” written 
in the Provencgal dialect by Mistral, the 
great poet of Southern France. In 
the opera, as in the poem, Mirella, 
daughter of Raimondo, a wealthy. farmer, is in 
love with Vincenzo, a poor basketmaker, whose 
suit her father strenuously opposes. Raimondo 
favors Urias, a wealthy rustic, whose offers 
Mirella persistently rejects. Ambrogio, the 
father of Vincenzo, intercedes 1n_ behalf 
of his son, but Raimondo turns a 
deaf ear to his entreaties. Then Mirella 
swears eternal devotion to Vincenzo, and 
Urias, inflamed with jealousy, makes an attempt 
upon his rival’s life. Mireila, hearing that her 
lover has been dangerously wounded, sets off on 
a pilgrimage to a distant shrine. On her way 
thither the heat of the sun affects her brain, 
and when she-_ reaches the Church of 
Sainte Marie she has lost her reason, 
Fortunately Vircenzo has been restored to 
health, and his reappearance recalls Mirella to 
her senses. This, at least, is the cul- 
mination of the Ttalian version of 
‘* Mireille.” In the French libretto, written 
by M. Carré, the heroine dies in her lover’s arms. 
Whatever the dénouement, it will be seen 
that the dramatist’s story is fashioned of rather 
poor material. It is deficient in action and 
in diversity of incidents, and the personages it 
introduces, with the exception of Mirella, are as 
unattractive as can be imagined. It is indeed 
wonderful that Gounod should have suc- 
ceeded in enriching with so much admirable 
embroidery such wretched canvas. As a 
whole, the composer’s music is marked by 
simplicity, dignity, and Sappropriateness; it 
abounds in broad and flowine themes, its 
harmonies are full and sonorous, though never 
cloying in their sweetness, and its instrumenta- 
tion generally 1s varied, interesting, and effective. 
‘* Mirella” is a work that will best repay the care- 
ful listener for his continuous attention. On the 
other hand, there are in ‘*Mirelia” plenty of single 
numbers calculated to delight the less conscien- 
tious auditor. Among these may be cited 
the opening chorus of maidens, (** Facciam 
carole,”) a fresh and tuneful bit of writing, 
the pretty and “taking” duet for tenor and 
soprano, known as the “Chanson du Magali,” 
and founded upon a popular Provincial song, 
the contralto’s song commencing ‘*’La stagione 
arriva,” which pleased through its quaint 
rhythm and accompaniment rather than 
its originality or elegance, the capitally 
developed finale of the second act, 
the dainty shepherd’s air, with oboe obligato, 
beginning ** Io sono pastorel,” a graceful arioso 
(‘* Ah! se dei preghi miei’) for tenor, a highly 
rhythmical march and chorus, (‘*Su questo 
mar,”’) and a showy waltz aria for soprano at 
the close of the opera. All these pieces elic- 
ited much applause last evening, and several 
of them, notably the contralto’s song, were 
encored. The representation, which may be re- 
garded as a sort of rehearsal prefatory to the 
production of “Mirella” at the Academy of 
Music, on Saturday afternoon, and its prob- 
able repetition some evening next week, 
was satisfactory. and _ will prebabiy be 
quite. impressive when the singers are more 
compiete.y identified with their respective roles. 
Mile. Nevada is not likely to be the ideal Mirella. 
The emotivnal side of the character lies, appar- 
ently, far beyond her reach, and although she 
sings the brilliant pyrotechnic music allotted to 
her, and originally composed for that matchless 
actress and songstress, Mme. Miolan-Carvalho, 
with commendabie facility and surety, one misses 
the maest:ia which conceals the difficulties of 
technique from the listener untii they are easily 
and triumphantly overcome. Mlle. Nevada, 
however, did some things extremely well; her 
execution of the ornate passages in her 
first air in the second act was neat and 
effective; her last act, 
in which a D in altissimo was touched in 
a series of brilliant staccatos, deserved the dem-

_ onstration of delight it elicited, and her acting 


in the scene with, Urias indicated that in opéra 
com oe pure and simple, she is at her best. Mme. 
Scalchi’s superb low notes told with particular 
force in “ Lastagione arriva,” and this number 
was enthusiastically redemanded. Signor Vicin1 
was a somewhat loutish Vincenzo, Signor de 
Anna an efficient Urias. and Signor Cherubini J 


a@ rather over-emphatic Raimondi. Signor dé 
Annua’s aria was rendered with great breadth and 
“power. The subsidiary characters had compe. 
tent representatives in Mmes. Steinbach, Calves, 
and Saruggia and Signor Manni, and the chorus 
and orchestra were In good form A _ conspic- 
uous and welcome incident vf che performance 
was Mme. Cavalazzi’s dancing of “La Faran. 
dole;” the picturesque, expressive and finished 
style of this artist never fails to win instant 
recognition, and her share or the evening's 
task was doubled before the audience allowed 
her to withdraw from the staze.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

“Victor Durand,” a drama in four acts, 
brought forward at Wallack’s Theatre last even. 
ing, and likely to remain on the bills there for 
the remainder of the season, ig a remarkably in- 
genious and interesting play. Its story is clear 
and not unnatural, its dialogue effective and 
not too diffusive, while its characters ap- 
peal to the sympathies of the spectator. 
and they are placed in situations which exbibit 
the author’s fertile imagination and indisputable 
skill. The plot of ** Victor Durand” is exceed« 
ingly simple and straightforward, yet the inter- 
est is cumulative and the spell exerted over the 
audience is not broken until the last curtain 
falls. The incidents grow out of each other 
naturally, and although the spectacle of an inno. 
cent man suffering the penalty of crime under 
the administration of the real criminal cannot 
be called original, the treatment of this subject 
is in many respects as original as it is effective. 
We do not mean to say that Mr. Henry G. Carle- 
ton, who wrote this already successful 
play, has entirely avoided the conventional 
artifices of the stage. Here and _ there 
in the dialogue we encounter a phrase, an 


expression, ancient, familiar, and as meaningless 
as most traditions of acting are, and some of the 
machinery used to develop the plot has been 
used many times before. Documentary evidence 
which 1s unearthed at the last moment—a favor- 
ite expedient with playwrights—is strongly re- 
lied on by Mr. Carleton; but there are no lost 
wiils or suppressed confessions in ‘* Victor Du. 
rand,”’ only the diary of a young noodle, who. by 
the way. isa clever sort of fellowand not at 
all offensive when one getsto know him. As for 
the conventional expressions, the ‘* What shall 
I do?” of theatrical commerce, and exclamations 
of the ** Oh, great heaven, my heart will break” 
style, they are, after, all, rarely resorted to, and 
when used they merely appear as biemishes that 
the practiced ear detects in scenes of unques- 
tionable power. In short, we wish to accord 
to Mr. Carleton the honor of writing not 
only a successful but a good play—a play that is 
likely to remain before the public because of its 
intrinsic merit and the fine opportunity it 
offers for competent actors to gain distinction. 
Mr. Carleton’s play is not very deep; it deals 
with no great social problem, nor does it strike 
very firmly the chords of passion; but it is 
more than respectable. The author has adhered 
to a fixed purpose in writing it, and while 
he does not often strike a false note, and never 
descends to puerility, he displays a practical 
knowledge of the stuge which, we are constant- 
ly told, is bevond the ken of all but actors and 
people long associated with the theatre. This, 
too, is a first play. Mr. Carleton may havea 
trunkful of manuscript plays, but this is the first 
to be acted, and it is one that would do honor 
to the author of a dozen successful dramas, 

The story of ‘*‘ Victor Durand” has already 
found its way into print, so that we need not 
dwell upon it now. The scene is laid in Paris. 
Victor has been tried and condemned to Jife im- 
prisonment for a murderous assault, wholly 
upon circumstantial evidence. He escapes from 
the galleys,and under an assumed name wedg 
an American girl. The victim of the assault is 
a former lover of this girl, and a Parisian 
Baron, of sinister aspect. is also a suitor-for her 
hand. The incidents of the piece all occur in one 
night and the following morning, and each of 
the four acts is furnished with an exciting cli- 
max. The second and third acts are best, both 
for literary quality and theatric effectiveness. 
In the second the identity of the hero with the 
galley slave is disclosed both by the police 
and by _ his supposed victim, who has re- 
gained his reason after four years of 
insanity: and in the third act the wite, 
in spite of all evidence, declares her belief in her 
husbangd’s innocence. The fourth act is devoted 
to the proof of this innocence—of which the 
audience are already sure—and to the convic- 
tion of the sinister Baron by his own words, 
which is very skillfully contrived. The play 
should end here, and probably will in the future, 
as the concluding scene leading up to the an- 
nouncement of breakfast, which brings the cur- 
tain down amid suggestions of omelettes and 
coffee, is supertiuous. 

The acting was as nearly perfect as any we 
have seen at Wallack's Theatre, which is, of 
course, strong praise. Mr. John Gilbert, to 
give the place of honor to the oldest and 
most distinguished artist in the cast, pre- 
sented a finished and touching sketch as 
John Vaughn, whose daughter is the convict’s 
wife... The dignity and patbos of his acting were 
promptly recugnized; it was a thoughtful and 
polished piece of work, in which family prideand 
parental tenderness were pictured with thetouch 
of a true artist. Miss Coghian had a congenial, 
sympathetic and effective character as the wife 
of urand, and she invested it with grace, 
beauty, and genuine power, particularly in the 
closing scene of Act IJ., which has already 
been referred to.

It is needless to say, 
however, that he does this sort of work well. 
Mr. J Buckstone made a_ decided hit 
as Mr. Tubbs, a drawling youth with 
more brains than such persons are generally 
credited with. Excellent work was done, also, 
by Misses Measor and Russell, Messrs. Edwards, 
Lethcourt, and Leeson,thejlast-named gentleman 
gaining a recall by bis hizhly colored portrayal 
of a low type of Italian. Two luxurious interiors 
were the only scenes called for, and the appoint- 
ments of both were in keeping with the customs 
ot the house. The audience was fashionable and 
very appreciative. Mr. Carleton was thrice 
called for, and each time be bowed his acknowl- 
edgment from one ot the stage boxes.

CHICKERING HALL. 

A concert which was undoubtedly inter- 
esting, it not of the highest musical quality, was 
given in Chickering Hall last evening by a band 
of 13 Hungarian musicians who are making a 
tour of this country.

THE POWER OF REMOVAL 


HOW THE PRESIDENT MAY EF- 
FECT CHANGES IN OFFICE. 
THE LAWS OF CONGRESS SINCE ANDREW 
JOHNSON’S ACCESSION INTERPRETED 

BY GEORGE TICKNOR CURTIS.

My opinion has been asked upon the fol- 
wing questions: ; 

First—Can a civil officer of the United States, 
who has been appointed and qualified to hold the 
office foraterm of years, be removed from it 
py the President in any and what way during 
the term ? 

Second—If the President makes a nomination 
10 the Senate of a person to succeed the incum- 
pent of such an office who has been suspended by 
the President during a recess of the Senate, and 
the Senate when reconvened refuses to confirm 
the nomination, is the suspended former incum- 
bent entitled to claim restitution to the office ? 

Third—In the case last supposed, if the sus- 
pended incumbent is not entitled to claim resti- 
tution to the office, how is the office to be filled? 

It was settled on great consideration in the 
exhaustive debate which took place in Congress 
in 1789 concerning the tenure of office and the 
power of removal that the Constitution had 
lodged with the President the power oftremoval 
from office without the consent of the Senate. 


The legisiation of Congress in 1789, and down 
through the whole period of legislation to 1867, 
proceeded upon the assumption, express or im- 
plied, that the President held his power under 
the Constitution: that it could be exercised by 
him alone, and that the Senate had and could 
have no control over it. Under this construc- 
tion al] the Presidents down to the time of Presi- 
dent Johnson exercised the power of removal 
trom office at their! pleasure, some _ of 
them sparingiy and some extensively. If 
the Senate was not in session when a 
removal was made, a vacancy was created, 
and the Constitution had made provision for 
filling the vacancy by commission until the end 
of the next session of the Senate. If the Senate 
was in session, the Constitution had made pro- 
vision for filling the vacancy by a nomination to 
the Senate; and in some cases the laws made 
provision tor filling a vacancy ad interim with- 
put a nomination, if the President was not pre- 
pared to make a nomination at the moment 
when he determiped to remove the incumbent 
of an office. Thus stood the law and the practice 
down to the unfortunate collision between the 
Thirty-ninth Congress and President John- 
son. By the act of March 2, 1867, (Statutes 
at Large, volume 14, pase 430,) Congress 
undertook to reverse the decision of 179. 
There can be no doubt that it was 
the intention of this act to curtail the 
President’s power of removal as it had been pre- 
viously understood and practiced, by declaring a 
tenure of oftice, and by requiring the President, 
in the case of officers hoiding by that tenure, to 
nssigen to the Senate reasons for the removal. 
Whether it was within the constitutional power 
of Congress to thus restrict the President’s pow- 
er of making removals from office was certainly 
questionable. In the debate of 1759 three dis- 
tinct opinions were advanced and advocated in 
the House of Representatives. One theory was 
that the Constitution had lodged the power of 
removai in the President alone; another theory 
was that the Constitution had lodged the power 
with the President, acting with the advice and 
consent of the Senate: the third theory was that 
the Constitution had lodged it nowhere. but haa 
left 1t to the legislative power to be acted on in 
connection with the prescription of the tenure 
of otlice. The theorg on which the act of March 
2, 1867, was framed was that the Constitution 
had not lodged the power of removal anywhere, 
but had lettit to the legislative department as 
an incident, to be controlled and regulated by 
Congress itself according to its own will. This 
was, therefore, a reversal of the decision of 1759, 
which had bya great preponderance of votes and 
by the greater weight of reasoning settled it as 
the true construction of the Constitution that 
it had lodged the power ot removal in 
the President alone as one of the prerogatives 
of the Executive office. The act of 1867, and the 
subsequent act of April 5, 1869, (Statutes at 
Large, volume 16, page 6, re-enacted in the 
Revised Statutes, sections 1,767, 1,768,) must both 
be held to have proceeded upon the doctrine 
that Congress hs power to regulate by law the 
subject of removals from office of officers who 
hold by a certain tenure, notwithstanding the 
decision of 178%. A period of 17 years has 
elapsed since the act of 1867, and a period of 15 
years has elapsed since the act of 1869, and during 
the whole of this time the country has acqui- 
esced in the assumption made by those laws 
that Congress may regulate removals from office 
by statute, in connection with the prescription 
of atenure of office. 

The act of 1867 went very far in the direction 
of controlling the President in the matter of re- 
movals fr m office. It was passed at a time 
when the dominant majority in Congress, differ- 
ing in public policy from the President, meant 
to keep in office as many of the then incumbents 
as possible who had received their appointments 
from his predecessor. This well-known histor- 
ical fact is important to be borne in mind, be- 
cause Congress in the act of 1869 receded from 
the extreme position which the previous Con- 

ress had taken in 1867, and the provisions of the 
ater act are to be construed with some refer- 
ence to the notorious change of purpose. 

The act of 1867 is entitled **‘ An act regulating 
the tenure of certain civil offices.”’ The offices 
comprehended in its provisions are those to 
which the officers were appointed by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, and who 
had become duly qualified to act therein. ‘lo 
those officers the act gave a tixed tenure for the 
period for which they were appointed by en- 
abling them to hold their offices untila succes- 
sor bad been in like manner appointed and duly 
qualified, excepting that they could be suspend- 
ed by the President in a certain prescribed man- 
ner and for certain causes. The causes were 
misconduct in office, crime, or incapacity, or le- 
gai disqualification to perform the duties. It 
Was provided that when, during a recess of the 
Senate, it was shown by evidence satisfactory to 
the President that such causes. existed, 
in such case, and in no _ other, the 
President might suspend he incumbent. 
This suspension was the only substitute provid- 
ed by this law in place of what had formerly 
been held to be the President’s unqualified power 
of removal. It was resorted to because it was 
deemed necessary, during a recess of the Senate, 
that the Executive should have some power to 
protect the public service by immediate action 
in the case of misconduct, crime, or incapacity, 
or lezal disqualification. But in regulating the 
method of suspension this law provided a strict 
course to be pursued by the President. It au- 
thorized him to designate some suitable person 
to perform the duties of the office temporarily 
until the next meeting of the Senate, and until 
the Senate shall have acted in the case; required 
such persons to take the oaths and give the 
bonds required by law to be taken and given by 
the person duly appointed to the office, and 
then made it the duty of the President, within 
20 days after the first day of the next meeting of 
the Senate, to report the suspension to the Sen- 
ate, with the evidence and reasons for his action 
in the case, and the name of the person so desig- 
nated to perform the duties. If the Senate 
should concur in such suspension and advise 
and consent to the removal of such oflicer, they 
were to so certify tothe President, who could 
thereupon remove the officer,and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate appoint an- 
other person to fill the vacancy. But if the Sen- 
ate should refuse to concur in the suspension, it 
was provided that the suspended officer shall 
forthwith resume the functions of his office, and 
the powers ot the person performing the duties 
during the suspension shall cease, the salary and 
emoluments during the suspension being made 
to belong to the person temporarily performing 
the duties. 

There might, however, be a case under this 
law where no appointment by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate had been made 
during its next session, either to fill a vacancy 
occurring by death or resignation during the re- 
cess of the Senate or to fill a vacancy created by 
the consent of the Senate to a suspension. In 
euch a case it was provided that the office should 
remain in abeyance, without salary, fees, or 
emoluments attached to it, until the same 
should be filled by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, and the duties were 
to be performed by such other officer as 
might by law perform them in case of a va- 
cancy in the office. These provisions evince 
a studied purpose to control the Presi- 
dent's —— ot removal from office, which 
had hitherto been regarded as unqualified by 
anything but his discretion and his responsibil- 
ity to public opinion; to leave to him no power 
but that of suspension; to require him to assign 
to the Senate causes for a suspension, to submit 
those cuses to the judgment of the Senate, and 
not to permit a vacancy to exist unless the Sen- 
ate should affirm that a removal ought to 
take place and a new appointment to be 
made. After the subsidence of the _ politic- 
al conflict in which this law had _ its 

origin, and on the coming in of a new 
Administration, the question whether the public 
interest required a modification of this Jaw, and 
a permanent retention of such of its provisions 
as were of real public utility. occupied the atten- 
tion of Congress. The result was the passage of 
the act of April 5, 1869. This was an amendatory 
law. It repealed the first and second sections of 
the act of 1867 and substituted in their place the 
provisions which were afterward re-enacted in 
sections 1,767 and 1,768 of the Revised Statutes. 
These sections are as follows: 

Sec. 1,767. Every person holding any civil office 
to which he has been or hereafter muy be appointed by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and 
who shall have become duly qualified to act therein, 
shall be entitled to bold such office during the term tor 
which he was appointed, unless sooner removed by and 
with the advice und consent of the Senate, or by the 
appointment, with the like advice and consent, of a 
successor in his place, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided. 

Ste. 1.768. During any recess of the Senate the Presi- 
flent is authorized.in his discretion, to suspend any 
civil oflicer appointed by and with the advice and con- 
sent of ihe Senate, except Judges of the courtsof the 
Unitea States, until the end of the next session of the 
Senate, and to designate some suitable person, subject 
to be removed, in his discretion, by the designation of 
another. to perform the duties of such suspended ofii- 
cer inthe meantime. and the person so designated 
shall take the oath and give the bond required by luw 
to be taken and given by the suspended officer, and 
shall, during the time he performs the duties of such 
otficer, be entitled to the salary and emoluments 
of the office, no part of which shail belong to the 
officer suspended. The President chall, 
jays after the commencement of each session of the 
senate. except for any office which in his opinion 


ought not to be filled, nominate persons to fill all va-- 
cancies in office which existed at the meeting of the 
Senate, whether temporarily filled or not, and also in 
the place of all officers suspended; and if the Senate 
during such session shall refuse to advise and consent 
to an appointment in the place of any suspended 
officer, then, and not otherwise, the President shall 
nominate another person as soon as practicable to the 
same session of the Senate for the office. 


The first thing to be noticed on comparing 
these sections of the Revised Statues with the 
provisions of the act of 1867 is that the Presi- 
dent is now authorized to suspend any of these 
officers at his discretion, and is not required to 
assign reasons to the Senate. This was a very 
material modification of the former law, as it 
left out al) the causes for suspension required by 
that law. The Revised Statutes also omitted the 
former provision which enabled the suspended 
officer to claim restitution to the office in case 
the Senate did not concur in the suspension. 
In the place of such a right in the sus- 
pended oflicer there is substituted a provision 
that in case the Senate during its first session 
next after the suspension shall refuse to advise 
and consent to an appointment in the place of 
the suspended officer, then, and not otherwise, 
the President shall nominate anotber person as 
soon as practicable to the same session of the 
Senate. If there 1s still a refusal to confirm 
such new nomination, the law as it now stands 
declares that the officer shall remain in abeyance 
until it is filled by an appointment by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. 

The way is now somewhat prepared for an- 
swering the questions above propounded: First, 
The President cannot create a vacancy in any 
civil office now held by the incumbent for a 
term of years, or remove such officer without 
the consent of the Senate, unless he does so on 
the assumption that the present tenure of office 
law is unconstitutional, and this makes a case 
for judicial determination, which would proba- 
bly result ina decision that Congress has power 
to regulate the subject of removals in connection 
with the tenure of office. But it is perfectly clear 
that under section 1,767 of the Revised Statutes 
the President can ask the consent of the Senate to 
the removal of any such officer, which the Senate 
ean give or withhold at its pleasure; or he can 
make a nomination to the Senate of a person 
whom he desires to have succeed the incumbent, 
and if the Senate advise and consent to the ap- 
pointment the former incumbent would be dis- 
placed, for the tenure of office fixed by the law is 
qualified by the power of removal which the 
President and the Senate can exercise together. 

II. During a recess of the Senate the President 
can at his discretion suspend any civil officer 
who holas his office fora term of years, except 
Judges of the courts, until the end of the next 
session of the Senate,and can designate some 
one to perform the duties in the meantime. 
Within 30 days after the Senate shall be again in 
session the President can nominate a person in 
the place of the suspended officer. If the Senate 
see fit to confirm the nomination the suspended 
officer is pro facto removed. If the Sen- 
ate do not confirm the nomination the 
President is required as soon as _ practi- 
cable to make another nomination at the same 
session. This provision implies that the Senate 

are to act on successive nominations until they 
have confirmed one. If they confirm none of 
them the suspended officer is not restored to the 
office unless by the legal force of the term “ sus- 
pension” he has by necessary implications of 
law a right to demand restitution to the office if 
the session of the Senate is terminated betore 
the office has been filled by a new appointment. 
What then is the legal meaning and operation 
of “suspension”? If we construe it by the pro- 
visions of the act of 1867, it is apparent that it 
means atemporary displacement for some cause 
therein assigned, and this act gave the suspend- 
ed officer a right to resume the office if the Sen- 
ate did not concurin the cause assigned for his 
suspension. But the ‘suspension’ under the 
act of 1869,and the Revised Statutes, is of a 
wider signification: no cause need be assigned for 
it by the President, but it may be made in 
his discretion; and in the event of the re- 
fusal of the Senate to confirm some one 
else in the place of the suspended officer, 
the law. as it now_ stands, does not 
say that the suspended officer shall resume the 
office, and it does say that the President shall 
make a second nomination. It would seem, 
therefore, that ‘* suspension” is now practically 
equivalent toa removal, as removals were pre- 
viously regarded, and that the office, if the Sen- 
ate adjourns without confirming some nom- 
inee, remains in abeyance until it is filled by ap- 
pointments by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. It is perfectly clear that the 
right ot the suspended officer to be restored to 
the office is wholly taken away. 
Il]. The third question can only be answered 
by saying that in the case supposed the office is 
to be filled, if possible, by the concurrence of the 
President and the Senate at the first session next 
after the suspension of the incumbent; and if 
not so filled at that session the office remains in 
abeyance until it is so filled, and the powers and 
duties are to be exercised in the meantime, with- 
out salary, fees, or emoluments, by such other 
officer as may by law exercisesuch powers and du- 
ties in case of a vacancy in the office. (Revised 
Statutes, section 1,769.) It is somewhat remark- 
able that the law should have been left in this 
unsatisfactory state, for if the office from which 
the incumbent has been ee during a re- 
cess of the Senate is not filled by a new appoint- 
ment at the next session two very inconvenient 
consequences follow: First, that the ‘other 
officer’? who may be designated to perform the 
duties must serve without salary, fees, or emolu- 
ments; second, that there may be cases when 
there is no such other officer who can, by law, 
exercise the powers and duties, or cases where it 
is doubtful what other officer ought to be 
selected.

SUIT AGAINST MR. BEECHER DISMISSED. 
From the Baltimore Sun, Dec. 17. 

The suit of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Society of Western Maryland, at Cum- 
berland, against the Rev. Henry Ward Beccher, 
for $10,000 for breach of contract in failing to 
keep an appointment to make an address at the 
the fair of the society at Cumberland Oct. 23, 
1878, was dismissed yesterday inthe United States 
Circuit Court for want of prosecution. The suit 
was instituted in the Superior Court of 
Baltimore City May 2, 1881, and the writ 
was served uvon Mr. Beecher at the Union 
Station while passing through the _ city. 
The Hon. George Hawkins Williams appeared as 
counsel for the society, and Archibald Stirling, 
Jr.,and George H. Chandler for Mr. Beecher. 
On June 27, 1881, the case was removed to the 
United States Circuit Court on motion of the de- 
fendant. Interrogatories were sent to Brooklyn, 
and Mr. Beecher was examined tor the plaintiff. 
He deposed that he had an arrangement with 
Hathway & Pond, of Boston, to engage him 
for lectures; that they contracted with the 
Cumberland society for him to make an ad- 
dress at the fair on Thursday, Oct. 23, 1878, the 
terms being $300 and expenses going and coming 
from New-York; that Hathaway & Pond had 
also agreed to arrange for three lectures during 
the same week; that the arrangements for the 
other lectures failed,and Mr. Beecher notified 
them that he cou'd not go to Cumberland alone, 
and that the proper redress for the society would 
be to sue Hathaway & Pond, who could in turn 
sue him. The case was not prosecuted any 
further.

‘THE GREAT PAULIST FAIR, 


A GRAND FINANCIAL SUCCESS FOR THE NEW 
CHURCH OF ST. PAUL. 

As the end draws near the interest in 
the Paulist fair, now in progress in the new 
Church of St. Paul, at Ninth-avenue, Fifty- 
ninth and Sixtieth streets, deepens, and ladies 
and gentlemen vie with each other in donating 
liberal gifts. The fair has been in progress since 
Nov. 24 last, and already something over $25,000 
has been gathered into the coffers of the church, 
with the prospect of $10,000 or $12,000 to be 
added before the close at the end of this 
week. ‘The scene in the big church last night 
was like a page from a_ fairy story. 
The high walls were draped from doors 
to sanctuary with flags and bunting of 
every description, interspersed with coats of 
arms of various countries, and over the organ. 
atthe extreme end of the building, were dis- 

layed the different papal seal-, surrounded by 

oman flags. Gorgeously decorated booths, at 
which a little of almost everything small under 
the sun was for sale, lined the walls, and in the 
centre of the room was a magnificent display of 
flowers, which were sold “by the piece” for 
comparatively large sums. The building was 
packed. One of the raffles, at 25 cents a share, 
brought in $1,120. Some of the articles were 
valuable, among them being a billiard table, an 
upright piano.a handsome set of furniture,a pony 
andagoat. The event last night was the vot- 
ing fora‘ gentleman’s shape adjuster.” other- 
wise a pair of corsets. Messrs. John Harlin, a 
John-street manufacturer, and James J. Phelan, 
Secretary of the International Dredging Com- 
pany, were the candidates. In this contest the 
honor was to be with the defeated candidate. 
Votes cost 10 cents each, and the friends of Mr. 
Harlin, in order to insure that gentleman’s de- 
feat, secured $400, which they intended to put 
into Mr. Phelan’s box. By an unfortunate—to 
them—mistake, the money went into Mr. 
Harlin’s box, and he was. elected by 
a monetary vote of 4,220 to Mr. Phe- 
lan’s 290. Probably the most contented 
participator in the fair last night was Mrs. Mc- 
Giynn, who presided over the cashier’s desk in 
the refreshment room. Many donations have 
been made by outsiders, among whom are Will- 
iam B. Astor, Judge Hilton, Mayor-elect Grace, 
Gen. Viele, E. J. Denning, and Arnold, Constable 
&Co. Archbishop Corrigan visited the church 
last night, and, investing in a single chance fora 
valuable book, won it, and presented it to Father 
Brady, who is chief manager of the fair. Mme. 
Martini, a noted choir singer, helped out the en- 
tertainment with her voiee, and was loudly ap- 
plauded. ‘ 

The fair proper will close to-morrow evening, 
but On Monday evening all the articles which 
remain unsold, if there be any, will be sold at 
auction in the church. The dedication of the 
new edifice will take place on Jan. 25 next—St. 
Mark’s day—and a curious feature in its decora- 
tion is the painting of the ceiling. It is made to 
represent the sky, with the fixed stars painted 
in exactly the same relative positions as they 
will occupy on St. Mark’s day. This was Father 
Brady’s idea, and one 1n which the members of 
the church glory.

CHANGES IN THE HARBOR. 
SOME IMPORTANT MAPS FOR MERCHANTS 
TO STUDY. 

Nearly ali the wall space in the Chamber 
af Commerce réoms is now covered with largo 
maps and diagrams showing the condition, past 
and present, of New-York Harbor, its approaches 
and tributary waters. These illustrations were 
prepared for the Chamber by Capt. F. 1. Palmer, 
formerly of the British Navy, and now a resi- 
dent of this city. They represent the entire area 
from deep water outside of Sandy Hook, up to 
Throge's Neck on the East River, and up to 
Yonkers on the North River. Thescale on which 
the maps have been drawn is one square foot to 
the square mile. The difterent depths of water 
are indicated by colors. Tne full set of charts 
cover about 1,700 square feet. 

An explanatory lecture was given by Capt. 
Palmer yesterday afternoon before a large audi- 
ence composed chiefly of men interested in naval 
and shipping affairs, Among-¢hose present were 
Coi. Hamilton, United States Army: Capt. J. N, 
Miller and Commander F. M. Sheparc, of the 
United States Navy; Naval Constructor Min- 
tonye, J. S. T. Stranahan, Capt. Ambrose Snow, 
Gustav Schwab, A. Foster Higgins, and Jackson 
S. Schultz. Charles 8. Smith, Vice-President of 
the Chamber, presided. Capt. Palmer called at- 
tention tothe necessity of more extended obser- 
vations as to actual contents of areas and basins 
not heretofore exhaustively examined. He 
stated thata comparison of charts made at dif- 
ferent dates showed that the actual water ap- 
proaches have not lessened in average depth 
since 18355, but decided variations and changes 
have occurred. By diagrams of the submarine 
surface at Sandy Hook it was shown thatthe 
liook has receded its headland from. the 
direction of Coney Island since i868 and 
is still receding, but it is making out to 
the westward in the form of a side nook. The 
main channei at this pointis about as good as 1t 
ever was. Gedney’s Channel has become nar- 
rower by the formation of new iumps, and it de- 
mands immcdiate attention, as it is with extreme 
difficulty that large ships can navigate that por- 
tion of the channei known as the Bulkhead. Mr. 
Vernon H. Brown. agent for the Cunard Line, 
was quoted as having said that two of their 
jlargest steamers had been ordered to remain at 
home during the Winter seasons. because they 
could not come in or go out of this harbor. 
Capt. Palmer thought that the East Channel 
might be improved so as to become the deepest, 

uickest, and safest approach to the harbor. 

‘his idea should receive attention as soon as 
temporary relief has heen given to Gedney’s 
Channel. The trouble was that the steady in- 
crease in the size and tonnage of ocean steam- 
ships had outgrown the channels. It was stated 
that some vessels often leave New-York from 
250 to 500 tons of cargo short, in order to be able 
to cross the bar. 

The maps ana charts will remain in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms for several days. and 
Capt. Palmer will be there every afternoon to 
give explanations to persons who may desire to 


‘spect them.

HENRY BOXHORN'S DIAMONDS. 

When Henry Boxhorn & Co., of Paris, 
discontinued their diamond business in this city, 
at No, 42 Maiden-lane, last Fall, their agent, 
Frederick Boxhorn, was ordered to sell the stock. 
He allowed a friend of his, Edward du Moulin, a 
diamond cutter, of No. 21 John-street, to under- 
take this.

MADE FURIOUS BY WHISKEY. 
A MAN WHOM IT TOOK THREE OFFICERS 

AND THREE FIREMEN TO OVERCOME, 

Michael McGuire, a plumber, 25 years 
old, who says that he lives at No. 34 Duane- 
street, was taken handcuffed into the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday by three police- 
men. He was fighting drunk and had resisted 
every step of the way. His face was bleeding 
and his clothes were torn to shreds, and hie con- 
dition was such as to convince ail in court that 
he had been subjected to very rough treatment. 
He had been arrested by Officer Bobel, of the 
Ninth Precinct, for assaulting a colored railroad 
porter named Theodore Dey. The complainant's 
face was cut and bleeding, and his nose 
was swollen to twice its ordinary size. It 
appeared that Dey and two other colored 
men were drinking in Chris Johnson’s place, at 
Sixth-avenue and Ninth-street, yesterday after- 
noon, when McGuire quarreled with them. 
When the colored men went out McGuire ut- 
tacked them, beating Dey about the head and 
face and putting his companions to flight. 
Patrolman Bobel endeavored to arrest him, but 
McGuire, who, though sma!! in stature, isof very 
powerful build, knocked the policeman down. 
Two other policemen came to Officer Bobel’s 
assistance, but they failed to overpower 
McGuire until they were assisted by three 
firemen and several citizens. Even after 
his hands were bandecuifed he resisted 
with all his might, butting the officers 
in the face and stomach. When he reached 
the court McGuire acted like one demented. 
He was furious from whisky and passion, and it 
was impossivle to keep him quiet. He spent 
about an hour in the prison pen, and, having 
quiet d down somewhat, he was arraigned be- 
fore the magistrate. The handcuffs bad been re- 
moved, and his wrists were swollen and bleeding 
from their pressure. He admitted that he had 
assaulted the colored man because ‘*he was too 
fresh,” but complained that he had been brutally 
treated by the officers who arrested him. After 
they had handcuffed him, he said, they knocked 
him down, kicked and jumped upon him, to vent 
their spite upon him while he was unable to de- 
fend himself. Justice O'Reilly committed him 
to prison in default of $300 bail for trial.

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CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were slow to-day and weaker, with no specially 
obtrusive reason for the Jatter at the outset, except as 
it was furnished by the former feature. There was an 
absence of outside support, and some local holders 
doubted that there was any good reason for attempting 
to sustain prices at their present level, as strength can 
only be looked for later in the Winter. After 
the weakness had become pronounced some 
people received news of a panicky feeling 


in Juropean stock exchanges and Parisian 
weakness in Breadstutfs, which cuused further weak- 
ness here. The trench depression is undoubtedly due 
to the fear that the Government will not impose the 
talked-ot extra duty on Wheat imports owing to the 
opposition of the manufacturing classes in France to a 
measure which would make their bread dearer. Pro- 
visions are dull and weaker, though Liverpool quoted 
Lard 6d. higher. The local Hog market was easier, 
and product sympathized with Wheat. There was 
little doing except 1n a scalping way. Packers were 
selling Perk for February and buying it for May, while 
Lard was sold moderately by Jones in the morning 
and more freely by Roche in tve afternoon. Green 
Hams were in good demand, but other meats were not 
much wanted by shippers. Pork declined 10c.,to $10 70 
for February at the close, with January at 10c. dis- 
count, March at 10c. premium, and May at 37K«e. 
premium.* Lard declined 5c. to $6 60 bid at the close 
for February, with January at 5c., discount,and Murch 
at Tiéc. premium. Short Ribs declined 10c., to $5 4714 
tor February, and closed at about $5 50, with 
January at 2c. discount, and March at 7c. 
premium. Fiour was more active, with no reported 
changes in price, but probably a little shading 
(in sympathy with Wheat,) which enabled a round lot 
to betuken for export. ‘The coarse Millstuffs were 
firmer, especially Bran. Wheat was slow and weak; 
it advanced Sc. early, to 7134c. for January, declined 
to 70ke., and closed at 705¢c., with December at 3¢c. 
discount; February, 5¢c. premium, and May at 65¢c. 
premium, the latter having attracted a little larger 
share of the trading. Cash No. 2 Spring sold at 7uléc. 
@7le., and No.3 do., 58e. The British markets were 
called quiet und steady, but private cables said dull 
with Paris weak, and New-York was heavy, while our 
receipts were larger. The early firmness was probably 
due to the report that the Northwestern surplus is 
mostly out of farmers’ hands, but Hutchinson was a 
free seller from the start, putting out again a rather 
extensive line of shorts which he had covered only 
last Monday. ‘lhere was a slight reaction on the esti- 
mate of 260 cars here for to-mcrrow, and another down 
turn as Lester and Milmine & Bodman became free 
sellers, which brought out other holders, and 
Hutchinson offered one lot of 200,000 bushels 
just before 1 o’clock. ‘There were no _ out- 
side orders of consequence, and the_ offerings 
were chietly taken by local shorts. It seems 
probable that yesterday’s seliing short here on foreign 
uccounts, which we noted yesterday, was done on or- 
ders from People who had a premonition of the feeling 
in France onthe duty question. Red Winter Wheat 
was quiet and easier; No. 2 sold at 724¢c., and No. 3 at 
60l6e., the latter in preferred houses. Receipts were 
light here and elsewhere. 

Corn wastame and rather heavy, being called a shade 
cheaper in Liverpool, while more thon 80 per cent.

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—The general situation was 
not a whit improved to-day.

SINGING AND THE DISTINCTION BE-

Two prima donna contraltos, a gentle- 
jnan who acted in the dual capacity of business 
and marital manager to one of them,a prompter, 

a stage carpenter, a property master, yellow 


bound volumes of “The Prophet,” ponderous 
editions of **The Hygiene of the Voice,” and a 
tumbler full of cracked ice for purposes un- 
known met theeye of Judge Ingraham in the 
Superior Court yesterday. It was a continua- 
tion of Mme. Sofia Scalchi's suit against her 
former manager. Henry E. Abbey. The fair 
Countess was even more elaborately attired 
than on the previous day, her well-rounded 
figure appearing wnder a ruby silk dress, and 
her Italian features iooming beneath a ruby 
cloth hat. By her side sat Fritulein Brandt, 
who, on Wednesday evening, sang the role of 
Fides, in “The Prophet,” at the Metropolitan 
Opera House, and whose opinion it was intended 
to take as to the much-discussed difficulties of 
the réle. Friiulein Brandt was apparent in a 
French gray velvet dress, made with Quaker- 
like simplicity in comparison with the attire of 
ber iilustrious sister singer. Count Lolli wore a 
pair of tan kid gloves and fondied a knotted 
walking stick. ‘There was a great crowd in 
court, and the legal! talent: was exactly what it 
had been the previous day, Messrs. Sterne and 
Thompson, for the plaintiff, glaring upon 
Messrs. Olin, Rives, and Montgomery, for the 
defensc. i 7 

In the absence of telephonic communication 
between New-York and London, the testimony 
of Signor Vianesi was read by his counsel as it 
had been given betore his departure for that 
city. The gentleman had been a musical director 
for 33 years in Paris, London, Madrid, St. Peters- 
burg, Moscow, Barcelona, and Italy. On the 
day which had been such a bone of contention 
and out of which the suit had grown, Signor 
Vianesi had not been idle. * [ went to Mme. 
Fursch-Madi,”’ he said, *“* and asked her to sing, 
as Mme. Trebell: was ill. ‘I can’t.’ she said. 
*What! said [. ‘I cannot sing, as I have no 
voice.’ was her answer, and she positively refused 
to do so. I triea her voice and found she had 
toid me the truth. Then I went to Mme. La- 
blache, whom I found in her room in a morn- 
ing gown. She told me she could not sing, as she 
was not ready. I tmed Mile. Lablache, her 
daughter. She did not know the part. Nilsson 
and Sembrich were ill, and I didn’t know what 
todo. I went to Abbey. He was ill in bed. I] 
asked him if he bad any authority to command 
Mme. Scalchi's appearance in * The Prophet.’ 
Yes, he said, he had. { went to her. She of- 
fered to appear in * Martha’ and *‘ Rigoletto, 
where she had small parts, but declined * The 
Prophet.’ Isuggested * The Barber of Seville.’ 
She said she had not sung it for four years.” 

Signor Vianesi testified that Mme. Scalchi had 
sung the réle of Fides in New-York, Cincinnati, 
and Chicago. He did not think it was as ardu- 
ousasthat of Martha. ‘The general usage in 
these things,” he said, “is that what is called a 
bulletino is issued to a singer which says, * You 
are to sing to-night.’ In London I have been to 
artists and said, ‘Finish your dinner, come to 
the theatre with me, and sing.’ It depends upon 
the g: o }-will of the singer.” 

* Does it make any difference to an artist 
whether she sings before or after meals?” Mr. 
Thompson had asked in cross-examinaiion. 

*“Tadvise everybody not to sing after a good 
dinner. They must allow five hours for diges- 
tion.” 

““Whatis the effect of singing aftera heavy 
meal?” 

* It makes an artist heavy in voiceand spir:ts.” 

Signor Vianesi bad testified that he believed 
Mr. Abbev always acted like a gentieman. He 
knew how to managea répertoire. ‘*I should 
certainly rank him with Mapleson and Guy,” 
read Mr. Thompson. 

* Gye, please,” corrected Mr. Rives. “ Don't 
guy him.” 

“What are the characteristics of Meyerbeer’s 
music 7’ continued Mr. Thompson. 

*It is heavy and ciassical.” 

* What is meant by heavy and classical ?” 

**We have two lines of music—classical heavy 
and light music. * The Prophet,’ * L’Africaine,’ 
*Huguenots,* * Faust,’ ‘ Tannhiiuser,’ and * Lo- 
hengrin’ are heavy. ‘The Barber of Seviile,’ 
: tigoletto,’ ‘Don Pasquale,’ and * Martha’ are 
igh ” 


“Um,” said Mr. Sterne. ‘“*We want to put a 
lady on the stand who can surely throw some 
light on this matter. Friiulein Brandt (pointing 
to the simply clad contralto) sang the rdle of 
Fides last night. She knows all about it.” 

“It is too late for you to call the lady now,” 
said JudgeIngraham. ‘I cannot allow it.” 

*“ She is our best witness, and Mr. Rives knows 
it,” protested Mr. Sterne sternly. ‘** He went to 
hear her last night.”” [Laughter.] 

“Perhaps she may have eaten her supper dur- 
ing the performance,” suggested Mr. Rives 
threateninglv. 

**Some people can’t argue a case unless they’re 
drunk,” said Mr. Sterne. 

“IT don’t know your habits,” was the quiet 
answer. [Laughter.] 

Peter Davis, who had charge of the wardrobe, 
testified that he bad received instructions to pro- 
duce * Carmen” for the matinée of April 12. At 
12 o’clock he had been told to change for ** The 
Prophet.” There were only half the “ supers” 
on hand, he said. 

After an unimportant examination of Alfred 
J. Bradweiland W. W. Tillotson the testimony 
of Henry E. Abbey was read as it had been taken 
before his departure tor Europe. He described 
himself as a theatrical manager and ex-operatic 
manager. “*I was informed by Vianesi that 
Treneili was sick on April 12,” hesaid. ‘** The 
only thing we could do with any credit to our- 
selves was * The Prophet.’ I was myself ill in 
bed, but dressed and went to the Opera House, 
where I met Mme. Scalchi. She suggested that 
we should give portions of different operas. I 
declined to give a mutilated performance. It 
was the last performance of the season, and 1 
was liable to the stockholders for non-fulfillment 
of contract if I did not give the sixteenth and 
last representation of the season. { interviewed 
Mme. Sca!chi in her dressing room at the Metro- 
politan Opera House. She said she could not and 
would not sing. Therefore I closed the house.” 

Mr. Sterne then argued that Mme. Scalchi had 
not broken her contract. She would have been 
obliged to sing without any breakfast at all or 
immediately after a hearty meal, and could do 
neither. Mr. Abbey had willfully closed the 
house. There were five prima donnas and they 
were as responsible as Mme. Scalchi. Mr. Abbey 
could not claim $5,000 as he attempted to do, as 
he had not done his best to lessen them, as the 
law required, by giving a mixed performance. 
Trebelli’s ii‘ness. Nilsson’s indisposition, Sem- 
brich’s non-condition, Abbey’s toothache, and 
Fursch-Madi’s physical inability had all been 
more to blame than Mme. Scalchi. Then Mr. 
Abbey had allowed Mme. Scalchi to continue in 
his employ afterward. ‘* These songbirds are 
prevented from singing by a hundred reasons 
Which we do not understand,’”’ observed Mr. 
Sterne, plaintively glancing at the robust form 
of the tair contralto. ‘** There are physical in- 
disposiuions for which they need not account to 
their managers. Their’s being the highest form 
of art, it requires the best possible preparation.” 

“It does not mean that contracts can be broken 
by the pique and temper of a lady,’’ remarked 
Mr. Rives, who was on that side where gallantry 
was out of the question. 

“If she chooses to stay at home ard eat her 
breakfast she can’t get her money.” Then the 
zentieman quoted cases well known in the rec- 
ords of dramatic history, to wit, that of Col. 
John A. McCaul! against the erring but beaute- 
ous Lillian Russell, and of Col. J. H. Mapleson 
against “Signor Del Puente. Judge Ingraham 
decided that Mr. Abbey could only claim from 
Mme. Scaichi the amount of the performance 
which she declined to give, and dismissed his de- 
sire for $5.000. 

* Mme. Scalchi, will you take the stand again ?” 

Yes, Mme. Scalchi would do so, and rustied in 
ber ruby giory to the post of honor at the left- 

hand side of Judge Ingraham. She stroked her 
dress and didn’t mind in the least. Mr. Rives 
objected to Mr. Lanza acting as interpreter, on 
the ground that he wasa factotum. Mme. Elvira 
Treves, Mme. Scalchi’s confidential companion, 
usurped that position, and, amid the silence 
of the dense crowd in court, tripped up to the 
contralto and stood somewhat awkwardly by 
her side. 

* Won’t you take a seat?” asked Crier John F. 
Wright, with great unction. 

No, Mme. Treves would not take a seat. 

* Wont you Jean yourarm upon this chair?” 
suggestea Mr. Wright, fondly gazing at the creole 
features, and moving a chair in her direction. 

No, Mme, Treves perferred to stand by Mme. 
Sealchi. 

Then Mme. Treves commenced talking in 
Italian to Mme. Scalchi, and Mr. Rives looked 
daggers. ‘* Please don't talk,” he said, “I under- 
Stand Italian a little.’ Mr. Wright glared at the 
ungallant lawyer, and it was some time before 
the testimony could be elicited. Then Mme. 
Scalchi stated that she had seen no papers of no- 
tification to appear, and no question cf damages 
had ever been raised. Then Mme. Treves went 
on the stand on her own account, and Count 
Lolli, who protested that he could not speak Eng- 
lish, and looked exquisitely complacent when he 
was informed that his accent was perfect, was 
called upon to settle a point, which he was not 
aliowed to settle. After a brief examination of 
John Lanza, a prompter, who occasioned 
boisterous merriment by his inability to under- 
stand that a witness must only speak in reply to 
B& question, the court was adjourned until this 
worning.

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DIED IN HIS IVY-CLAD HOME. 
od 
AN OLD MERCHANT WHO LIVED HALF A 
CENTURY IN ONE HOUSE, 


For many years the house at the north- 
west corner cf Second-avenue and Seventh- 
street has been the admiration of the neignhbor- 
hoed and an attraction to pussers-by because uf 
a magnificent ivy that starts at the west cnd of 
the Seventh-strect wall, rises in almost a colid 
trunk toa height of 8 or 10 feet, and then runs 
eastward, dropping supports as it nceds them, 
and shooting up branches so thickly that from 
May until November the long wall is covered 
with splendid foliage to the roof. The vine also 
turns the corner, making a green drapery over 
the lower part of the Second-avenue front and 
becomes finally an arbor at the foot of the stoop. 
Under the rear window, on the Seventh-street 
side of the house, an ivy shoot was planted 50 
years ago, when Lloyd W. Wells, then a dry goods 
commission merchant, doing business with his 
brother, bought the house and moved into it. 
The vine always thrived under its owner's care. 
When fashion began to desert Second-avenue 
for up-town quarters, Mr. Wells clung to his 
vine-clad bouse, and for years it has been an 
east side landmark. He took great pride in it. 
About three years ago, when 80 years old, he 
was broken down by sickness. Since his retire- 
ment from business, about 1855, he had been 
active and prominent in church and 
benevolent undertakings. He said before 
he was taken = sick that he belonged 
to 23 such _ associations. He had been 
for many years a member of the Board of Do- 
mestic Missions and of the Board of Managers of 
the Home for Aged Couples. He was President 
of St. Luke’s Association and Secretary of the 
Society for the Relief of Widows and Orphans of 
Clergymen. Through his connection with Grace 
Church, which he joined when a young man, on 
coming here from Philadelphia to enter busi- 
ness, he became, in 1878, Treasurer of the Gen- 
eral Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. He wasa member also of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese of New-York, and had 
been a Vestryman at Grace Church for 28 years 
and Senior Warden for 6 years. 

All his connections, except those of the 
church, were severed when he became sick. He 
realized thatage was against his recovery, and 
as fast as he could he unloaded the burdens that 
for half a century he had been adding to him- 
self. But even in sickness his interest in the 
ivy did not abate. Though not able to look after 
it himself he saw that it was properly vruned 
and cultivated. Through three seasons he 
watched it thrive from his sick room. He was 
too low to see the brown stalks appear last 
month, when the wind stripped them of their 
season’s dress. Yesterday morning he died. 
Funeral services wiil be held to-morrow morn- 
ing at Grace Church. Mr. Wells was a widower 
and leaves no children. 
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C1VIL SERVICE SUGGESTIONS. 


SECRETARY NADALS VIEWS ON FUTURE 
MANAGEMENT IN THE CITY. 

The following letter from the Secretary 
of the City Civil Service Board to Mayor Edson 
is published: 

CIVIL SERVICE, CITY OF NEW-YORK, Dec. 17, 1884. 
Hon. Franklin Edson, Mayor: 

Str: Referring to the conversation which I had with 
you on the 11th inst., and in accordance with the re- 
quest which you made at that time, 1 have the honor 
to offer the following suggestions with regard tothe 
future management of the City Civil Service Boards. 
I bez at the same time to inclose herewith a brief 
statistical memorandum, stating the facts of the un- 
dertaking from Jan. is to Nov. 10 of this year: 

Kxamination for promotion should be abolished by 
the Legislature. The National Commission, who are in 
a much better position for the application of sucha 
measure than the city boards, have not thoug!t it 
prudent to adopt it. In this city the provision has been 
inoperative and has served only to confuse and impede. 
The regulations now in force establishing competitive 
examinations should be strengthened by the Legis- 
lature. ‘he present boards of nine Examiners should 
be reduced and unified. 

I beg to make the following suggestions with regard 
to the appointment of those who areto have control 
of the underiuking: The work divides itself into 
two heads. One concerns the best methods of con- 
ducting examinations, the kind of questions which 
should beasked, &c. These are matters of detail, and 
present no greut difficulty. The other concerns the 
application to the departments of competitive exam- 
ination. Hereis the vital point: Shall the provision 
establishing competitive examinations be put in force, 
and to what extent? In other words, shall it be 
brought about that the departments will give up their 
power of putronage in the case of the 6,000 appoint- 
ments which the Mayor’s regulations throw open to 
general competition. Upon the results of their work at 
this point will depend the success of those in charge of 
the reform. Good administration requires that there be 
certain exceptions to the operation of these regula- 
tions, that in certain cases the power of appointment 
be left with the department. It will be the duty of 
thosein charge of the reform to decide what these ex- 
ceptions are to be. They cannot do this well unless 
they understand the workings of the departments. If 
they have not knowledge of the departments they can- 
not avoid being in the weak position of those who do 
not understand a subject in dealing with those who do. 
It is impossible that persons shou!d have this knowl- 
edge who are not able to give these subjects their whole 
ora large part of their attention. The undertaking 
should, therefore, in my judgment, be placed in the 
hands of a commission who can and would make it 
their principal occupation. Such a commission should 
be given full power of inquiry. 

The laws to be enacted must leave tothe commis- 
sion very considerable powers of discretion, although 
the danger of such powers isthat there will be likely 
to be too much concession. No matter how complete 
may be the legal support giventhe commission, the ad- 
vantage of position will still rest with the departments. 
The commission will have in hand a task as difficult as 
important, and one which will require all the knowl- 
edge, judgment, strength of position, and tenacity 
which they can command.

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CONSTANT WATCHFULNESS.

COMBINING TWO CLEVELAND AND HEN- 
DRICKS CLUBS. 

The Joint Executive Committee of the 
Merchants and Business Men’s Cleveland and 
Hendricks Ciubs held a meeting at the office of 
John P. Townsend, in Broad-street, yesterday 
afternoon, and a permanent organization of the 
clubs inone body was effected. In a series of 
resolutions offered by Oscar 8. Straus and sec- 
onded by Mr. Folsom and Col. George F. Potter, 
it was set forth that the resuit of the recent elec- 
tion afforded “the most striking proof the effect- 
ive and salutary influence exerted by the mer- 
chants and business men in public affairs when 
combined in organization;” that in a Govern- 
ment like this ‘it is more especially the duty of 
every citizen to concern himself about public 
affairs so as to counteract the baneful tenden- 
cies of such men who fellow politics as a trade, 
and whose power and stock in trade rises in the 
a ae as the citizen is indifferent and neg- 
igent of his duty.’”’ For these reasons it was 
determined to make the organization permanent, 
and the committee resolved to increase the mem- 
bership tonot more than 25. The committee 
disclaimed any purpose of acting as a political 
party, but to hold itself in readiness to further 
or defeat, as the case may be, “any measure 
proposed by either party which may be for or 
against the best interests of the people, irrespect- 
ive of party affiliation.” One of its objects is 
“to watch caefully overthe administration of 
our local affairs and to take such action as, from 
time to time, it may deem necessary for the pur- 
pose of serving the best interests of the city 
wherein we live.”’

A PRIVILEGED PLEADING. 

In October, 1882, the action of Marie 
Prescott, an actress, against the American News 
Company for libel was tried in the Superior 
Court, and the plaintiff recovered a verdict of 
$12,000. This verdict was afterward set aside by 
the General Term of that court. William 
Perzel, to whom Miss Prescott, on the trial of 
her action, testified that she was married, then 
commenced an action tor libel, claiming $25,000 
damuges, against Sinclair Tousey individually 
and as President of the American News Com- 
pany, and against E. H. Spooner, the attorney of 
the American News Company, on account of 
allegations contained in the defendant's plead- 
ings in the suit of Prescott against the Ameri- 
can News Company. This action of William 
Perzel came on for trial yesterday in the Superior 
Court, before Judge Freedman, who dismissed 
the complaint and gave judgment for the de- 
fendants on the ground that the allegations in 
the defendant’s pleadings on which the action 
was brought were correctly pleaded, and were 
therefore privileged and no action would lie.
